Ems work is committed to public attention, under the 
preſumption, that a digeſt of all the public acts of Congreſs, if accu- 


rately executed, would be highly acceptable.—To follow the 
fluctuations of trade and commerce, and the complicated intereſts 
and arrangements which are neceſſarily generated by theſe and 
other connections, ariſing from the introduction of luxury and 
refinement amongſt mankind, through the various acts of the 
Legiſlature in their preſent ſtate, will be found no eaſy taſk. 


Acts which are obſolete, expired, or virtually repealed, {till 
retain their places in the preſent edition of the acts of Congreſs, 
which muſt neceſſarily perplex thoſe who have occaſion to con- 
ſult that code, unleſs they poſſeſs a thorough knowledge of all the 
exiſting Laws, and are in perſec recollection of the various al- 
te rations which they have ſuſtained in conſequence of the ex- 
planatory acts and amendments which lie ſcattered in the acts of 
the reſpective ſeſſions, according to the order of time in which 
they were paſſed. 


As many perſons cannot ſpare time, and few will take the trou- 
ble to collect the law on each particular ſubject in one point of 
view, therefore it is not to be wondered at, if from a curſory, in- 
attentive and unconnected peruſal of the acts in the order in Which 
they paſſed, that the major part of ſociety ſhould be unacquainted 
with their rule of conduct; convinced of the utility of ſuch a de- 
fign, the Editor thought he could not employ his leiſure hours, 
more advantageoufly for the public or himſelf, nor better expreſs 
the grateful ſenſe which he entertains of the liberal patronage he 
lately experienced on a ſimilar occaſion, than by compiling the 
following Digeſt of the Acts of Congreſs. 


In this compilation, all acts now extin& or of local or perſonal 
operation, are rejected; and ſuch only as are actually in force, and 
of general uſe retained. In the execution of the principal deſign, 
the Editor has purſued that mode which he conceived to be the

moſt ſimple and at the ſame time, the moſt conducive to general 
information and utility; having reduced the whole under gene- 
ral heads—thoſe heads he has ſubdivided into articles which 
comprehend the matter contained in each ſection, keeping in fight 
in the choice of heads, the tendency or view of the Act. In ſome 
inſtances bowever, he has deviated a little from this plan ; thar 
is—under the general heads Duties and Treaties, he has ſubdivided 


_ thoſe into particular heads ſo as to make each particular Duty or 


Treaty come under its proper ſpecies. 


When the proviſions of the legiſlature remain unaltered, the 
acts are placed under each head, in chronological order; but 
where they have received ſubſequent amendment the explanatory 
and controuling clauſes are immediately referred to, together 
with the continuance of ſuch of the acts as are of a limited durati- 
on. Thus the whole law is retained, conlolidated and perſpicu- 
ouſly difplayed in the compaſs of a ſingle volume. 


At the concluſion is ſubjoined a copious index, referring, to the 
pages and articles, by the uſe of which, the law upon any ſubject, 
may be known with the utmoſteaſe and celerity. 


Having thus explained the nature of the arrangements, the 
mode which has been adopted in the compilation, and the ſources 
from which this information has been derived. The deſign being 
entirely his own, it may in ſome degree abate the ſeverity of cen- 
fare to recolleR, that in the arrangement of the ſubject he had 
no example to follow, no guide to direct him, and was altogether 
left to the impulſe of his own judgment. Whether he has ſucceedy 
ed or not the public muſt determine, and from the exertions made, 
he flatters himſelf that his expectations will not be wholly diſap- 
pointed, 


It was contemplated togive the names of the ſubſcribers and 
their reſidence, but as there was no poſſibility of procuring their 
names from the different parts of the Union in due time, without 
procraſtinating the work, and as the naming of any would be an 
injuſtice tothe reſt, he muſt therefore beg they will accept his ge-

Aliens, 


; Ir ſhall be lawful for the Preſident of the U. S. at any time 


during the continuance of this act, to order all ſuch aliens as he 


ſhall judge dangerous to the peace and ſafety of the U. S. or ſhall 


have reaſonable grounds to ſuſpect are concerned in any treaſona- 
ble or ſecret machinations againlt the government thereof, to de- 
part out of the territory of the U. S. within ſuch time as ſhall be 
expreſſed in ſuch order; which order ſhall be ſerved on ſuch alien 
by delivering him a copy thereof, or leaving the fame at his uſual 


abode, and returned to the office of the Secretary of State, by the 


Marfhall or other perſon. to whom the ſame ſhall be directed. And 
in caſe any alien ſo ordered to depart, ſhall be found at large 
within the U. S. after the time limited in ſuch order for bis de- 


parture, and not having obtained a licence from the Preſident vo 


reſide therein, or having obtained ſuch /zcence ſhall not have 
conformed thereto, every ſuch alien ſhall, on conviction thereof, 
be impriſoned for a term not exceeding three years, and ſtall ne- 
ver after be admitted to become a citizen of the U. S. provided, 
that if any alien ſo ordered. to depart ſhall prove to the ſatisfacti- 
on of the Preſident, by evidence to be taken before ſuch perſon or 
der as the Preſident ſhall direct, who are for that purpoſe 

ereby authoriſed to adminilter oaths, that no injury or danger to 
the U. S. will ariſe from ſaftering ſuch alien to reſide therein, the 
preſident may grant a licence to ſuch alien to remain within the U. 
S. for ſuch time as he ſhall judge proper, and at ſuch place as he 
may deſignate. And the Preſident may alſo require of ſuch alien 
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40 Alient. 


to enter into a bond to the U. S. in ſuch penal ſum as he may di- 
rect, with one or more ſufficient ſuret ies to the fatisfadt ion of the 
perſon authoriſed by the Preſident to take the ſame, conditioned for 
the good behavior of ſuch alien during his reſidence in the U. S. 
and not violating his licence, which licence the Preſident may re- 
voke, whenever he ſhall think proper. June 25, 1798, c. 75. \ I. 
cont, for 2 years. 


2. It ſhall be lawful for the Preſident of the U. S. whenever he 
may deem it nece{lary for the public ſafety, to order to be removed 
out of the territory thereof, any alien who may or ſhall be in pri- 
ſon in purſuance of this act; and to cauſe to be arreſted and ſent 
out of the U. S. ſuch of thoſe aliens as ſhall have been ordered to 
depart therefrom and ſha}l not have obtained a licence as afore- 
ſaid, in all caſes where in the opinion of the Preſident the public 
ſafety requires a ſpeedy removal. And if any alien ſo removed 
or ſent out of the C. S. by the Preſident ſhall voluntarily return 
thereto, unleſs by permiſſion of the Preſident of the U. S. ſuch a- 
hen on conviction thereof, ſhall be impriſoned ſo long as in the o- 
pinion of the Preſident, the public ſafety may require. ibid. \ 2. 


3. Every maſter or commander of any ſhip or veſlel which ſhall 
come into any port of the U. S. after the firſt day of July next, 
ſhall immediately on his arrival make report in writing to the 
collector or other chief officer of the cuſtoms of ſuch port, of all a- 
liens if any, on board his veſſel, ſpecifying their names, age, the 
place of nativity, the country from which they ſhall have 
come, the nation to which they belong and owe alleg;ance, their 
occupation and a deſcription of their perſons, as far as he ſhall be 
informed thereof, and on failure, every ſuch maſter and comman- 
der ſhall forfeit and pay 300 dollars, for the payment whereof on 
default of ſuch maſter or commander, {ach veflel ſhall alſo be hol- 
den, and may by ſuch collector or other officer of the cuſtoms be 
detained. And it ſhall be the duty of ſuch collector or other of- 
ficer of the cuſtoms, forthwith to tranſmit to the office of the de- 
partment of State, true copies of all ſuch returns. 76. þ 3. 


4. The Circuit and Diſtrict Courts of the U. S. ſhall reſpective- 
ly have cognizance of all crimes and offences againſt this act. 
And all marſhals and other officers of the U. S. are required to ex- 
ecute all precepts and orders of the Preſident of the U. S. iſſued in 
purſuance or by virtue of this act. 75d. \ 4. 


5. It ſhall be lawful for any alien who may be ordered to be re- 
moved from the U. S. by virtue of this act, to take with him ſuch 
part of his goods, chattels, or other property, as he may find con- 


venient ; and all property left in the C. S. by any alien, who may 


be removed, as aforeſaid, ſhall be, and remain ſubject to his order 
and diſpoſal, in the ſame manner as if this act had not been paſſed.

I. W HENEVER there ſhall be a declared war between the 
U.S. and any foreign nation or government, or any invaſion or pre- 
datory incurlion ſhall be perpetrated, attempted, or threatened a- 
gainſt the territory of the U. S. by any foreign nation or govern- 
ment, and the Preſident of the U. S. ſhall make public proclama- 
tion of the event, all natives, citizens, denizens, or ſubje&ts of 
the hoſtile nation or government, being males of the age of 14 years. 
and upwards, who ſhall be within the U. S. and not actually na- 
turalized, ſhall be liable to be apprehended, reſtrained, ſecured 
and removed as alien enemies. And the Preſident of the U. S. is 
hereby authorized, in any event as aforeſaid, by his proclamation 
thereof, or other public act, to direct the conduct to be obſerved, 
on the part of the U. S. towards the aliens who ſhall become li- 
able, as aforeſaid ; the manner and degree of the reſtraint to which 
they ſhall be ſubject, and in what caſes, and upon what ſecurity 
their reſidence ſhall be permitted, and to provide for the removal 
of thoſe, who, not being permitted, to reſide within the U. S. ſhall 
refuſe or neglect to depart therefrom : and to eſtabliſh any other 
regulations which ſhall be found neceflary in the premiſes and for 
the public ſafety : Provided, that aliens reſident within the U. S. 
who ſhall become liable as enemies, in the manner alſoreſs id, and 
who ſhall not be chargeable with actual hoitilty, or other crime 
againſt the public ſafety, ſhall be allowed, for the recovery, diſ- 
poſal, and removal of their goods and effects, and for their depar- 
ture, the full time which is, or ſhall be ſtipulated by any treaty, 
where any ſhall have been between the U. S. and the hoſtile na- 
tion or government, of which they ſhall be natives, ciiizens, deni- 
zens or ſubjects: and where no ſuch treaty ſhall nave exiſted, the 
Preſident of the U. S. may aſcertain and declare ſuch reaſonable 
time as may be conſiſtent with the public ſaſety, and according to 
the dictates of humanity and national Eoſpitality. 7 6, 1798,

2. After any proclamation ſhall de made as aforeſaid, it ſhall 
be the duty of the ſeveral courts of the U. S. & of each ſtate, having 
criminal jurisdiction, and of the ſeveral judges and juſtices of the 
courts of the U. S. and they ſhall be, & are hereby reſpectively, au- 
thorized upon complaint. againſt any alien or alien enemies, as a- 
foreſaid, who ſhall be reſident and at large within ſuch juriſdiction 
or diſtrict, to the danger of the public peace or ſafety, and con- 
trary to the tenor or intent of ſuch proclamation, or other regu- 
lations which the Preſident of the U. S. ſhall and mzy eftabliſh 
in the premiſes, to cauſe ſuch alien or aliens to be duly apprehend- 
ed and convened before ſuch court, judge or juſtice ; and after a 
full examination and hearing on ſuch complaint, and ſufficient 
cauſe therefor appearing, ſhall ard may order ſuch alien or aliens 
to be remayed gut of the territory of the U. S. or to give ſureties

of their good behaviour, or to be otherwiſe reſtrained, conforma- 
bly to the proclamation or regulations which ſhall and may be e- 
ſtabliſhed as aforeſaid, and may impriſon or otherwiſe ſecure ſuch 
alien or aliens, until the order which ſhall and may be made, as 
afore aid, ſhall be performed. 101d. \ 2 


3. It ſhall be the duty of the marſhal of the diſtrict in which a- 
ny alienenemy ſhall be apprehended, who by the Preſident of the 
U. S. or by order of any court, judge, or juſtice, as aforeſaid 
ſhall be required to depart, and to be removed as afcreſaid, 
to provide therefor, and to exe-ute ſuch order, by himſelf or his 
depury, or other diſcreet perſon or perſons to be employed by him, 
by cauſing a removal of ſuch alien out of the territory of the U. 
S. and for ſuch removal, the marſhal ſhall have the warrant of the 
Preſident of the U. S. or of the court, judge, or juſtice ordering 
the ſame, as the caſe may be. 101d. J 3.

Arms 5 Ammunition. 


1. Ir ſhall not be lawful to export from the U. S. any cannon, 
muſkets, piſtols, bayonets, ſwords, cutlaſſes, muſket-balls, lead, 
bombs, grenados, gunpowder, ſulphur or falt-petre, but the expor- 
tation of the ſaid articles, is prohibited, until the end of the next 
ſeſſion, June 14, 1797, c. 2, 11. The 1, 2, 3, aud 4\ of this act, 


are continued by April 7, 1798, c. 44, \ 1. for 1 year, and to the end 


of the next ſeſſion. 


2. Any of the aforeſaid articles, excepting ſuch of them as may 
continue a part of the equipment of any veſſel, which during the 
continuance of this prohibition ſhall be found on board of any veſ- 
ſel in any river, port, bay, or harbour within the U. S. put on 
board with an intent to be exported from the U. S. ſhall be for- 
feited, and in caſe the value thereof ſhall amount ro 100 dollars, 
the veſlei on board of which the fame ſhall be ſeized, together 
with her tackle, apparel and furniture ſhall alſo be forfeited, But 
nothing in this act ſhall be conſtrued to prohibit the removal or 
tranſportation of any of the articles aforeſaid from one port to a- 
nother within the U. S. in any veſſel having a licence as a coaſtin 
veſſel, the maſter, agent or owner of which ſhall have given a8, 
with 1 or more ſaflicient {ureties, to the collector of the diſtrict from 
which ſuch veſſel is about to depart, in a ſam double the value 
of ſuch veſſel and of ſuch of the ſaid articles as may be laden on 
board of her, that the ſaid articles ſhall be re-landed and deliver- 
ed in ſome port of the U, S. Or to prevent the exportation of 
any of the above articles on public account under the direction of 
the Preſwlent of the U. S. id. \ 2. |

3. If any of the aforeſaid articles ſhall, contrary to the prohi- 
bitions of this act, be exported from rhe U. S. the veſſel in which 


the ſame ſhal} have been exported, together with her tackle, appa- 


rel and furniture, ſhall be forfeited, and the captain or maſter of 
ſuch veſſel knowingly offending in the premiſes, ſhall be Hable to 
indictment, and upon conviction ſhall forfeit and pay a ſum not 
exceeding 1000 dollars, which ſhall be diſtributed in like manner 


as is herein-after provided as to other forfeitures incurred under 
this act. ibid. \ 3. 


4. It ſhall be the duty of the Cuſtom-Houſe Officers, and of all 
perſons employed in the collection of the Revenue, to attend to 
the execution of this Law, and all forfeitures, and penalties in- 
curred under it and not otherwiſe directed to be proſecuted and 
recovered, ſhall be ſued for, proſecuted, adjudged and diſtribured 
in like manner as is provided in the Act, inritled, “ An Act to 
provide more effectually for the collection of the duties impoſed 
by law on goods, wares and merchandize imported into the U. S. 
and on the tonnage of ſhips and veſſels.“ 11d. \ 4. 


5. All braſs cannon, muſkets and firelocks with bavonets ſuited to 
the ſame, piltols, ſwords, cutlaſſes, muſket-balls, lead, and gun- 
powder, which ſhall be imported into the U. S. from any foreign 
country, within the term of 1 year, and all ulphur and ſalt-petre 
which ſhall be ſo imported within the term of 2 years from and af- 
ter the paſling of this Act, ſhall be free of duty. bid. F 5. This 
except ſo much as relates to the importation of ſulpher and ſult. petre, 
iſ continued by April J. 1798, c. 44, for 1 year after the 14th June next, 
and to the end of the next ſeſſion thereafter ; and ſo much as relates 
to the importation of ſulphur and ſalt-petre is continued for i year after 
{fe 14th June 1800, and to the end of the next ſeſſion thereafter,

15 Fon the ſaſe- keeping of the military ſtores, there ſhall be e · 
ftabliſhed under the direction of the Preſident of the U. S. 3 or 4 
arſenals with magazines, as he ſhall judge molt expedient, in ſuch 
places as will beſt accommodate the different parts of the U.S. Ei- 
ther or both of the arſenals heretofore uſed at Springfield and 
Carliſle, to be continued as part of the ſaid number, at his diſcreti- 
on: Provided, Thar none of the ſaid arſenals be erected, until 
purchaſes of rhe land neceflary for their accommodation be made 
with the conſent of the legiſlature of the ſtate, in which the ſame 
is intended to be erected.

2. There ſhall be eſtabliſhed, at each of the aforeſaid arſenals, 


a national armoury, in which ſhall be employed one ſuperinten- 


dant, and one maſter armourer (who ſhall be appointed*by the 
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14 Arsenal & Mavazincs. 


Preſident of the U. S.) and as many workmen, as the Secretary 
for the department of War ſhall, from time to tune, deem neceſ- 
fary, ſo that the whole number, at all the armouries, ſtall not ex- 
ceed 100. And the ſaid ſuperintendants ſhall each receive, as a 
compenſation, 70 dollars per month, and the ſaid maſter armour- 
ers each 50 dollars per month. id. \ 2. 


3. There ſhall be employed an officer, whoſe du ty it ſhall be 
(under the direction of the department of war) to ſuperintend the 
receiving, ſafe-keeping and diſtribution of the military ſtores of 
the U. S. and to call to account all perions to whom the ſame 
may be entruſted ; he ſha!l receive for his compenſation at the rate 
of 125 dollars per month, and ſhall be appointed by the Preſident 
of the U. S. 2%id.\ 3. 


4. A ſum not exceeding 59,o0co dollars ſhall be appropriated 
for the erecting and repairing of the arſenals and magazines a- 
foreſaid, and a {um not exceeding 22,865 dollars, for detraying 
the expenſe of the national armouries, for x year; and the fur- 
ther ſum of 340,000 dollars, to be applied under the direction of 
the Preſident of the U. S. in the purchaſe of arms, ammunition, 
and military ſtores. ibid. \ 4. 


5. An annual account of the expenſes of the national armouries 
ſhall be laid before the legiſlature of the U. S. together with an 
account of the arms made and repaired therein. 3%, ) 5. 
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Arts promoted. 


; ' HEN any perſon or perſons being a citizen or citizens of 
the U. S. ſhall alledge that he or they have invented any new and 
uſeful art, machine, manufactory or compoſition of matter, or any 
new and uſeful improvement on any art, machine, manufacture or 
compolition of matter, not known or uſed before the application, 
and ſhall pre ſent a petition to the Secretary of State, ſignify ing a 
deſire of obtaining an excluſive property in the ſame, and pray ing 
that a patent may be granted therefor, it ſhall and may be law ful 
for the ſaid Secretary of State, to cauſe letters patent to be made 
out in the name of the U. S. bearing teſt by che Preſident of the 
U. S. reciting the allegations and ſugveſtions of the ſaid petition, 
and giving a ſhort deſcription of the ſaid invention or difcovery, 
and thereupon granting to ſuch petitioner, or petitioners, his, her 
or their heirs, adminiilrators or atlipns, for a term not exceeding 
T4 years, the full and excluſive right and liberty of making, con- 
ſtructing. uſing and vending to others to be uſed, the ſaid invention 
or diſcovery, which letters patent ſhall be delivered to the Attor— 
ney General of the U.S. to be examined: who, within 15 davs 
after ſuch delivery, i he finds the fame gontormable to this act, 
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mall certify according]y at the ſoot thereof, and return the ſame 
to the Secretary of State, who ſhall preſent the letters patent thug 
certified, to be ſigned, and ſhall eauſe the ſeal of the U. S. to be 
thereto affixed : and the fame ſhall be good and available to the 
grantee, or grantees, by force of this act, and ſhall be recorded in 
a book, to be kept for that purpoſe, in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and delivered to the patentee or his order. Feb. 21, 1793,

2. Any perſon, who ſhall have, diſcovered an improvement in 
the principle of any machine, or in the proceſs of any compoſition 
of matter, which ſhall have been patented, and ſhall have obtained 
a patent for ſuch improvement, he ſhall not be at liberty ro make, 
uſe or vend the original diſcovery, nor ſhall the firſt inventor be at 
liberty to uſe the improvement: And it is hereby enacted & declar- 
ed, that ſimply changing the form or the proportions of any ma- 
chine or compoſition of matter, in any degree, ſhall not be deemed 
a diſcovery. ibid. \ 2. 

3. Every inventor, before he can receive a patent, ſhall ſwear 
or afiirm, that he does verily believe, that he is the true inventor 
or diſcoverer of the art, machine or improvement, for which he ſo- 
licits a patent, which oath or aflirmation may be made before any 
perſon authorized to adminiſter oaths, and ſhall deliver a written 
deſcription of his invention, and of the manner of uſing, or pro- 
ceſs of compounding the ſame, in ſuch full, clear and exact terms, 
as to Giltinguiſh the ſame from all other things before known, and 
to enable any perſon ſkilled inthe art or ſcience, of which it is a 
branch, or with which it is moſt nearly connected, to make, com- 
pound, and uſe the ſame, And in the caſe of any machine, he ſhall 
fully explain rhe principle and the feveral modes, in which he has 
contemplated the application of that principle or charaQer, by 
which it may be diſtinguiſhed from other inventions; and he ſhall 
accompany the whole with drawings and written references, where 
the nature of the caſe admits of drawings, or with ſpecimens of 
the ingredients, and of the compoſition of matter, ſufficient in quan- 
tity for the purpoſe of experiment, where the invention is of a 
compoſition of matter; which deſcription, ſigned by himſelf, and 
attetted by 2 witneſſes, ſhall be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and certified copies thereof ſhall be competent evidence, 
in all courts, where any matter or thing, touching ſuch patent- 
right, ſhall come in queſtion. And ſuch inventor ſhall, moreover, 


deliver a model of his machine, provided the Secretary ſhall deem 
ſuch model to be neceſſary. ibid. J 3. 


4. It ſhall be lawful for any inventor, his executor or admini- 
ſtrator, to aſſign the title and intereſt in the ſaid invention, at any 
time, and the aſſignee having recorded the faid aſſignment, in the 
office of the Secretary of State, ſhall thereafter ſtand in the place 


of the original inventor, both as to right and reſponſibility, and ſs 
the aſſignees of aſſigns, to any degree, ibid. \ 4. 
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5. If any perſon ſhall make, deviſe and uſe, or ſell the thing ſo 
invented, the excluſive right of which ſhall, as aforeſaid, have been 
ſecured to any perſon by patent, without the conſent of the 
patentee, his executors, adminiſtrators or afligns, firſt obtain- 
ed in writing, every perſon ſo offending, ſhall forfeit and pay to 
the patentee, a ſum, that ſhall be at leaſt equal to 3 times the price, 
for which the patentee has uſually ſold or licenced to other per- 
ſons, the uſe of the ſaid invention ; which may be recovered in an 
action on the caſe founded on this act, in the circuit court of the 
U. S. or any other court having competent juriſdiction. #619. J 5. 


6. The defendant in ſuch action ſhall be permitted to plead the 
general iſſue, and give this act and any ſpecial matter, of which no- 
tice in writing may have been given to the plaintiff or his attor- 
ney, zo days before trial, in evidence, tending to prove, that the 
ſpecification, filed by the plaintiff, does not contain the whole 
truth relative to his diſcovery, or that it contains more than is 
neceſſary to produce the deſcribed effect, which concealment or 
addition ſhall fully appear to have been made, for the purpoſe of 
_ deceiving the public, or that the thing, thus ſecured by patent, 
was not originally difcovered by the patentee, but had been in 
ule, or had been deſcribed in ſome public work, anterior to the 
ſuppoſed diſcovery of the patentee, or that he had ſurreptitiouſly 
obtained a patent for the diſcovery of anorher perſon : in either 
of which caſes, judgment ſhall be rendered for the defendant, with 
colts, and the patent ſhall be declared void. 29. \ 6. 


7. Where any ſtate before its adoption of the preſent form of 
government, ſhall have granted an excluſive right to any invention 
the party claiming that rigart, ſhall not be capable of obtaining an 
excluſive right under this act, but on relinquiſhing his right 
under ſuch particular ſtare, and of ſuch relinquiſhmenr, his obtain- 
ing an excluſive right under this act ſhall be ſufficient evidence.

15. The maſter or commander of every ſhip or veſſel licenced 
for carrying on the coaſting trade, having on board either diſtilled 
ſpirits in caſks, exceeding 5eo gallons, wine in caſks exceeding 
250 gallons, or in bottles exceeding 100 dozens, ſugar in caſks or 
boxes exceeding 3000 pounds, tea in cheſts or boxes exceeding, 
500 pounds, coffee in caſks or bags exceeding 1co0 pounds, or 
foreign merchandize 24 as imported, exceeding in va- 
lue 400 dollars, or goods, wares or merchandize, conſiſting of 
ſuch enumerated or other articles of foreign growth or manufacture, 
or of both, whoſe aggregate value exceeds 209 dollars, and ar- 
riving from a diſtrict in one ſtate, at a diſtrict in the ſame or an 
adjoining ſtate on the ſea coaſt, or on a navigable river, ſhall, 
previous to the unlading of any part of the cargo of ſuch ſhip 
or veſſel, deliver to the collector, if there be one, or if not, to 
the ſarveyor reſiding at the port of her arrival, or if there be no

ſhall, previous to her departure, deliver to the collector reſiding

ſurveyor ſhall grant a permit for unlading the whole, or part of 
ſuch cargo (if there be any) within his diſtrict, as the maſter may 
requeſt; and where a part only of the goods, wares and merchan- 
dize, of foreign growth or manufacture, or of diſtilled ſpirits,

18. Nothing in this act contained ſhail be ſo conſtrued, as to o- 
blige the maſter or commander of any ſhip or veſſel, licenced for 
carrying on the coaſting trade, bound from a diſtrict in one ſtate to 
a diſtrict in the ſame, or an adjoining ſtate on the ſea-coaſt, or on 
a navigable river, having on board goods, wares or merchandize, 

of the growth, product or manufactures of the U. S. only (except 
diſtilled ſpirits) or diſtilled ſpirits, not more than 500 gallons, 
wine in caſks not more than 250 gallons, or in bottles not more 
than top dozens, ſugar in caſks or boxes not more than 3000 pounds, 


tea in cheſts or boxes not more than 500 pounds, coffee in caſks or 
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bags not more than 1000 pounds, or foreign merchandize in pack- 
ages as imported, of not more value than 400 dollars, or goods, 
wares or merchandize, conſiſting of ſuch enumerated or other ar- 
ticles of foreign growth or manufacture, or of both, whoſe aggre- 
gate value thall be not more than 800 dollars, to deliver a manifeſt

19. It ſhall and may be lawful for the collector of the diſtrict of 
Pennſylvania, to grant permits for the tranſportation of goods 
wares or merchandize of foreign growth or manufacture, acroſs 
the ſtate of New- Jerſey, to the diſtrict of New-York, or acroſs 
the ſtate of Delaware, to any diſtrict in the ſtate of Maryland or 
Virginia; and for the collector of the diſtrict of New-York to

and attendance on Congreſs, except for treaſon, fclony or breach of

ART. VI. No ſtate, without the conſent of the U. S. in Con- 
greſs aſſembled, ſhall ſend any embaſly to, or receive any embaſly 
from, or enter into any conference, agreement, alliance, or trea- 
ty, with any king, prince or ſtate; nor ſhall any perſon holding 
any office of profit or truſt under the U. S. or any of them, accept 
of any preſent emolument, office or title of any kind whatever 
from any king, prince or foreign ſtate; nor ſhall the U. S. in 
Congrels aſſembled, or any of them, grant any title of nobility. 

No two or more ſtates ſhall enter into any treaty, confederation 
or alliance whatever between them, without the conſent of the U. 
S. in Congreſs aſſembled, ſpeciſying accurately the purpoſes for 
which the ſame is to be entered into, and how long it ſhall conti- 
nue. 

No ſtate ſhall lay any impoſts or duties, which may interfere 
with any ſtipulations in treaties entered into by the U. S. in Con- 
greſs aſſembled, with any king, prince or ſtate in purſuance of any 
treaties already propoſed by Congreſs, to the courts of France and 
Spain. 

No veſſels of war ſhall be kept up in time of peace by any ſlate, 
except ſuch number only as ſhall be deemed neceſtary by the U. 
S. in Congreſs aſſembled, for the defence of ſuch ſtate, or its 
trade; nor ſhall any body of forces be kept up by any ſtate, in time 
of peace, except ſuch number only, as in the judgment of the U. S. 
in Congreſs afſembled, ſhall be deemed requiſite to garriſon the 
forts neceſiary for the defence of ſuch ſtate ; but every ſtate ſhall 
always keep up a well-regulated and diſciplined militia, ſufficient- 
ly armed and accoutred, and ſhall provide and conſtantly have 
ready for uſe, in public ſtores, a due number of field pieces and 
tents, and a proper quantity of arms, ammunition, ayd camp equi- 

age. 

No ſtate ſhall engage in any war withont the conſent of the U. 
S. in Congreſs aſſembled, unleſs ſach ſtate be actually invaded by 
enemies, or ſhall have received certain advice of a reſolution being 
formed by ſome nation of Indians to invade ſuchſtate, and the dan- 

er is ſo imminent as not to admit of a delay till the U. S. in Con- 
greſs ailembled can be conſulted; nor ſhall any jtate grant com- 
miſlions to any ſhips or velicls of war, nor letters of marque ar 
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repriſal, except it be after a declaration of war by the U. S. in 
Congreſs aſſembled, and then only againſt the kingdom or ſtate, 
and rhe ſubjects thereof, againſt which, war has been ſo declared, 
and under ſuch regulations, as ſhall be eſtabliſhed by the U. S. in 
Congreſs aſſembled, unleſs ſuch ſtate be infeſted by pirates, in which 
caſe, veſlels of war may be fitted out for that occafion, and kept 
ſo long as the danger ſhall continue, or, until the U.S. in Congreſs

Act. VII. When land forces are raiſed by any ſtate, for the 


common defence, all officers of, or under the rank of colonel, ſhall 
be appointed by the legiſlature of each ſtate, reſpectively, by 
whom ſuch forces ſhall De raiſed, or in ſuch manner as ſuch ftate 
ſtall direct: And all vacancies ſhall be filled up by the ſtate which 
firſt made the appointment, 

ART. VIII. All charges of war, and all other expenſes, that 
ſaall be incurred for the common defence or general welfare, and 
allowed by the U. S. in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall be defrayed out 
of a common treaſury, which ſhall be ſupplied by the ſeveral ſtares, 
in proportion to the value of all land, within each tate, granted

ART. IX. The U. Se in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall have the ſole, 
and excluſive right and power of determining on peace and war, 
except in the cafes mentioned in rhe ſixth article; of ſending and 
receiving ambaſſadors; entering into treaties and alliances, pro- 
vided that no treaty of commerce ſhall be made, whereby the le- 
giſlative power of the reſpective ſtates ſhall be reſtrained from im- 
poſing fach impoſts & duties on foreigners as their own people are 
ſubjected to, or from prohibiting the exportation or importation 
of any ſpecies of goods or commodiries, whatſoever ; of eltabliſh- 
ing rules for deciding in all caſes, what captures on land or water 
ſhall be legal, and in what manner prizes taken by land or naval 
forces in tne ſervice of the U. S. ſhall be divided or appropriat- 
ed; of granting letters of marque and repriſal in times of peace; 
appointing courts for the trial of piracies and felonies committed 
on the high ſeas, and eſtabliſhing courts for receiving and deter- 
mining finally appeals in all cafes of captures, provided that no 
member of Congreſs ſhall be appointed a judge of any of the ſaid 
courts. 

The U. S. in Congrels aſſembled, ſhall allo be the laſt reſort on 
appeal in all diſputes and differences now ſubſiſting or that 
hereafrer may ariſe between two or more ſtates concerning boun- 
dary, juriſdiction, or any other cauſe whatever; which authority 
ſhall always be exerciſed in the manner following. Whenever the 
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exccative anthority or lawful agent of any ſtate in controverſy, with 
another, ſhall preſent a petiti on to Conprels, ſrating the matter 
in queſtion, and praying for a hearing, notice thereof {hall be given 
by order of Congreis to the egillative or executive authority of 
the other ſtate in 1 controverſy, and a day aſſigned for the appear- 
ance of the parties by their lawful agents, who ſhall then be di- 
rected to appoint, by Jour conſent, commilſioners or judges to 
conſtitute a court lor hearing and determining the matier in 1 queſ- 
on; but if they cannot a agree, 0 ongreſs ſhall name 3 perſons cut of 
each of the U. S. and from the liſt of ſuch per ſons, each party 
mall alternately ſtrike out one, the petitioners beginning until 
the number ſhall be reduced to 13; and from that number not leſs 
than 7, nor more than ꝙ names, es Congreſs ſail direct, ſhall in 
the preſence of Congreſs be drawn cut by lot: and the perſons 
whole names ſhall be ſo drawn, or any five of them, ſhall be com- 
miſfioners or judges, to hear ane finally determine the controverſy, 
ſo always as a major part of the judges, who ſhall hear the cauſe,

Jegitlature of ſuch, tate ſhall judge that ſuch extra number can- 
not be ſofely ſpared out of the fame ; in which caſe they ſhall 
raiſe, oflicer, cloath, arm and equip as many of ſuch extra number 
as they judge can be ſafely ſpared.” And the officers and men ſo 
cloathed, armed and equipped ſhall march to the place appointed 
and within the time agreed on by the U. S. in Congreſs akem- 
bled. 

The U. S. in Congreſs afſembled, ſhall never engage in a war 
Nor grant letters of marque and repriſal in time of peace, nor ens. 
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ter into any treaties or alliances, nor coin money, nor regulate 
the value thereof, nor aſcertain the ſums and expences neceſſary for 
the defence and welfare of the U. S. or any of them; nor emit 
bills, nor borrow money on the credit of the U. S. nor appropri- 
ate money, nor agree upon the number of veſſels of war to be built 
or purchaſed, or the number of land or ſea forces to be raiſed, nor 
appoint a commander in chief of the army or navy, unleſs nine 
ſtates aſſent to the ſame; nor ſhall a queſtion on any other point, 
except for adjourning from day to day, be determined, unleſs by 
the votes of a majority of the U. S. in Congreſs aſſembled. 

The Congreſs of rhe U. S. ſhall have power to adjourn to any 
time within the year, and to any place within the U. S. fo that 
no period of adjournment be for a longer duration than the ſpace 
of ſix months, and ſhall publiſh the journal of their proceedings 
monthly, except ſuch parts thereof relating to treaties, alliances or 
military operations, as in their judgment require ſecrecy ; and the 

eas and nays of the delegates of each ſtate on any queſtion, ſhall 
5 entered on the journal, when it is deſired by any delegate; and 
the delegates of a ſtate or any of them, at his or their requeſt, 
Mall be Furniſhed with a tranſcript of the ſaid journal, except 
ſuch parts as are above excepted, to lay before the legiſlature of 
the ſeveral ſtates, 

ART. X. The committee of the ſtates, or any nine of them, ſhall 
be authorized to execute, in the receſs of Congreſs, ſuch of the 
powers of Congreſs as the U. S. in Congreſs aſſenibled, by the conſent 
of nine ſtates, ſhall from time to time think expedient to veſt them 
with; provided that no power be delegated to the ſaid committee, 
for the exerciſe of which, by the articles of confederation, the voice 
of nine ſtates, in the Congreſs of the U. S. aſſembled, is requiſite. 

Akr. XI. Canada acceding to this confederation, and joining in 
the meaſures of the U. S. fhall be admitted into and entitled to 
all the advantages of this Union: But no other colony ſhall be 


— 


adwitted into the ſame, unleſs ſuch admiſſion be agreed to by nine 
ſtates. 
ARr. XII. All bills of credit emitted, monies borrawed, and 
debts contracted by or under the authority of Congreſs, before the 
aſſembling of the U. S. in purſuance of the preſent confederation, 
Mall be deemed and conſidered as a charge againſt the U. S. for 
payment and ſatisfaction whereof, the ſaid U. S. and the public 
faith are hereby folemnly pledged. | 

ARr. XIII. Every ſtate hall abide by the determinations of the 
U. S. in Congreſs aſſembled, on all queſtions which by this confe- 
deration are ſubmitted to them. And the articles of this confe- 
deration ſhall be inviolably obſerved by every ſtate, and the union, 
ſhall be perpetual ; nor ſhall any alteration, at any time hereaf- 
ter, be made in any of them; unleſs ſach alteration be agreed to 
in a Congreſs of the U. S. and be afterwards confirmed by the 
Legiſlatures of every ſtate. 

Done at Philadelphia, the gth day of July, in the year of our Lord, 
« 778, and finally ratified the 1jt day of March 1781, 
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WiIENEVER the Congreſs ſhall be about to convene, 
and, from the prevalence of contagious ſickneſs, or the exiſtence of 
other circumltances, it would in the opinion of the {Preſident of 
the U. S. be hazardous to the lives or health of the members to 
meet at the place to which the Congreſs ſhall then ſtand adjourned, 
or at which it ſhall be next by law to meet, the Preſident is autho- 
rized, by proclamation, to convene the Congreſs at ſuch other 


place as he may judge proper. April. 3. 1794, c. 17. 
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Conſtitution. 


WE, the people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect 
Union, eſtabliſh Fuſtice, inſure Domeſtic Tranquillity, provide for 
the Common Defence, promote the General Welfare, and ſecure the 
Bleſſings of Liberty to Ourſelves and our Foſterity, Po ordain and 
eſtabliſh this Conſtitution for the United States of AMERICA, 


ARTICLE. I. 


SEC. I. Au legiſlative powers herein granted ſhall be veſted 
in a CONGRESS of the U. S. which ſhall conſiſt of a Senate and 
Houſe of Repreſentatives. | 

Sec. II. The Houle of Repreſentatives ſhall be compoſed of mem- 
bers choſen every ſecond year, by the people of the ſeveral ſtates ; 
and the electors in each {tate ſhall have the qualifications requi- 
ſite for electors of the molt numerous branch of the ſtate legiſla- 
ture. 

No perſon ſhall be a Repreſentative who ſhall not have attain- 
ed to the age of 25 years, and been 7 years a citizen of the U. S. 
and who ſhall nor, when elected, be an inhabitant of that ſtate in 
which he ſhall be choſen, 

Repreſentatives and direct taxes ſhall be apportioned among 
the ſeveral ſtates which may be included within this union, accord- 
ing to their reſpective numbers, which ſhall be determined by ad- 
ding to the whole number of free perſons, including thoſe bound to 
ſervice for a term of years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three- 
tifths of all other perſons. The actual enumeration ſhall be made 
within 3 years 1 the firſt meeting of the Congreſs of the U. S. 
and within every ſubſequent term of 10 years, in ſuch manner as 
they ſhall by law direct. The number of Repreſentatives ſhall 
not exceed 1 for every 20,000, but each ſtate ſhall have at leaſt t 
Repreſentative; and until ſuch enumeration ſhall be made, the 
Gate of N:w- Hampſhire mall be entitled to chuſe 3, Maſſachuſetts 
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* 8, Rhode-1/laud and Providence Plantations 1, Connecticut 5, News 


York 6, New-Ferſey 4, Pennſylvania 8, Delaware 1, Maryland 6, 
Virginia 10, North. Carolina 5, South-Carolina 5, and Georgia 3. 

When vacancies happen in the repreſentation from any ſtate, 
the executive authority thereof ſhall iſſue writs of election to fill 
ſuch vacancies. | 

The Houſe of Repreſentatives ſhall chuſe their Speaker and o- 
ther officers, and ſhall have the ſole power of impeachment. 

SEc. III. The Senate of the U. S. ſhall be compoſed of two Se- 
nators from each (tate, choſen by the legiſlature thereof, for ſix 
years; and each Senator ſhall have one vote, | 

Immediately after they ſhall be aflembled in conſequence of the 
firſt election, they ſhall be divided, as equally as may be, into three 
clafles. The ſeats of the Senators of the firſt claſs ſhall be vacated 
at the expiration of the ſecond year, of the ſecond claſs at the 
_ expiration of the fourth year, and of the third claſs at the expira- 
tion of the ſixth year, ſo that one-third may be choſen every ſecond 
year : and if vacancies happen by reſignation or otherwiſe, during 
the receſs of the legiſlature of any ſtare, the executive thereof may 
make temporary appointments until the next meeting of the le- 
giffature, which ſhall then fill ſuch vacancies, : 

No perſon ſhall be a Senator who ſhall not have attained to the 
age of 30 years, and been 9g years a citizen of the U. S. and who 
ſhall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that ſtate for which 
he ſhall be choſen. | : 

The Vice-Preſident of the U. S. ſhall be Preſident of the Se- 
nate, but ſtall have no vote, unleſs they be equally divided. 

The Senate ſhall chooſe their other officers, and alſo a Preſident 


pro tempore, in the abſence of the Vice-Preſident, or when he 


thall exerciſe the office of Preſident of the U. S. 

The Senate ſhall have the ſole power to try all impeachments, 
When fiiting for that purpoſe, they ſhall be on oath or affirmation. 
When the Preſident of the U. S. is tried, the chief Juſtice ſhall 
preſide : And no perſon ſhall be convicted without the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the memhers preſent. 

Judgment in caſes of impeachment ſhall not extend further than 
to removal from office, and diſqualification to hold and enjoy any 
office of honor, truſt or profit under the U. S. but the party con- 
victed ſhall nevertheleſs be liable and ſubject to indictment, trial, 
judgment and puniſhment, according to law. 8 ; 

SEC. IV. The times, places, and manner of holding elections 
for Senators and Repreſentatives ſhall be preſcribed in each ſtate 
by the legiſlature thereof; but the Congreſs may at any time, by 
law, make or alter ſuch regulations, except as to the places of 
chuſing Senators. | 

The Congreſs ſhall aſſemble at leaſt once in every year, and ſuch 
meeting ſhall be on the firſt Monday in Dec. unleſs they ſhall by 
law appoing a diferent day. 


Sec. V. Each Houſe ſhall be the judge of the elections, re- 
turns, and qualifications of its own members ; and a majority of 
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Each ſhall conſtitute a quorum to do buſineſs ; but a ſmaller number 
may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to compel 
the attendance of abſent members, in ſuch manner and under ſuch 
penalties as each Houſe may provide, | 

Each Houſe may determine the rules of its proceedings, puniſh 
its members for diſorderly behaviour, and with the concurrence of 
two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each Houſe ſhall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from 
time to time publiſh the ſame, excepting ſuch parts as may in their 
judgment require ſecrecy ; and the yeas and nays of the members 
of either Houſe on any queſtion, ſhall, at the deſire of one-fifth of 
thoſe preſent, be entered on the journal. | 

Neither Houſe, during the ſeſſion of Congreſs ſhall, without 
the conſent of the other, adjourn for more than 3 days, nor to any 
other place than that in which the two Houſes ſhall be fitting. 

Sec. VI. The Senators and Repreſentatives ſhall receive a com- 
penſation for their ſervices, to be aſcertained by law, and paid out 
of the Treaſury of the U. S. They ſhall in all caſes, except trea- 
ſon, felony and breach of the peace, be privileged from arreſt 
during their attendance at the ſefſion of their reſpective Houſes, 
and in going to and returning from the ſame z and for any ſpeech 


or debate in either Houſe, they ſhall not be queſtioned in any other 
place, 


No Senator or Repreſentative ſhall, during the time for which he 


was elected, be appointed to any civil office under the authority of 
tie U. S. which ſhall have been created, or the emoluments where- 
of ſhall have been increaſed during ſuch time; and no perſon 
holding any office under the U, S. ſhall be a member of either 
Houſe during his continuance in office, 

Sec, VII. All bills for raiſing revenue ſhall originate in the 
Houſe of Repreſentatives ; but the Senate may propoſe or concur 
with amendments as on other bills. 

Every bill which ſhall have paſſed the Houſe of Repreſentatives 
and the Senate, ſhall, before it become a law, be preſented to the 
Preſident of the U. S. if he approve, he ſhall ſign it; but if not, he 
ſhall return it, with his objections, to that Houſe in which it ſhall 
have originated, who ſhall enter the objections at large on their 
journal, and proceed to re- conſider it. If after ſuch re- conſidera- 
tion, two thirds of that Houſe ſhall agree to paſs the bill, it ſhall 
be ſent, together with the objections, to the other Houſe, by which 
it ſhall likewiſe be re-conſidered, and if approved by two thirds of 
that Houſe, it ſhall become a law. But in all ſuch caſes, the votes 
of both Honſes ſhall be determined by yeas and nays, and the 
names of the perſons voting for and againſt the bill ſhall be entered 
on the journal of each Houle reſpectively. If any bill ſhall not be 
returned by the Preſident within ten days (Sundays excepted) af- 
ter it ſhall have been preſented to him, the ſame ſhall be a law, 
in like manner as if he had ſigned it, unleſs the Congreſs by their 
adjournment prevent its return, in which caſe it ſhall not be a law. 
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Every order, reſolution or vote to which the concurrence of the 
Senate and Houſe of Repreſentatives may be neceſſary (except on 
a queſtion of adjournment) ſhall be preſented to the Preſident of 
the U, S. and before the ſame ſhall take effect, ſhall be approved 
by him, or being diſapproved by him, ſhall be repaſſed by two- 
thirds of the Senate and Houſe of Repreſentatives, according to 
the rules and limitations preſcribed in the caſe of a bill. 

Sec. VIII. The Congreſs ſhall have power. 

To lay and celle& taxes, duties, kmpoits & exciſes, to pay the 
debts & provide for the common defence and general welfare of 
the U. S. but all duties impoſts and exciſes ſhall be uniform 
throughout the U. S. 

To borrow money on the credit of the U. S. 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the ſe- 
veral ſtates, and with the Indian tribes ; 

Toeſtabliſh an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws 
on the ſubject of bankruptcies, throughout the U. S. : 

To coin money, regulate the value the, cof, and of foreign coin, 
and fix the ſtandard of weights and meaſures ; 

To provide for the puniſhment of countericiting the ſecurities 
and current coin of the U. S. 

To eſtabliſh poſt· offices and poſt- roads; 

To promote the progreſs of ſcience and uſeful arts, by ſecuring, 
for limited times, to authors and inventors, the excluſive right to 
their reſpective writings and diſcoveries ; 

To conſtitute tribunals inferior to the ſupreme court; to define 
and puniſh piracies and felonies committed on the high ſcas, and 
offences againit the law of nations : | 

To declare war, grant letters of marque andrepriſal, and make 
rules concerning captures on land and water; 

To raiſe and ſupport armies ; but no appropriation of money to 
that uſe, ſhall be for a longer term than two years; 

To provide and maintain a navy; 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the land 
and naval forces; | 

To provide for calling forth the militia, to execute the laws of the 
Union, ſuppreſs inſurrections and repel invaſions ; 

To provide for organizing, arming &diſciplining the militia, & 
for governing ſuch part of them as may be employed in the ſer- 
vice of the U. S. reſerving to the ſtates reſpectively, the appoint- 
ment of the officers, and the authority ot training the militia ac- 
cording to the diſcipline preſcribed by Congrels ; 

To exerciſe exclulive legiſlation in all caſes whatſoever, over 
ſach diſtrict (not exceeding ten miles ſquare) as may, by ceſſion of 
particular ſtates, and the acceptance of Congreſs, become the ſeat 
of the government of the U. S. and to exerciſe like authority 0- 
ver all places purchaſed by the conſent of the Legiſlature of the 
{tate in which the ſame ſhall be, for the erection of forts, maga-— 
Zines, arſenals, dock-yards, and other needfu] buildings; —And - 

To make all laws which ſhall be neceſſary and proper for car- 
rying into execution the foregoing powers, and all other powers 
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reſted by this conſtitution in the government of the U. S. or in a- 
ny department or officer thereof. 

SEC. IX. Ihe migration or importation of ſuch perſons as any 
of the ſtates now exiting ſhall think proper to admit, ſhall not be 
prohibited by the Congrels prior to the year 1809, but a tax or 
duty may be impoſed on ſuch importation, not exceeding ten dol- 
lars for each perſon, ; 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus ſhall not be ſuſpend- 
ed, unleſs when in caſes of rebellion or invaſion the public ſafety 
may require it. ; 

No bill of attainder, or ex polt facto law ſhell be paſſed, 


No capitation, or other direct tax, ſhall be laid, unleſs in pro- 


portion to the cenſus or enumeration herein before directed to be 
taken. | | 

No tax or duty ſhall be laid on articles exported from any 
ſtate, No preference ſhall be given by any regulation of commerce 
or revenue to the ports of one ſtate over thofe of another ; nor 
ſhall -veſſels bound to or ſrom one (tate, be obliged to enter, clear 
or pay duties in another. | 

No money ſhall be drawn from the treaſury, but in conſequence 
of appropriations made by law : and a regular ſtatement and ac- 
count of the receipts and expenditures of all public money, ſhall 
be publiſhed from time to time. 

No title of nobility ſhall be granted by the U. S. And no per- 
ſon holding any office of profit or truſt under them, ſhall, without 
the conſent of the Congreſs, except of any preſent, emolument, 
oflice or title of any kind whatſoever, from any king, prince or 
foreign ſtate. 

SEC, X. No ſtate ſhall enter into any treaty, alliance or confedera 
tion; grant letters of marque & repriſal; coin money; emit bills of 
credit; make any thing but gold and filver coin a tender, in pay- 
ment of debts ; pals any bill ot attainder, ex poſt facto law, or 
law impairing the obligation of contracts, or grant any title of no- 
bility. | 

No ſtate ſhall, without the conſent of the Congreſs, lay any impoſts 
or daties on imports or exports, except what may be abfolutely 
neceſſary for executing, its inſpection laws: and the net produce 
of all duties and impoſts, laid by any ſtate on imports or exports, 
ſhall be for the uſe of the treaſury of the U. S. and all ſuch laws 
ſhall be ſubje& to the reviſion and controul of the Congreſs. No 
ſtate ſhall, without the conſent of Congreſs, lay any duty of ton- 
nage, keep troops or ſhips of war in time of peace, enter into any 
agreement or compact with another ſtate, or with a foreign power, 
or engage in war, unleſs actually invaded, or in ſuch imminent 
danger as will not admit of delay. 

ARTICHE., 

Sec. I. The executive power ſhall be veſted in a Preſident of 
the U. S. of America, He ſhall hold his office during the term of 
four years, and, together with the Vice-Preſident, choſen for the 
ſame term, be elected as follows: 
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Each ſtate ſhall appoint in ſuch manner as the Legiſlature there» 
of may direct, a number of eleQors, equal to the whole number of 
Senators and Repreſentatives to which the ſtate may be mou 
in the Congreſs ; but no Senator or Repreſentative, or perſon 
holding an office of truſt or profit under the U. S. ſhall be appoint- 
ed an elector. | 

The electors ſhall meet in their reſpective ſtates, and vote by 
ballot for two perſons, of whom one at leaſt ſhall not be an inha- 
bitant of the ſame ſtate with themſelves. And they ſhall make a 
liſt of all the perſons voted for, & of the number of votes for each; 
which liſt they ſhall ſign and certify, and tranſmit ſealed to the 
ſear of the government of the U. S. directed to the Preſident of 
the Senate. The Preſident of the Senate ſhall, in the preſence of 
the Senate and Houſe of Repreſentatives, open all the certificates, 
and the votes ſhall then be counted. The perſon having the great - 
eſt number of votes ſhall be the Preſident, if ſuch number be a ma- 
Jority of the whole number of electors appointed; and if there 
be more than one who have ſuch majority, and have an equal num- 
ber of votes, then the Houſe of Repreſentatives ſhall: immediate- 
ly chuſe, by ballot, one of them for Preſident; and if no perſon 
have a majority, then from the five higheſt on the liſt, the ſaid 
Houſe ſhall, in like manner, chuſe the Preſident. But in chuſing ths 
Preſident, the votes ſhall be taken by ſtates, the repreſentation 
from each ſtate having one vote: a quorum for this purpoſe ſhall 
conſiſt of a member or members from two-thirds of the ſtates, and 
a majority of all the ſtates ſhall be neceſſary to a choice. In every 
caſe, after the choice of the Preſident, the perſon having the great- 
eſt number of votes of the electors, ſhall be the Vice-Preſident, 
But if there ſhould remain two or more who have equal votes, 
the Senate ſhall chuſe from them, by ballot, the Vice-Preſident. 

The Congreſs may determine the time of chuſing the electors, & 
the day on which they ſhall give their votes ; which day ſhall be the 
ſame throughout the U. S. 

No perſon, except a natural born citizen, or a citizen of the U, 
S. at the time of the adoption of this Conſtitution, ſhall be eligible 
to the office of Preſident ; neither ſhall any perſon be eligible to 
that office, who ſhall not have attained to the age of 35 veas, and 
been 1 4 years a reſident within the U. S. 

In caſe of the removal of the Preſident from office, or of his death, 
reſignation, or inability to diſcharge the powers and duties of the 
ſaid office, the ſame ſhall devolve on the Vice-Preſident, and the 
Congreſs may by law provide for the caſe of removal, death, re- 
ſignation or inability, both of the Preſident and Viee-Preſident, 
declaring what officer ſhall then a& as Preſident, and ſuch officer 
ſhall act accordingly, until the diſability be removed, or a Preſi- 
dent ſhall be elected. | 

The Preſident ſhall, at ſtated times, receive for hjs ſervices, a 
compenſation, which ſhall neither be increaſed nor diminiſhed dur- 
ing the period for which he ſhall have been elected, and he ſhall 
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not receive within that period any other emolument from the U. 
S. or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office he ſhall take the 
following oath or affirmation: «65 

«« ] do folemnly ſwear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute 
the office of Preſident of the United States, and will, to the beſt 
of my ability, preſerve, protect and defend the conſtitution of the 
United States.“ 55 

SEC. II. The Preſident ſhall be commander in chief of the ar- 

my and navy of the U. S. and of the militia of the ſeveral ſtates, 
when called into the actual ſervice of the U. S. he may require the 
opinion in writing, of the principal officer in each of the executive 
departments, upon any ſubject relating to the duties of their re- 
ſpective offices; and he ſhall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons for offences againſt the U. S. except in caſes of impeach- 
ment, 
He ſhall have power, by and with the advice and conſent of the 
Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators pre- 
ſent concur ; and he ſhall nominate, and by and with the advice 
and conſent of the Senate, ſhall appoint ambaſladors, other public 
miniſters and conſuls, judges of the ſupreme court, and all other 
officers of the U. S. whole appointments are not herein otherwiſe 
provided for, and which ſhall be eſtabliſhed by law: But the Con- 
greſs may, by law, veſt the appointment of ſuch inferior officers as 
they think proper, in the Pretident alone, in the courts of law, or 
in the heads of departments, 

The Preſident ſhall have power to fill up all vacancies that may 
happen during the receſs of the Senate, by granting commiſſions 
which ſhall expire at the end of their next ſeſſion. 

Se. III. He ſhall, from time to time, give to the Congreſs in- 
formation of the ſtate of the Union, and recommend to their con- 
{ideration, ſuch meaſures as he ſhall judge neceflary and expedient ; 
he may, on extraordinary occalions, convene both Houſes, or ei- 
ther of them, and in caſe of diſagreement between them, with reſ- 
pect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to ſuch 
Lime as ke ſhall think proper; he ſhall receive ambaſſadors and o- 
ther public miniſters ; he ſhall take care that the laws be faithful- 
ly executed, and ſhall commillion all the officers of the U. S. 

SEC, IV. The Preſident, Vice-Preſident and all civil officers of 
the U. S. ſhall be removed from office on impeachment for, and 
conviction of treaſon, bribery, or other high crimes and miſdemea- 
nors, 

ARTICLE II. 
SEc. I. The judicial power of the U. S. ſhall be veſted in one 


ſupreme court, and in ſuch inferior courts as the Congreſs may, 


from time to time, ordain and eſtabliſh. The judges, both of the A 


ſupreme and inferior courts, ſhall hold rheir offices during good 
behaviour, and ſhall, at ſtated times, receive for their ſervices a 
compenſation, which ſhall not be diminified during their continue 
apce in oflice, | 
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-Sxc. II. The judicial power ſhall extend to all cafes in law 
— and equity, ar iſing under this Conſtitution, the laws of the U. 8. 
and treaties made, or which ſhall be made, under their authority; 
to all caſes affecting ambaliadors, other public minitters and cen- 
ſuis; to all caſes of admiralcy and maMtune juriſdiction ; to con- 
troverſies to which rhe U. S. ſhall be a party; to controverſies 
between two or more ſtates, between a ſtate and citizens of ano- 
ther (tate, between citizens of diiterent ſtates, between citizens of 
the ſame {tate claiming lands under grants of different ſtates, and 
between a flare, or the citizeus thereof, and foreign ſtates, citi- 
Zens or ſubjects. | | | 
In all caſes affecting ambaſladors, other -public miniſters and 
\ conſuls, and thoſe in which a tate ſhall be party, the ſupreme 
court ſhall have original juriſdiction. In all the other caſes before 
mentioned, the ſupreme court ſhall have appellate juriſdiction, 
both as to law and fact, with ſuch exceptions, and under ſuch re- 
gulations as the Congrels ſhall make. 
The trial of all crimes, except in caſes of impeachment, ſhall be

The Conventions of anumber of States, having, at the time of their a- 
dopting the Conſtitution, expreſſed a deſire, in order to prevent miſ- 
couſtruction or abuſe of its powers, that further declaratory and re- 

ſtrictive clauſes ſhould be added : And, as extending the ground of 
public confidence in the government, will beſt inſure the beneficent 
ends of its inſtitution: 


ESOLVED, That the following articles be propoſed to the 
legiſlatures of the ſeveral ſtates, as amendments to the Conſtiturt- 
on of the U. S. all or any of which articles, when ratified by three- 
fourths of the ſaid le giſlatures, to be valid to all intents and purpo- 
ſes, as part of the ſaid Conſtitution ; viz. 


Articles in addition to, and amendment of, the Conflitution of the U. 
S. of America, propoſed by Congreſs, and ratified by the Legiſla- 
tures of the ſeveral Statss, purſuant to ihe fifth article of the origi» 
nal Conſlitution, 


ART. I. Arrrn the firſt enumeration required by the firſt ar- 
ticle of the Conſtitution, there ſhall be one repreſentative for eve- 
ry 30,900, until the number ſhall amount to Io, after which the 
proportion ſhall be ſo regulated by Congreſs, that there ſhall be 
not leſs than 100 repreſentatives, nor leis than one repreſentative 
for every 49,000 perſons, until the number of repreſentatives ſhall 
amount to 200; after which the proportion ſhall be fo regulated 
by Congreſs, that there ſhall be not leſs than 200 repreſentatives,

Zures, ſhall not be violated, and no warrants ſhall iſſue, but upon

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deſcribing the place to be ſearched, and the perſons or things to

ART. VII. No perſon ſhall be held to anſwer for a capital or o- 
therwiſe infamous crime, unleſs on a preſentment or indictment of 
a grand jury, except in caſes ariſing in the land or naval forces, or 
in the militia when in actual ſervice in time of war or public dan- 
ger; nor (hall any perſon be ſubject for the ſame offence to be twice 
put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor ſhall be compelled, in any 
criminal caſe, to be witneſs againſt himſelf, nor be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due proceſs of law ; nor ſhall pri- 
vate property be taken for public uſe without juſt compenſation. 

Art. VIII. In all criminal proſecutions the accuſed ſhall enjoy 
the right to a ſpeedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the 
ſtate and diſtrict wherein the crime ſhall have been committed, 
which diſtrict ſhall have been previouily aſcertained by law, and 
to be informed of the nature and cauſe of the accuſation ; to be 
confronted with the witneſſes againſt him; to have compulſory pro- 
ceſs for obtaining witneſſes in his favour, and to have the affiſtance 
of counſe! for his defence. 

ART. IX, In ſuits at common law, where the value in contro- 
verſy ſhall exceed 20 dollars, the right of trial by jury ſhall be 
preſerved, and no fact, tried by a jury, ſhall be otherwiſe re-exa- 
mined in any court ofthe U. S. than according to the rules of the 
common law.

\ þ 7 HEN, in the courſe of human events, it becomes neceſſary 

for one people to diffolve the political bands which have 
eonneRed them with another, and to aſſume, among the powers of 
the earth, the ſeparate and equal ſtation to which the laws of na- 
ture and of nature's God entitle them, a decent reſpect ro the opi- 
nions of mankind requires that they ſhould declare the cauſes 
which impel them to the ſeparation. 

We hold theſe truths to be {elf-evident ; that all men are creat- 
ed equal ; that they are endowed, by their Creator, with certain 
unalienable rights; that among theſe are life, liberty, and the pur- 
fait of happineſs, — That to ſecure theſe rights, governments are 
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inſtituted among men, deriving their juſt powers from the conſent 
of the governed; that whenever any form of government becomes 
deſtructive of theſe ends, it is the right of the people to alter or to 
aboliſh it, and to inſtitute new government, laying its foundation 
on {ach princlples, and organizing its powers in ſuch form, as to 
them ſhall ſeem molt likely to effec their ſafety and happineſs. 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate, that governments long eſtabliſhed, 
ſhould not be changed for light and tranſient cauſes ; and accord - 
ingly, all experience hath ſhewn, that mankind are more diſpoſed 
to luſter, while evils are ſuflerable, than to right themſelves by 
aboliſhing the forms to which they are accuſtomed. But when a 
long train of abuſes and uſurpations, purſuing invariably the ſame 
object, evinces a deſign to reduce them under abſolute deſpotiſm, 
it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off ſuch government, and 
to provide new guards for their future ſecurity, Such has been 
the patient ſufferance of theſe colonies ; and ſuch is now the ne- 
ceſlity which conſtrains them to alter their former ſyſtems of go- 
vernment. The hiſtory of the preſent King of Grear-Britaln, is a 
hiſtory of repeated injuries and uſurpations, all having in direct 
object the eſtabliſhment of an abſolute tyranny over theſe ſlates, 
Jo prove this, let facts be ſubmitted to a candid world. 

ile has retuſed his aflent to laws the molt wholeſome and ne- 
ecllary for the puplic good. 

He has forbidden his governors to paſs laws of immediate and 
preſſing importance, unleſs ſuſpended in their operation till his af- 
ſent ſhould be obtained; and when fo ſuſpended, he has utterly 
neglected ro attend to them, 

He has refuſed to paſs other laws for the accommodation of 
large diſtricts of people, unleſs thoſe people would relinquiſh the 
right of repreſentation in the legiſlature; a right ineſtimable to 
them, and formidable to tyrants only, He has called together 
lepiilative bodies at places unuſual, uncomfortable, and diſtant 
from the depoſitory of their public records, for the ſole purpoſe of 
fatiguing them into compliance with his meaſures, 

He has diſlolved repreſentative houſes repeatedly, for oppoſing, 
with manly firmnels, his invaſions on the rights of the people. 

He has refuſed for a long time, after ſuch diſſolutions, to cauſe 
ethers to be elected; whereby the legiſlative powers, incapable 
of anninilation, have returned to the people at large for their ex- 
erciſe, the ſtate remaining, in the mean time, expoſed to all the 
dangers ot invaſion from without, and convulſions within. 

He has endeavoured to prevent the population of theſe ſtates ; 
for that purpoſe obſtructing the laws for naturalization of foreign- 
ers; refuiing to paſs others to encourage their migrations hither, 
an raiſing the conditions of new appropriations of lands. 

He has obitructed the adminiſtration of juſtice, by refuſing his 
aſſent to laws for eſtabliſhing judiciary powers. 

le has made judges dependant on his will alone, for the tenure 
of their offices, and the amount and payment of their ſalaries. 

le nas erected a multitude of ne offices, and ſent hither {warms 
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of officers, to harraſs our people and eat out their ſubſtance. 

He bas kept among us, in times of peace, ſtanding armies, 
without the conſent of our legiſlatures. 

He has affected to render the military independent of, and ſu- 
perior to the civil power, - 

He has combined with others to ſubje& us to a juriſdiction fo- 
reign to our conſtitution, and unacknowledged by our laws: gi- 
ving his conſent to their acts of pretended leiſlation. 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us : 

For protecting them, by a mock trial, from puniſhment for any 
murders which they ſhould commit on the inhabitants of theſe 
ſtates : 

For cutting of our rrade with all parts of the world, 

For impoling taxes on us without our conſent : 

For depriving us, in many caſes, of the benefits of trial by jury: 

For tranſporting us beyond ſeas to be tried for pretended of- 
ſences : 

For aboliſhing the free ſyſtem of Engliſh laws ina neighbouring 
province, eſtabliſhing therein an arbitrary government, and en- 
larging its boundaries ſo as to render it at once an example and 
fit inſtrument for introducing the fame abſolute rule into theſe co- 
lonies : 

For taking away our charters, aboliſhing our moſt valuable laws 


and altering fundamentally the forms of our governments: 


For ſuſpending our own lepiſlatures, and declaring themſelves 

inveſted with power to legiſlate for us in all caſes whatſoever, 
le has abdicated government here, by declaring us out of his 
protection, and waging war againſt us. 

Je has plundered our ſeas, ravaged our coaſts, burnt our towns, 
and deſtroyed the lives of our people. 

He is, at this time, tranſporting large armies of foreign merce- 
naries to complete the works of death, deſolation and tyranny al- 
ready begun with circumſtances of cruelty and pertidy, ſcarcely 
paralleled in the moſt barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the 
head of a civilized nation. 

He has conſtrained our fellow- citizens, taken captive on the 
high ſeas to bear arms againſt their country, to become the execu-

tioners of their friends and brethren, or to fall themſelves by their

He has excited domeſtic inſurrections amongſt us, and has en- 
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| Ialeavoured to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merci- 


SY aa Indian ſavages, whoſe known rule of warfare is an undiſ— 
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guithed deſtruction of all ages, ſexes and conditions, 

In every ſtage of theſe oppreſhons, we have petitioned for re- 
dreſs in the molt humble terms: Our repeated petitions have 
been anſwered only by repeated injury. A prince whoſe character 
is thus marked by every act which may deſine a tyrant, is unfit to 
be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in attentions to our Britiſh brethxen, 
We have warned them, from time to time, of attempts by their 
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legiſlature to extend an unwarrantable juriſdiction over us. We 
have reminded them of the circumſtances of our emigration and 
ſettlement here. We have appealed to their native juſtice and 
magnanimity, and we have conjured them by the ties of our com- 
mon kindred, to diſavow theſe uſurpations, which would ineyita- 
bly interrupt our connexions and correſpondence. I hey too have 
been deafto the voice of juſtice and of conſanguinity. We mult, 
therefore, acquieſce in the neceſſity which denounces our ſeparati- 
on, and hold them, as we hold the reſt of mankind, enemies in 
war, in peace, friends, : [ 
WE, therefore, the repreſentatives of the United States of A- i | 
merica, in General Congreſs aſſembled, appealing to the Supreme 1 
Judge of the World for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in tho 
name, and by authority of the good people of theſe colonies, ſo- 
lemnly publiſh and declare, That theſe United Colonies are, and 
of right ought to be, Free and Independent States; that they are 
abſolved from all allegiance to the Britiſh Crown, and that all 
political connexion between them and the ſtate of Great-Britain, 
is, and ought to be, totally diſſolved; and that as Free and Inde- 
pendent States, they have full power to levy war, conclude peace, 
contract alliances, eſtabliſh commerce, and to do all other acts and 
"things which Independent States may of right do. Ard for the 
ſupport of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection 
of Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other, our lives,

tion to the truth of ſuch entry, that the ſnuff therein ſpecified was 
manufactured in the U. S. after the laſt day of March 1795, and 
the name or names of the perſon by whom, and the mill where it 
was manufactured, and that the ſame is truly and bona fide in- 
rended to be exported out ofthe U S. and that no part thereof is 
intended to be relanded therein. And upon ſuch entry being, ſo 
made and certified, it ſhall be the duty of the collector to whom 
ſuch entry is tendered, to cauſe the ſaid packages to be examined, 
and to permit the ſame to be exported, under the inſpection of an 
officer of the cuſtoms, in like manner as is provided for the expor- 
ration of other goods, wares, and merchaudize entitled to draw- 
back: Provided, That no drawback ſhall be allowed on any ſnuff 
except the ſame ſhall be exported from any of the ports, at which 
ſhips or veſſels from the Cape of Good Hope, or from any place 
beyond the ſame, are admitted to make entry. 26d.\ 9. 

10. Every exporter of ſnuff, entitled to drawback ſhall enter in- 
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to bonds, with one or more ſureties, in an amount equal to double 

the amount of the drawback, conditioned, that the ſame ſhall not 

be relanded within the U. S. and the maſter or commander of the 

ſhip or veſſel in which ſuch ſnuff is reported to be ſhipped, ſhall 
make oath or affirmation, that the packages ſpecified in the out- 

ward entry, are actually laden on board his ſhip or veſſel, and 
that the ſame or any part thereof, ſhall not be relanded in the U. 

S. and upon ſuch oath or affirmation being made, and the other 
proviſions of the act being complied with, the collector, with whom 

ſuch entry is made, ſhall grant a debenture or debentares, for the 
amount ofthe drawback to which ſuch ſnuff is entitled, payable in 

12 months from the time of granting the ſame ; and ſuch deben- 

ture or debentures ſhall be diſcharged by the collector granting 

the ſame, at the expiration of the term, out of any public money 

in his hands. #69, \ 10. 

11. Before the payment of any debenture, the perſon demand- 
ing ſuch payment ſhall produce *o the colleQor, the oath or affir- 
mation of the maſter and mute o the veſſel, (in which the ſnuff 
for which ſuch debenture was granted) declaring that the ſame 
was actually landed in ſome foreign port or place, and was not, or 
any part thereof, to the beſt of their knowledge and behet, re- 
landed or brought back to the U. S. and the perſon demanding 
ſuch payment ſhall likewiſe make oath or affirmation, in hke man- 
ner, that the ſnuff, tor which ſuch debenture was granted, was not, 
according to his beſt knowledge and belief, relanded in, or 
brought back to the U. S. But in caſes of loſs at ſea, or other un- 
avoidable accident, whereby the oath or affirmation of the captain 
or mare of the ſhip or veſſel cannot be obtained, ir ſhall be law- 
ful for the comptroller of the Treaſury to admit ſuch other proof 
as to him ſhall appear fatisfaftory, under the ſpecial circumſtances 
of the caſe. ibid, \ 171. 

12. If any ſnuff entered for exportation, with intention to ob- 
tain a drawback thereon, ſhall be relanded or attempted to be 
relanded within the U. S. it ſhall be ſubje& to ſeizure and forfeit- 
ure, together with the ſhip or veſſel from which it ſhall be unla- 
den, and the veſſel or boat in which it ſhall be put; and the maſter 
or commander of the ſhip or veſſel from which the fame is unladen, 
mall moreover forfeit and pay 500 dollars: Provided, That every 
proſecution for any ſuch offence, ſhall be commenced within 12 
months from the time when the ſame was committed, and that 
the ſhip, veſſel or boat from which any ſuch ſnuff ſhall be unladen 
or landed, ſhall continue ſubject to ſuch ſeizure and forfeiture for 
12 months from the time the offence was committed, and no long- 
er. ibid.\ 12. 

13. It ſhall he the duty of the collectors granting debentures for 
ſnuff exported, to keep a ſeparate account thereof, and to ſpecify 
the mill or mills in which each parcel exported, was manufactur- 
ed. And the Secretary of the Treaſury ſhall cauſe an account 
to be laid before the legiſlature, annually, of the produce of the 
revenue ariſing from ſnuff, and of the amount of the drawbacks 
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for which debentures have been granted in each year. ibid. J r2, 

14. All penalties and forfe;tures which ſhall be incurred purſu- 
ant to this act, ſhall be divided and diſtributed, one-half thereof 
to the uſe of the U. S. and the other half to the uſe of the perſon, 
who, if an officer of inſpection, {hall firit diſcover, or if not an of- 
hcer of inſpection, ſhall firſt give information of the cauſe, matter 
or thing, whereby any of the ſaid penalties and forfeitures ſhall 
have been incurred.

It ſhall be lawful for the Preſident of the U. S. to make 
ſuch compenſation to the otlicers of inſpection employed in the

16. From and after the laſt day of March, in the preſent year, 
the ſeveral clauſes and proviſions of the act, intitled, “ An act 
laying certain duties upon ſnuſt and refined ſugar,” ſo far as the 
ſame ſhall relate to the laying and collecting of duties on ſnuff 
manufactured in the U. S. ſhall be repealed ; except as to the reco- 
very and receipt of ſuch duties on ſnuff as ſhall then have accrued, 
and the payment of drawbacks on ſnuff exported, and as to the 
recovery of any penalties and forfeitures, which ſhall have been 
incurred; before, and on the faid day, but the revenue to ariſe from 
the duty on ſnuff manufactured within the U. S. ſhall remain 
charged with the ſame appropriations as if this act had not paſſed :

17. So much of the act, i:tituled, An act to alter and amend 


the act, intituled, “ An act laying certain duties upon ſnuff and 
refined ſugar,” as reſpects the duties therein laid upon mills and 
implements employed in the manufacture of ſnuff, and the draw- 
backs therein allowed, upon the exportation of ſnuff manufactured 
within the U. S. is ſuſpended, from the paſſing of this act, until the 
end of the next ſeſſion of Congreſs.

fejhon of the {iixth Congreſs of the U. S. July 16, 1798, c. 97.

1. Ix order to a due collection of the duties impoſed by this act, 
the U. S. ſhall be divided into 14 diſtricts, each conſiſting of 1 ſtare,

6. Ine duties on ſpirits diſtilled within the U. S. ſhall be paid 
or ſecured previous to the removal thereof from the diſtilleries at 
which they are reſpectively made. And it fhall be at the option 
of the proprietor or proprietors of each diſtillery, or of his, her 
or their agent having the ſuperintendance thereof, either to pay 
the ſaid duties previous to ſuch removal, with an abatement at 
the rate of 2 cents for every 10 gallons, or to ſecure the payment

The diſtrict of Little Egg Harbour ſhall comprehend all the 
ſhores, waters, bays, rivers and creeks from Parnegat Inlet, to 
Brigantine Inlet, both incluſively; and the town of Tu kerton 
ſhall be the ſole port of entry for the ſaid diſtrict ; and a collec- 
tor for the ſame ſhall be appointed, to reſide at Tuckerton.

river Ohio, on the northern fide of the ſaid river, and up the river 
Ohio to the eaſtern ſide of the river Wabaſh, including the faid 
river, with all the waters, ſhores and inlets connected with the 
rivers Ohio and Wabaſh, within the boundaries aforeſaid... And 
ſuch place at or nexr Fort Maſlac as the Preſident of the U. 8. 
ſhall deſignate for that purpoſe, ſhall be the ſole port of entry for 
the diſtrict, and a collector ſhall be appointed, to reſide thereat; 
and it ſhall be lawful for rhe Preſident of the U. S. if he ſhall judge 
expedient, to eſtabliſh not exceeding 2 places at or near the river 
Wabaſh to be ports of delivery only, and to appoint ſurveyors to 
reſide thereat. 

The diſtrict of Illinois ſhall include all the waters, ſhores and 
inlets of the river Miſiſſippi above the mouth of the River Ohio, 
within the juriſdiction of the U. S. and alſo the river Illinois, with 
the rivers, ſhores and waters connected therewith; and a collector 
ſhall be appointed to reſide at ſuch place as the Preſident of the U. 
S. ſhall deſignate to be the port of entry, and not exceeding 2 
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ſurveyors to reſide at ſuch places as the Preſident ſhall fee ſit to 
eſtabliſh as ports of delivery only. | | 

The diſtrict of Ohio ſhall include all the waters, ſhores and in- 
Jets of the river Ohio, on the northern ſide, with the rivers, ſhores 
and waters connected therewith, lying to the caſtward ot ile diſ- 
trict of Maſſac as before deſcribed ; and a collector ſhall be ap- 
pointed to reſide at ſuch place as the Preſident of the U. S. ſhall 
deſignate, at or near the confluence of the Great Miami River and 
the river Ohio, which place ſhall be the ſole port of entry or de- 
livery for the diſtrict, 

And there ſhall be a diſtri& on the river. Miſiſſippi, ſouth of 
the ſtate of Tenneflee, which ſhall include all the. waters, ſhores 
and inlets of the river Miſiſſippi, and other navigable rivers and 
waters connected therewith, lying within the juriſdiction, of the 
U. S. and ſouth of the ſaid Rate; and it ſhall be lawful for the 
Preſident of the U. S. to deſignate a proper place, to be the port 
of entry and delivery within the ſame, and to appoint a collector 
to 2 thereat. 

And in caſe the appointment of the ſeveral collectors and ſur- 
veyors for the new diſtricts or ports eſtabliſhed, or authorized to 
be eſtabliſhed hereby, ſhall not be made during the preſent ſe ſſion 
of Congreſs, the Preſident of the U. S. may, make ſuch appoint- 
ments during, the receſs of the Senate, by granting commiltions, 
which ſhall expire at the end of their next {ſeſſion ; but new ap- 
pointments ſhall not be neceſiary to be made to any of the offices 
heretofore eſtabliſhed; 761d.

18. It ſhall and 7z2ay be lawful to make entry of any ſhip or veſ- 
ſel, which ſhall arrive from any foreign port or place within rhe

the ſaid cargo, or any part thereof, elſewhere than at one of the

made or exhibired on the entry of any ſhip or veſſel, according to 
the regulations of this act; ſhall record, in books to be kept for 
that purpoſe, all manifeſts ; ſhall receive the entries of all ſhips or 
veſſels and of the goods, wares and merchandize imported in them, 
ſhall together with the naval officer where there is one, or alone 
where there is none, eſtimate the amount of the duties payable 
thereupon, indorſing the ſaid amount upon the reſpective entries; 
ſhall receive all monies paid for duties, and take all bonds tor ſe- 
curing the payment thereof ; ſhall grant all permits for the unlad- 
ing and delivery of goods; ſhall, with the approbation of the 
priacipal officer of the Treaſury Department, employ proper per- 
ſons as weighers. gaugers, meaſurers and inſpectors, at the ſeveral 
ports within his diſtrict ; and alſo, with the like approbation, pro- 
vide, at the public expenſe, ſtore-houſes for the ſafe Keeping of 
goods, and ſuch ſcales, weights und meaſnres, as may be neeecflary, 
the nav al officer ſhall receive copies of all manifeſts and entries, 
and ſhall, together with the collector, eſtimate the duties on all 
goods, wares and merchandite ſubject to duty (and no duties ſha] 
be received without ſuch eſtimate) and ſhall keep a ſeparate record 
thereof, and ſhall counterſign all permits, clearances, certificates, 
debentures. and other documents, to be granted by the Collector; 
he ſhall alſo examine the colle*tor's abſtracts of duties, and other 
accounts of receipts, bonds and expenditures, and if found right, 
he ſhall certify rhe ſame. 

The ſurveyor ſhall ſaperintend and direct all inſpectors, weigh- 
ers, meaſurers and gaugers, within his port, and ſhall once every 
week report to the collector, the name or names of ſuch inſpectors, 
weighers, gaugers or meaſfurers, as may be abſent from or ne glect 
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to do their duty, (hall viſit or inſpect the ſhips or veſſels which 
arrive therein, and {hall make a return in writing every morning 
to the collector, if any, at the port where he reſides, of all veſſels 
which ſhall have arrived frem toreign ports or places the preced- 


ing day, ſpecifying the names and denominations of the veſlels, 


the maſters” names, from whence arrived, whether laden or in 
ballaſt, whether belonging to the U. S. or to what other nation 
belonging, and if American veſſels, whether the maſters thereof 
have or have not complied with the law, in having the required 
number of manifeſts of the cargo on board, agreeing in ſubſtance 
with the proviſions made neceſſary by this act, and ſhall have 
power, and is hereby required, to put on board each of ſuch veſſels, 
one or more inſpectors, immediately after their arrival in his 
port ; the ſurveyor ſhall alſo aſcertain the proof, quantities and 
kinds of diſtilled ſpirits imported, rating ſuch ſpirt's according to 
their reſpective degrees of proof as defined by the laws impoſing 
duties on ſpirits : he ſhall likewiſe examine and aſcertain the qua- 
lity, Kind and quantity of all wines imported; alſo the quantity 
and kind of all teas and ſugars — ; and ſhall grant certift- 
cates for the (aid ſpirits, wines and teas, and make returns there- 
of, in manner hereafter provided. He ſhall alſo examine whether 
the goods imported in any ſhip or veſſel, and the deliveries there- 
of, agreeably to the inſpector's returns thereof, correſpond with 
the permits for landing the ſame ; and if any error or diſagree» 


ment appear, he ſhall report the ſame to the collector, and to the 


naval officer, if any there be. The ſupveyor ſhall alſo ſuperintend 
the lading for exportation of all goods entered for the benefit of 
any drawback, bounty or allowance, and ſhall examine and report 
whether the kind, quantity and quality of the goods, ſo laden on 
board any veſſel for exportation, correſpond with the entries and 
permits granted therefor : he ſhall alſo from time to time, and 
particularly on the firſt Mondays in Jan. and July in each year, 
examine and try the weights, meaſures and other inſtruments, uſed 
in aſcertaining the duties on impor ts, with ſtandards to be provid- 
ed by each collector at the public expence for that purpoſe, and 
where diſagreements or errors are diſcovered, he thall report the 
ſame vo the collector, and obey and execute ſuch directions as he 
may receive for correcting thereof, agreeably to the ſtandards 
aforeſaid ; and the ſaid ſurveyor ſhall in all caſes be ſubje@ to the 


direction of the collector. And at ports to which a collector and 


ſurveyor only are aſſigned, the ſaid collector ſhall ſolely execute 
all the duties in which the co-operation of the naval officer is 
requiſite, at the ports where a naval officer is appointed; which 
he ſhall alſo do in caſe of the diſability or death of the naval of- 
cer, until a ſucceflor is appointed, unleſs there is a deputy duly 
authorized under the hand and ſeal of the naval officer, who in 
that caſe ſhall continue to act, until an appointment ſhall take 
place, And at the ports to which a collector only is aſſigned, ſuch 
collector ſhall ſolely execute all the duties in which the co-opera» 


tion of the naval officer is requiſite as aforeſaid, and fhall allo,

ors at the ports where ſuch othcers are eſtablimed. And ar the 


ports to which ſi.rveyors only are afl:gncd, every ſuch fur e; or 
thatl perform all the duties herein before enjoined upon lurveyors ; 
and ſhall alſo receive and record the copies of all manifeſts which 
ſhall be trauſmitted to him by the collector, ſhall record all per- 


mits gramed by ſuch collector, diſtinguiſhing the gauge, weight, 


meaſure, and quality of the goods ſpecified therein, and fall take 
care that no goods be unladen or delivered from any ſhip or veſ- 
ſel. without a proper permit for that purpoſe. And at ſuch ports 
of delivery only to which no ſurveyor is afſigned, it ſhall be law- 
ful for the collector of the diſtrict occahonally, and from time to 
time, to employ a proper perſon or perſons to do the Cuties of a 
ſurveyor, who ſhall be entitled to the like compentation with in- 
ſpector: during the time they ſhall be employed. Ard the faid 
collectors, naval oflicers and ſurveyors, ſhall reſpectively attend 
in perſon at the ports to which they are reſpectively aſſigned; and 
ſhall keep fair aud true accounts and records of all their tranſac- 
tions, as otficers of the cuſtoms, in ſuch manner and form as may 
from time to time be directed by the proper department, or oth-

22, Lvery collector, naval officer and ſurveyor, in caſes of occa- 
ſio al and neceſſary abſence, or of ſickneſs, and not otherwiſe, may 
reſpectively exerciſe and perform their ſeveral functions, powers 
and duties by deputy, duly conſtituted under their hands and 
ſeals reſpectively, for whom. in the execution of their trult. i they 
ſhall reſpectively be anſwerable : That in caſe of the diſability or 
dearhof a collector, the duties and authorities veſted in him ſhall 
devolve on his deputy. if any there be at the time of ſuch diſabi- 
lity or death, for whoſe conduct the eftate of ſuch diſabled or de- 
ceaſed collector ſhall be liable; and in defect of a deputy, the ſaid 
authorities and duties ſhall devolve upon the naval officer of the

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of the U.S. ſhall deem neceſſary, and in ſuch manner as he ſhall 
direct, to wit: Beginning at the mouth of the Cayahoga river on 
Lake Erie, and running thence up the ſame, to the portage be- 
tween that and the Tuſcaroras branch of the Muſkingum ; thence, 
down that branch, to the croſſing place above Fort Laurence; 
thence, weltwardly to a fork of that branch of the Great Miami 
river running into the Ohio, at, or near which fork, ftood Larc-

the territorial diſtricts of the U. S. or ſhall commit any murder, 
violence or outrage, upon any ſach citizen or inhabitant, it ſhall 
be the duty of ſuch citizen or inhabitant, his repreſentative, attor- 
ney or agent, to make application to the ſaperintendant, or ſuch

1. Ec of the officers, non- commiſſioned officers and ſol- 
diers, who were wounded and diſabled, in the ſervice of the U. 
S. and who are now placed on the books in the office of the ſe- 
cretary for the department of war, as a penſioner, or to be ſo 
placed in conformity to any law of this Congreſs, ſhall receive 
from the regilter of the treaſury, who is hereby required to grant 
the ſame, a certificate, to be liquidated and ſettled in ſuch man- 
ner as the Secretary of the Treaſury ſhall dire&, for a ſam equal 
to the penſion annually due to him, to commence from the time 
he became entitled thereto, or from the time to which the ſame 
had been paid, as the caſe may be, which ſhall be aſcertained and 
certified by the ſaid Secretary for the department of war, and 
which annuity ſhall be liquidated to the 4th March, 1789, from 
which day the U. S. have allumed the payment of the penſions cer- 
tified by the ſeveral ſtates.

Fourthly: Every claimant ſhall produce evidence of the time of 
his leaving the ſervice of the U.S. He muſt alſo produce evidence 
of 3 reputable freeholders of the city, town or county, in which 
he uſaally reſided, for the 2 years immediately after he left the 
ſervice, as aforeſaid, of the exiſtence of his diſability, during that 
period ; and aſcertaining, of their own knowledge, the mode of 


life, employment, labour or means of ſupport of the claimant. 
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Fiſthly: And the ſaid claimant muſt produce the evidence of 2 
credible witneſſes, of the continuance of his diſability, from the 
expiration of the ſaid 2 years, to the time of his application, 

Sixthly : Each claimant mult ſhew a ſufficient cauſe why he did

2. Every commiſſioned, non-comwiſſioned officer, private or 
muſician, who has been wounded or diſabled, while in the line of 
his duty, in actual ſervice, called out by authority of any law of 
the U. S. while he belonged to the militia ; or any volunteer rot 
belonging to the militia, who has been wounded or diſabled, while 
in the line of his duty, in actual ſervice, as aforeſaid, ſhall be plac- 
ed on the liſt of invalids of the U. S. at ſuch rate of pay, and un- 
der ſuch regulations, as ſhall be directed by the Preſident of the 
U. S. for the time being: Pro»ided, the rate of compenſation for

6. The ſupreme court may, by any 1 or more of its juſtices be- 
ing preſent, be adjourned from day to day until a quorum be con- 
vened ; and a circuit court may alſo be adjourned from day to day 
by any 1 of its jadges, or if none are preſent, by the marſhal of 
the district until a quorum be convened ; and a diſtrict court in 
eiſe of the inability of the judge to attend at the commencement

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the execution of his office, take the following oath or affirmation, 
to wit; I, A, B. being appointed clerk of do ſolemnly

reſpect to perſons, and do equal right to the poor and to the rich, 
and that | will faithfully and impartially diſcharge and pertorm 
all the duties incumbent on me as , according to the beſt 
of my abilities and underitanding, agreeably to the conſtitution 
and laws of the U. S. So help me Gad.””

9. The diſtrict courts ſhall have, excluſively of the courts of the 
ſeveral ſtates, cognizance of all crimes and offences that ſhall 


be cognizable under the authority of the U. S. committed with- 
in their reſpective diltricts, or upon the high ſeas ; where no o- 
ther puniſhment than whipping, not exceding 20 ſtripes, a fine not 
exceding too dollars, ora term of impriſonment not exceeding, 6 
months, is to be inflicted; and ſhall alſo have excluſive original 
cognizance of all civil cauſes of admiralty and maritime juriſdicti- 
on, including all ſeizures under laws of impoſt, navigation or trade 
of the U. S. where the ſeizures are made, on waters which are na- 
vigable from the ſea by veſſels of 10 or more tons burthen, with- 
in their reſpective diſtricts as well as upon the high ſeas ; faving 
to ſuiters, in all caſes, the right of a common law remedy, where 
the common law is competent to give it: And ſhall alſo have ex- 
cluſive original cognizance of all ſeizures on land. or other waters 
than as aforeſaid made, and of all ſuits for penalties and forfeitures 
incurred, under the laws of the U.S. And ſhall alſo have cogni- 
Zance, concurrent with the courts of the ſeveral ſtates, or the 
circuitcourts, as the caſe may be, of all cauſes where an alien ſues 
for a tort only in violation of the law of nations or a treaty of the 
U. S. And ſhall alſo have cognizance, conturrent as laſt menti- 
oned, of all ſuits at common law where the U. S. ſue, and the mat- 
ter in diſpute amounts, excluſive of coſts, to the ſum or value of 
100 dollars. And ſhall alſo have jumriſdidtion excluſively of the 
courts of the ſeveral ſtates, of all ſuits againſt conſuls or vice- con- 
lals, except for offences above the deſeription aforeſaid. And the 
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trial of iſſues in fact, in the diſtri courts, in all cauſes except chyil 
cauſes of admiralty & maritime juriſdiction, ſhall be by jury. d. (9, 

10. The diſtrict court in Kentucky diſtrict ſhall, beſides the ju- 
riſaiction aforeſaid, have juriſdiction of all other cauſes, except 
of appeals and writs of error, herein after made cognizable in a 
circuit court, and ſhall proceed therein in the ſame manner as a 
circuit court, and writs of error and appeals ſhall lie from deciſi- 
ons therein to the ſapreme court in the ſame cauſes, as from a 
circuit court to ihe ſupreme court, and under the fame regula- 
tions. And the diſtrict court in Main diſtrict, ſhall beſides the 
juriſdiction herein before granted, have juriſdiction of all cauſes, 
except of appeals and writs of error herein after made cogniza- 
ble in a circuit court, and ſhall proceed therein in the ſame man- 
ner as a circuit court : And writs oferror ſhall lie from deciſions 
therein to the circuit court in the diſtrict of Maflachuſetts in the 
ſame manner as from other diltri& courts to their reſpective cir- 
cult courts, 1d. \ 10. .

U. S. are plaintiffs, or petitioners; or an alien is a party, or the

zance of all crimes and offences cognizable under the authority of 
the U. S. except where this act otherwiſe provides, or the laws 
of the U. S. ſhall otherwiſe direct, and concurrent juriſdiction 
with the diltri& courts of the crimes and offences cognizable 
therein.

12. If a ſuit be commencet in any (tate court againſt an alien, 
or by a citizen of the (tate in which the ſuit is brought againſt a 
citizen of another ſtate, and the matter in diſpute exceeds the a- 
foreſaid ſum or value of 500 dollars, excluſive of coſts, ts be made 
to appear to the ſatisfation of the court; and the defendaut 
ſhall, at the time of entering his appearance in ſuch ſtate court, 
file a petition for the removal of the cauſe for trial into the next 
circuit court, to be held in the diitriet where the ſuit is pending, 
or if in the diſtrict of Main, to the diſtri c@urt next to be holden 
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therein, or if in Kentucky diſtri, to the diſtrict court next to be 
holden therein, and offer good and ſufficient ſurety for his enter-

13. The ſupreme court ſhall have excluſive juriſdiction of all / 


controverſies of a civil nature, where a ſtate 1s a party, except / 

between a ſtate and its citizens; and except alſo between a ſtare ' 

and citizens of other {tates, or aliens, in which latter caſe it ſhall 

have original but not excluſive ſuridiction. And ſhall have ex- 

cluſively all ſuch juriſdiction of ſuits or proceedings againſt am- 

balladors or other public miniſters, or their domeſtics, or domeſ-

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tic ſervants, as a court of law can have or exerciſe conſiſtently with 
the law of nations; and original, but not excluſive juriſdiction 
of all ſuits brought by ambafladors or other public miniſters, or 
in which a conſul, or vice-conſul, ſhall be a party. And the tri- 
al of iflues in fact in the ſupreme court, in all actions at law a- 
gainſt citizens of the U. S. ſhall be by jury.

14. All the beforementioned courts of the U. S. fhall have pow- 
er to iſſue writs of /cire facias, habeas corpus, and all other writs 
not ſpecially provided for by ſtatute, which may be neceflary for 
the exerciſe of their reſpective juriſdictions, and agreeable to the 
principles and uſages of law. And either ol rhe juſtices of the 
ſupreme court, as well as judges of the diſtrict eeurts, ſhall have 
power to grant writs of habeas corpus for the purpoſe of an en- 
quiry into the cauſe of commitment. Frov/d-d, That writs of 
Fabeas corpus, thall in no cafe extend to priſoners in gaol, unleſs 
where they are in cuſtody, under or by colour of the authority of 
the U. S. or are committed for trial before ſome court of the ſame, 
or are neceſſary to be brought into court to teſtify, 76id. \ 14. 

15. All the faid courts of the IJ. S. ſhall have power in the trial 
of actions at law, on motion and due notice thereof being given, 
to require the parties to produce books or writings in their poſ- 
ſeſſion or power, which contain evidence pertinent to the iſſue, in 
caſes and under circumſtances where they might be compelled to 
produce the fame by the ordinary rules of proceeding in chance- 
ry ; and if a plaintiff ſhall fail to comply with ſuch order, to pro- 
duce books or writings, it ſhall be lawful for the courts reipec- 
tively, on motion, to give the like judgment for the defendant as 
in caſes of non-ſuit ; and if a defendant ſhall fail ro comply with 
ſach order, to produce books or writings. it ſhall be lawful for 
the courts reſpectively on motion as aforeſaid, to give judgment a- 
gainſt him or her by default.

16. Suits in equity ſhall nor be ſuſtained in either of the courts 
of the U. S. in any caſe where plain, adequate and complete re- 
medy may be had at law. id.

17. All the ſaid courts of the U. S. ſhall have power to grant 
new trials, in caſes where there has been a trial by jury for rea- 
ſons for which new trials have uſually been granted in the courts 
of law; and ſhall have power to impoſe and adminitlter all neceſ- 
fary oaths or affirmations, and ro puniſh by fine or impriſonment, 
at the diſcrerion of faid coarts, all contempts of authority in any 
cauſe or hearing before the ſame ; and to make and eſtabliſh all 


neceſſary rules for the orderly conducting buſineſs in the ſaid 
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courts, provided ſuch rules are not repugnant to the laws of the

18. When in a circuit court, judgment upon a verdict in a civil 
ation (hall be entered, execution may on motion of either party, 
at the diſcretion of the court, and on ſuch conditions for the ſecu- 
rity of the adverſe party as they may judge proper, be ſtayed 42 
days from the time of entering judgment, to give time to file in 
the clerk s office of ſaid court, a petition for-a new trial, And if

the captain, he is to demand from the commander of the ſhip 
from which ſuch perſon or perſons were turned over, a liſt, under 
his hand, of his or their names, and the quality in which he or they 
ſerved. 13. Any officer, ſeaman or other perſon, entitled to wa- 
ges or prize money, may have the ſame paid to his aſſignee, pro- 
vided rhe aſſignment be atteſted by the captain and the purſer ; 
but the captain or commander of every veſlel in the lervice of the 
U.S. is to diſcourage his crew from ſelling any part of their wa- 
ges or prize money, and never to atteſt the letter of attorney un- 
til he is ſatisfied that the ſame is not granted in conſideration of 
money given for the purchale of wages, or ſhares of prize money. 
14. When any officer or other perſon dies, the captain is forth- 
with to have his name entered on the books of the ſhip. in order 
to the wages being forthwith paid to his executors or adminiſtra- 
tors. 15. A convenient place ſhall be ſer apart for the ſick or hurt 
men, to which they are to be removed with their hammocks and 
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bedding, when the ſargeon ſhall adviſe the ſame to be neceſſary, 
and ſome of the crew ſhall be Fppointed to attend them, and kee 

the place clean ;—cradles and buckets with covers, ſhall be made 
ſor their uſe, if neceſſary. 16. Al] ſhips furniſhed with fiſhing 
tackle, being in ſuch places where fiſh is to be had, the captain is 
to employ ſome of the company in fiſhing :— The fiſh to be daily 
diſtributed to ſuch perſons as are ſick, or upon recovery, provided 
the ſurgeon recommend it, and the ſurplus, by turns, amongſt the 
meſles of the officers and ſeamen, gratis, without any deduction of 
their allowance of proviſions on that account. 17. It is left to the 
diſcretion og commanders of ſquadrons, to ſhorten the allowance 
of proviſions according to the exigence of the ſervice, taking care 
that tlie men be punctually paid for the fame—the like power 
is given to captains of ſhips acting ſingly, where it is deemed ne- 
cellary, and it there ſhould be a want of pork, the captain is to 
order 3 pounds of beef to be iſſued in lieu of 2 pounds of pork, 

18. If any ſhips of the U. 8. ſhall happen to come into port 
in want of proviſions, the warrant of the commander of the ſqua- 
dron, or of a captain where there is no commander of a ſquadron 
preſent, ſhall be ſufficient to procure the ſupply of the quantity 
wanted, from the agent, or navy agent at ſuch port. 19. The 
captains are frequently to cauſe to be inſpected the condition of 
rhe proviſion, and if the bread proves damp, to have it aired upon 
the quarter deck, and other convenient places, and in caſe of rhe 
pickle being leaked out of the fleſh caſks, he is to have new picklg 
made and put therein, after ſuch cafks are repaired, 

20. The captain ſhall cauſe the purſer to ſecure the cloaths, 
bedding and other things, of ſuch perſons as ſhall die or be kill- 
ed, to be delivered to their execntors or adminiſtrators. 21. All 
papers, charter-parties, bills of lading, pafiports, and other 
writings whatſoever, found on beard any ſhip or ſhips which 
ſhall be taken, ſhall be carefully preſerved and the origmals ſent 
to the coart of jultice for maritime affairs, appointed or to be ap- 
pointed for judging concerning ſuch prize or prizes, and if any 
perſon or perſons ſhall wilfully or negligently deſtroy or ſuffer 
to be deſtroyed any ſuch paper or papers, he or they fo offending 
ſhall forfeit his or their ſhare of ſuch prize or prizes, and ſuffer 
ſuch other puniſhment as they ſhall be judged by a court marti— 
al to deſerve ; and if any perſon or perſons fhall embezzle or 
ſteal, or take away any cables, anchors, fails or any of the fhips 
furniture, or any of the powder, arms, ammunition, or proviſions 
of any ſhip belonging to the U. S. or of any prize taken by a ſhip 
or ſhips, aforeſaid, or maltreat or fteal the effects of any priſoner, 
he or they ſo offending ſhall ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as a court 
martial ſhall order. 22. When in ſight of any fhip, ſhips or o- 
ther veſle]s of the enemy, or at ſuch other times as may appear 
neceſſary to prepare for an engagement, the eaptain ſhall order 
all things in his ſhip in a proper poſture for fight, and ſhall, in 
His own perſon, and according to his duty, heart on and en- 
courage the inferior officers and men to fight courageouily, and 
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not to behave themſelves faintly or cry for quarters, on pain of 
ſuch puniſhment as the offence ſhall appear to deſerve for his ne- 
glect. 23. Any captain, officer or other perſon who ſhall not ex- 
ert himſelf, or who ſhall baſely deſert his duty or (tation in the 
chip, and run away while the enemy is in ſight, or in time of 
action, or ſhall entice others to do ſo, ſhall ſuffer death, or ſuch 
other puniſhment as a court martial ſhall inflict. 24. Any offi- 
cer, ſeaman, mariner or other perſon who ſhall diſobey the orders 
of his ſuperior, or begin, exelte, cauſe or join in auy mutiny or 
ſedition in the ſhip to which he belongs, or in any other ſhip or 
veſſel in the ſervice of the U. S. on any pretence whatſoever, ſhall 
ſulfer death, or ſuch other puniſhment as a court martial ſhall 
direct—and further, any perſon in any ſhip or veſſel] belonging to 
the ſervice aforeſaid, who ſhall utter any words of ſedition and 
mutiny, or endeavour to make any mutinous aftembly on any pre- 
tence whatſoever, ſhall ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as a court martial 
ſhall inflict: 25. None ſhall preſume to quarrel with or ſtrike 
his ſuperior officer on pain of ſuch puniſhment as a court martial 
ſhall order to be inflicted. 26. If any perſon ſhall apprehend he 
has juſt cauſe of complaint, he ſhall quietly and decently make 
the ſame known to his ſuperior officer, or to the captain, as the 
caſe may require, who ſhail take care that juſtice be done him. 

27. There ſhall be no 2 or fighting between ſhip 
mates on board any ſhip belonging to the U. S. nor ſhall there be 
uſed any reproachful or provoking ſpeeches, tending to make quar- 
rels and diſturbances, on pain of impriſonment or of ſuch puniſh- 
ment as the captain, or a court martial ſhall judge proper to in- 
flit. 28. If any perſon ſhall ſleep upon his watch, or negligent- 
ly perform the duty which ſhall be enjoined him to do, he ſhall 
ſuger ſuch puniſhment as the captain, or a court martial ſhall in- 
flict. 29. All murder ſhall be puniſhed with death, 

30. All robbery and theft, not exceeding 20 dollars, ſhall be 
puniſhed at rhe diſcretion of the captain, and above that ſum as a 
court martial ſhall inflict. 31 Any maſter of arms, or other per- 
fon of whom the like duty may be required, refuling to receive 
ſoch priſoner or priſoners, as ſhall be committed to his charge, or 
baving received them ſhall ſuffer him or them to eſcape, or diſmiſs 
them without orders from his captain, the commander in chief of 
the navy or the commander of a ſquadron, for fo doing, ſhall ſuf- 
fer in his or their ſtead as a court martial ſhall order and direct. 

32. The captains, officers and others ſhall uſe their utmoit en- 
deavours to detect, apprehend, and bring to puniſhment all of- 
fenders. and ſhall at all times readily æſſiſt all officers and others 
appointed for that purpoſe. in the diſcharge of ſuch duty, when 
it is required, on pain of being proceeded againſt and punithed by 
a court martial at diſcretion. 33. It any officer whatloever. ma- 
riner, marine ſoldier, or other perſon, belonging to any ſhip or 
veſſel of war in the fervice of the U. S. ſhall give, hold or enter- 
tain intelligence, to or with any enemy or rebel, without leave 
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ſhip, from his captain, every ſuch perſon ſo offending, and bein 
thereof convicted by the ſentence of a court martial, ſhall be pu- 
niſhed with death. 34. If any letter or meflage from an enemy 
or a rebel be conveyed to any officer, mariner, marine or other 
perſon, belonging to any ſhipor vellel in the ſervice of the U. 8. 
and the perſon as aforeſaid ſhall not within 12 hours, having, op- 
portunity ſo to do, acquaint his ay. ag or commander in chief 
with it; or if any ſuperior officer being acquainted therewith, 
ſhall not in convenient time reveal the ſame to the commander in 
chief, commander of a {quadron or other proper officer, appoint- 
ed to take cognizance of ſuch offence, every ſuch perſon fo offend- 
Ing, and being convicted thereof, by the ſentence of a court mar- 
tial ſhall be puniſhed with death, or ſuch other puniſhment as the 
nature and degree ofthe offence ſhall deſerve, and according to the 
Jentence of a court martial, 25. All ſpies, and all perſons what- 
ſoever who ſhall come or be found in the nature of ſpies, to bring 
or deliver any ſedueing letter or meſſage, from an enemy or rebel, 
or endeavour to corrupt any captain. officer, mariner, marine or 
other perſon in the fleet, to betray his truſt, being convicted of a- 
ny ſuch offence by the ſentence of a court martial. ſhall be pu— 
niſhed with death, or ſuch other puniſhment as the nature and 
degree of the offence ſhall deſerve, and the court martial ſhall 
impoſe, 36. No perſon in a fleet, or in a ſingle ſhip or veſſel, 
ſhall ſapply an enemy or rebel with ſtores, money, victuals, arms, 
ammunition, or any kind of ſtores, directly or indirectly, upon 
pain of death, or ſuch other puniſhment as a court martial ſhall 
think fit to impoſe, and as the nature and degree of the crime 
ſhall deſerve. 27. Every perſon in or belonging to any ſhip or 
veſſel in the ſervice of the U. S. who ſhall deſert or run away 
with any veſlel or boat, to the enemy or otherwiſe, or with any 
effects of the U. S. whatſoever, or vield up the ſame cowardly 
or treacherouſly, ſtall ſuffer death, or ſuch other puniſhment as a 
court martial ſhall inflict. 38. The officers and ſeamen, &c. of 
all ſhips appointed for convoy and guard of merchantmen, ſhall 
diligently attend upon that charge without delay, accerding to 
their inſtructions, and whoſoever ſhall be faulty therein, ſhall be 
puniſhed as a court martial ſhall direct. 39. If any captain, 
commander or other officer of any ſhip or veſle] in the ſervice of 
the U. S. ſhall receive or permit on board his vefle] any goods 
or merchandiſe, other than jor the ſole uſe of his veſlel, except 
gold, ſilver or jewels, and except the goods and merchandiſe of 
veſſels which may be in diſtreſs or ſhipwrecked, or in imminent 
danger of being ſhipwrecked, in order to preſerve them for the 
proper owner, without legal orders from 1he naval department, 
every perſon ſo offending being convicted thereof, by the ſentence 
of a court martial, ſhall be caſhiered, & be forever afterwards ren- 
dered incapable to ſerve in any place or office in the navy ſervice of 
the U. S. 40. There ſhall be no waſteful expence of any powder, ſhot 
ammuuition, or other ſtores in the veſſels belonging to the U.S. nor 
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any embezzlement thereof, but the ſtores 2nd proviſions ſhall be 
carefully preſerved, upon pain of ſuch puniſhment, to be inflited 
upon the offenders, abettors, buyers and receivers, as ſhall be by 
a court martial found juſt in that behalf. 41. Every perſon in 
the navy who ſhall unlawfully burn or ſer fire to any kind of 
public property, not then appertaining to an enemy pirate or re- 
bel, being cenvicted of any ſuch offence by the ſentence of a court 
martial, thall ſufter death. 42. Care ſhall be taken in ſteering 
and conducting every ſhip belonging to the U. S. ſo that through 
wilfulneſs, nepligence, or other defaults, no ſhip be {ſtranded or 
hazarded, upon pain that ſuch as ſhall be found guilty therein, be 
puniſhed as the offence, by a court martial, ſhall be judged to de- 
ſerve. 43. Every officer or other perſon in the navy, who ſhall 
knowingly make or ſign a falſe muſter, or procure the making or 
ſigning thereof, or ſhall aid or abet in the {ame, ſhall be caſhiered 
and rendered incapable of further employment in the navy ſervice 
of the U. S. and hall forfeit all the pay and ſubſiſtence money 
due to him. 44. Every perſon guilty of mutiny, deſertion or dif- 
obedience to his ſuperior officer on ſhore, acting in the proper 
line of his duty, ſhall be tried by a court Aer! and ſuffer the 
like puniſhment for every ſuch offence, as if the ſame had been 
committed at ſea, on board any ſhip or veſſel of war in the ſervice 
of the U. S. 45. It any perſon belonging to any ſhip or veſſel of 


war in the ſervice of the U. S. ſhall, when on ſhore, on duty, or 


otherwiſe, plunder, abuſe, or maltreat any inhabitant, or injure 
his property in any way, ſuch perſon ſhalibe puniſhed as a court 
martial ſhall direct. 46. All faults, diforders and miſdemeanors 
which ſhall be committed on board any ſhip belonging to the U. 
S. and which are not herein mentioned, ſhall be puniſhed ac- 
cording to the laws and cuſtoms in ſuch caſes at ea. 47. No 
court martial, to be held or appointed by virtue of this act, 
ſhall conſiſt of more than 13, nor leſs than 5 perſons, to be 
compoſed of ſuch commanders of ſquadrons, captains and ſea liey- 
tenants, as are then and there preſent, and as are next in ſeniority 
to the officer who preſides; but no Heutenant ſhall ſet on a court 
martial, held on a captain, or a junior lieutenant on that of a 
ſenior. 48. Every member of a court martial ſhall take the fol- 
lowing oath : „I, A. B. do ſwear, that I will well and truly try 
and imparrtially determine the cauſe of the priſoner now to be tri- 
ed, according to the rules of the navy of the United States—So 
help me God.” Which oath ſhall be admüniſtered by the preſident 
to the other members, and the preſident himſelf ſhall be ſworn b 


the officer next in rank; and as ſoon as the above oath ſhall have 


been adminiſtered, the preſident of the court is required to admi- 
niſter to the judge advocate, or perſon officiating as ſuch, an oath 
in the ſollowing words: — I, A. B. do ſwear, that I will not. 
upon any account, at any time whatſoever, diſeloſe or diſcover 
the vote or opinion of any particular member of this court marti- 
al, unleſs thereto required by an act gf Congreſs - So help me God.“

tial to puniſh ſuch offender by impriſonment, at the diſcretion of

vel, and after the loſs thereof did behave themſelves obedient]y

pay & wages of the ſaid officers and ſeamen, or ſuch of them as ſhsll 
have done their duty as aforeſaid, ſhall continue and go on, and 
be paid to the time ef their diſcharge or death ; and every ſuch 
officer or ſeaman, who after the wreck or loſs of his ſaid ſhip et 
veſſel, hall act contrary to the diſcipline of the naxv, or the art! 
cles herein before c{labliſhed, or any of them, ſhall be ſentence! 
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by the ſaid court martial, and be puniſhed, as if the ſhip to which 
he did belong was not ſo wrecked or deſtroyed. ibid. \ 3. 

52. All the pay and wages of ſuch othcers and ſeamen of any 
ot the ſhips of the U. S. as are taken by the enemy, and upon en- 
quiry at a court martial, ſhall r N by the ſentence of the ſaid 
court, to have done their utmoſt ro detend the ſhip or ſhips, and 
lince the taking thereof, to have behaved themſelves obediently 
to their ſuperior officers, according to the diſcipline of the navy, 
and the ſaid articles and orders, herein before eſtabliſhed, ſhall 
eontinue and go on as aforeſaid, until they be exchanged and diſ- 
charged, or until they ſhall die, whichever may firtt happen.

53. All captured national ſhips or veſſels of war (hall be the 
property of the U. S. all other ſhips or veſlels, being of ſuperior 
force to the veſſel making the capture, in inen or in guns, ſhall be 
the ſole property of the captors—and all ſhips or vefleis of inferior 
force ſhall be divided equally between the U. S. and the officers 
and men of the veſſel making the capture. ibid. 15. 

54. The produce of prizes taken by the ſhips ot the U. S. and 
bounty for taking the ſhips of the enemy, ſhall be proportioned 
and diſtributed in the manner following, to wit :—1. To the cap- 
tain actually on board at the time of taking any prize, being o- 
ther than public or national veſſel, or ſhip of war, three twen- 
tieths of that proportion of the proceeds belonging to the cap- 
tors. 2, If ſuch captain or captains be under the immediate com- 
mand of a commander in chief, or commander of a ſquadron, 
having a captain on board, ſuch commander in chief, or commanr- 
der of a {quadron, to have one of the ſaid twentieth parts, and the 
captain taking the prize, the other two twentieth parts. 3. To 
the ſea lieutenants and failing-maſter, two twentieths, 4. To 
marine officers, the ſargeon, purſer, boatſwain, gunner, carpen- 
ter, maſter's mate and chaplain, two iwentieths, 5. To midſhip- 
men, ſurgeon's mates, captain's clerk, clergyman or ſchoolmaſter, 
boatſwain's mates, gunner's mates, carpenter's mates, ſhip's ſtew- 
ard, ſail maker, maſter at arms, armourer, and cockſwain, three 
twentieths. 6. Gunner's yeoman, boatſwain's yeoman, quarter 
maſters, quarter gunners, cooper, ſail maker's mates, ſerjeant of 
marines, corporal of marines, drummer and fifer and extra petty 
officers, three twentieths. 7. To ſeamen, ordinary ſeamen, ma- 
rines and boys, ſeven twentieths. 8. Any officer on board hav- 
ing more polts than one, is only entitled to the ſhare belonging to 
his ſuperior office, according to the regulations aforeſaid. 

9. Whenever one or more ſhips of the U. S. are in ſight, at the 
time of any one or more other ſhips as aforefaid are taking a 
prize or prizes, or being engaged with an enemy, and they ſhall 
all be ſo in ſight, when the enemv ſhall ſtrike or ſarrender, they 
ſhall ſhare equally, according to the number of guns and men on 
board of each thip ſo in ſight—but no privateer or armed ſhip, be- 
ing in ſiglityf a national ſhip of war, at the taking of any prize,

ſhall be entitled to any ſhare in ſuch prize or prizes. 10. Com- 
manders of ſhips of war taking any prize, are to tranſmit, as ſoon 
as poſſible, to the naval department, a true liſt of the officers and

in the quality of every perſon's rating; and the department afore- 
jaid is to examine the laid liſt by the ſhip's muſter book, to fee 
their agreement, and is to grant certilicates of the truth of ſuch 
lilt cravſmirted, in order that the agents appointed by the captors, 
make payment of the ſhares, agreeably to this act. 11. In order 
to define the rights and privileges of commanders in chief, com- 
manders of ſquadrons and captains, in relation to captures—No 
commander in chief, or commander of a ſquadron, ſhall be enti- 
tled to receive any ſhare of prizes taken by the ſhips of war of 
the U. S. that are not put under his immediate command, nor of 
ſuch prizes as may have been taken previous to ſuch ſhip's being 
placed under his command, and until they have acted under his 
immediate orders ; nor {hall a commander in chief, or command- 
er of a ſquadron, returning home from any ſtation where he had 
the command, have any ſhare in prizes taken by ſhips left on 
ſuch tation. after he has got out of the limits of his ſaid com- 
mand, 12. Captains, failing ſpecially under orders from the na- 
vy department, are clearly to be underſtood as acting leparate- 
ly from any ſaperior officer. 13. The bounty given by the U. 
S. on any national ſhip of war, taken from the enemy and brought 
into port, ſhall be for every cannon mounted, carrying a ball of 
24 pounds, or upwards, 200 doJlars—For every cannon carrying 
a ball of 18 pounds, 150 dollars—for every cannon carrying a 
ball of 12 pounds, roo dollars—and for every cannon carrying a 
ball of 9 pounds, 75 dollars—tor every ſmaller cannon, 50 dol- 
lars—and for every oflicer and man taken on board, 40 dollars, 
which ſums are to be divided agreeably to the foregoing articles, 
ibid. & 6. 

53. For the ſhips or goods belonging to the citizens of the U, 
S. or to the citizens or ſubjects of any nation, in amity with the 
U. S. if re- taken from the enemy within 24 hours, the owners are 
to allow one eighth part of the whole value for ſalvage, if after 
24 hours, and under 48, one fifth thereof, if above that and un- 
der 95 hours, one third part thereof, and if above that, one half, 
all of which is to be paid without any deduction whatſoever, a- 
greeable to the articles herein before mentioned. ibid. \ 7. 

56. Every officer, ſeaman or mariner diſabled in the line of his 
daty, ſhall be entitled to receive for his own life, and the life of 
his wife, if a married man, at the time of receiving the wound, 
one half his monthly pay.

57, All the money accruing, or which has already accrued from 
the ſale of prizes, ſhall be and remain forever a fund for the pay* 
ment of the half pay to the officers and ſeamen who may be enti- 
rled to receive the ſame—and if the ſaid fund ſhall be inſufficient 
for this purpoſe, the public faith is hereby pledged to make up the 
deficiency— Eur if it ſhould be more than ſufficient, the ſurplus 
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ſhall be applied as Congreſs may hereafter direct by law, to the 
making ot further proviſion for the comfort of the diſabled officers 
ſeamen, and mariners, and for ſuch as may not be diſabled, who 
may merit -by their bravery, or their long and faithful ſervices, 
the gratitude of their country.

53, The faid fund ſhall be under the management and direction 
of the Secretary of the Navy, the Secretary ot the Jreaſury, and

ſurement of every ſhip or veſiel above 200 tons, 200 cents; far 

all other ſervices by this act to be performed by fach ſurveyor, 
on board any ſhip or veſſel of 100 tons or upwards, having on 
board goods, wares or merchandiſe ſubje& to duty, 3 dollars; 
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for the like ſervices on board any ſhip or veflel of leſs than 100 
tons burthen, having on board goods, wares or merchandiſe 
{ſubject to duty, one and an half dollar, on all veſiels not having 
on board geods, wares or merchandiſe ſubject to duty, two thirds 
of a dollar. All which fees ſhall be paid by the matter or own-

offender, being thereof duly convicted, hall, for every ſuch of.

any perſon ſhall ſteal the mail, or ſhall ſteal or take from or out of 
any mail, or from or out of any poſt office, any letter or packet, 
or if any perſon ſhall take the mail, or any letter or packet there- 
trom or from any poſt ofiice, whether with or without the conſent 
of the perſon having cuſtody thereof, and ſhall open, embezzle, 
or deſtroy any ſuch mail, letter or packet, the ſame containing any 
article of value, or evidence of any debt, due, demand, right or 
claim, or if any perſon ſhall, by fraud or deception, obtain from 
any perſon having cuſtody thereof, any mail, letter or packet, 
containing any article of value, or evidence thereof, {uch offender 
or offenders, on conviction thereof, ſhall be whipped, not exceed- 
ing zo Jaſhes, or impriſoned, not exceeding 2 years, or both, at 
the diſcretion of the court before whom ſuch conviction is had.

20. All newſpapers conveyed in the mail ſhall be under cover, 
open at one end, and charged with a poſtage of 1 cent each for 
any diſtance not more than 100 miles, and 1 and an half cent for 
any greater diſtance : Provided that the poltage of a ſingle newſ- 
paper from any one place to another in the lame ſtate, ſhall not 
exceed 1 cent; and the Poſtmaſter-General may make ſuch regu- 
lations as to require thoſe who receive newſpapers by poſt, to pay 
always the amount of t quarter's poſtage in advance. 

If any perſon employed in any department of the poſt-office 
ſhall improperly detain, delay, embezzle or deitroy any newſpa- 
per, or thall permit any other perſon to do the like, or ſhall 
open or permit any other to open any mail or packet of newſpa- 
pers not directed to the office where he is employed, he ſhall, on 
conviction thereof, forfeit a fam not exceeding 50 dollars for every 
ſuch offence. And if any other perſon {hall open any mail or 
packet of newſpapers, or ſhall embezzle or deſtroy the ſame, not 
being directed to himſelf, or not being authoriſed, to receive and 
open the ſame, he ſhall, on conviction thereof, pay a ſum nor 
exceeding 20 dollars for every ſuch offence. And if auy perſon 
ſhall take or ſteal any packet, bag or mail of newſpapers from or 
out of any polt-office, or from any perſon having cuftody thereof, 
ſach perſon ſhall, on conviction, be impriſoned, not exceeding 3 
months fer every ſuch offence, to be kept at hard labour, during 
the period of ſuch impriſonment. 

If any perſon ſhall encloſe or concea] a letter or other thing, or 
any memorandum in writing in a newſpaper, or among any pac- 
kage of newſpapers, which he ſhall have delivered into any poſt- 
office, or to any perſon for that purpoſe, in order that the fame 
may be carried by poſt, free of letter poſtage, he ſhall forfeit the 
lum of 5 dollars ſor every ſuch offence : and the letter, newſpaper 
package memorandum, or other thing, ſhall not be delivered to 
the perſon to whom it is directed, until the amount of ſingle let- 
ter poſtage is paid for each article of which the package ſhall be 
compoſed. 

No newſpapers ſhall be received by the poſtmaſters to be 
conveyed by poſt, unleſs they are ſufficiently dried and encloſed 
in proper wrappers, on which, beſides the direction, ſhall be not- 
ed the number of papers which are encloſed for ſabſcribers, and 
the number for printers. 

The Poſtmaſter-General, in any contract he may enter into for 
the conveyance ot the mail, may authoriſe the perſon with whom 
luch contract is to be made, to carry new{papers, magizines and 
pamphlets other than thoſe conveyed in the mail,

21. The Poſtmaſter General is authoriſed to allow to the poſt- 
malters, reſpectively, ſuch commiſſion on the monies ariſing from 
the poſtages of letters and packets, as ſhall be adequate to their 
reſpective ſervices and expences: Provided, that the faid commiſ- 
ſion ſhall not exceed 30 per cent. on the 100 dollars collected in

The Poſtmaſter- General may allow to the poltmaſters, 
reſpectively, a commiſſion of 50 per cent. on the monies ariling 
from the poſtages of the newſpapers, magazines and pamphlets ;

quired and establiſhed by che health laws of any state or purſu- 
ant therero reſpecting any veſſels arriving in, or bound to, any 
port or district thereof. whether from a foreign port or place, 
or from another district of the U. S. ſhall be duly obſerved by the 
collectors, and all other officers of the revenue of the U. S. ap-

O information being given to the Preſident of the U. S. 
proving ſatisfactorily to him that any citizen of the U. S. who shall 
have been or may be found on board any vefiel of war of either 
of the powers at war with the French Republic, and who shall 
have been impreſſed or forced by violence or threats to enter on 
board ſuch veilel, hath ſuffered death, or hath received other cor- 
poral punishment, or shall he impriſoned with unuſual ſeverity 
by order ofthe Executive Directory of the French Republic, or 
of any officer or agent acting under their authority in purſuance 
of any decree of the ſaid Directorv, or law of ihe French Repub- 
lic ; it ſhall be lawful for the Preſident - of the U. S. and he is 
hereby empowered and required to cauſe the moſt vigorous rYera- 
liation te be executed on any ſuch citizens of rhe French Repub- 
lic, as have been or hereafter may be captured in purſuance of 
any of the laws of the U. S. March 3, 1799, c.

1. HE Executive department, denominated the Department 
of Foreign Affairs, ſhall hereafter be denominated the Depart- 
ment of State, and the principal officer therein ſhall hereafter be 
called the Secretary of State.

Treaty of Peace and Amity xith ALGIERS. 


Art, ron the date of the prefent treaty, there ſhall ſubſiſ 
a firm and ſincere peace and amity between the Preſident and ci- 
tizens of the U. S. and Haſſan Baſhaw, Dey of Algiers, his Diran 
and ſubjects : the veſſels and ſubjects of both nations reciprocal) 
treating each other with civility, honor and reſpect. 

Art. II. All veſſels belonging to the citizens of the U. S. fhal 
be permitted to enter the different ports of the Regency, to trade 
with our ſubjects, or any other or and reſiding within our url 


| diction, on paying the uſual duties at our cuſtom- houſe that is paid 


byull nations at peace with this Regency; obſerving that all oode 
diſembarked and not fold here ſhall be permitted ta be reipbark 
ed withour paying any duty whatever, either for diſembarking ot 
embarking. All naval and military ſtores. ſuch as gun- powde!, 
lead, iron, plank, ſulphur, timber fox building, tar, pitch, roſu 
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turpentine, and any other goods denominated naval and military 
ſtores, ſhall be permitted to be ſold in this Regency, without pay- 
ing any duties whatever at the cuſtom-houſe of this Regency. 

Art. z. The veſſels, of both nations ſhall'paſs each other with- 
out any impediment or moleſtation ; and all goods, monies or paſ- 
ſengers, of whatſoever nation, that may be on board of the veſ- 
ſele belonging to either party, ſhall be conſidered as inviolable, 
and ſhall be allowed to paſs unmoleſted. 

Art. 4. All ſhips of war belonging to this Regency, on meet- 
ing with merchant-veſlels belonging to citizens of the U. S. ſhall 
be allowed to viſit them with two perſons only beſide the row- 
ers ; theſe two only permitted to go on board faid veſſel, with- 
out obtaining exprels leave ſrom the commander of ſaid veſſel, 
who ſhall compare the paſſport, and immediately permit ſaid 
veſſel to proceed on her voyage unmoleſted. All ſhips of war be- 
longing to the U. S. on meeting with an Algerine cruiſer, and 
hat have ſeen her paflport and certificate from the Conſul of 
the U. S. reſident in this Regency, ſhall be permitted to proceed 
on her cruile unmolefted ; no paſſport to be iſſued to any ſhip 
but ſuch as are abſolutely the property of citizens of the U. 8.

Art. 5. No commander of any cruiſer belonging to this re gen- 
cy, {hall be allowed to take any perſon, of whatever nation or

Art. 6. If any veſſel belonging to the U. S. ſhall be ſtranded on 
the coaſt of this Regency, they ſhall receive every poſſible affiſt- 
ance from the ſubjects of this Regency, all goods ſaved from rhe 
wreck ſhall be permitted to be reimbarked on board of any other 
veſſel, without paying any duties at the cuſtom-houſe. | 

Art. J. The Algerines are not, on any pretence whatever, to 
give or ſell any veſſel of war to any nation at war with the U. S.

Ari. 8. Any citizen of the U. S. having bought any prize con- 
demned by the Algerines, ſhall not be again captured by the crul- 
ſers of the regency then at fea, although they have not a paſſport; 
a certificate from the conſul reſident being deemed ſufficient, until 
ſuch time they can procure ſuch paſſport. 

Art. 9. If any of the Barbary ſtates at war with the U. S. ſhall 
capture any American veſſel and bring her into any of the ports 
of this Regency, they ſhall not be permitted toſell her, but ſhall 
depart the port on procuring the requiſite ſupplies of proviſion. 

Art. 10. Any veſſel belonging to the U. S. when at war with any 
ether nation, ſhall be permitted to ſend their prizes into the ports 


of the Regency, have leave to diſpoſe of them, withgut paying.

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any duties on ſale thereof. All veſſels wanting proviſions or 

refreſuments, ſhall be permitted to buy them at market price. 
Art. 11. All ſhips of war belonging to the U. S. on anchoring in the 

ports of the regency, ſhall receive the uſual preſents of proviſi- 


ons and refreſhments, gratis. Should any ot the flaves of this 


regency make their efcape on board ſaid veſſels, they ſhall be 
immediately returned. No excuſe ſhall be made that they have 
hid themſelyes amongſt the people and cannot be found, or any 
other equivocation. | 

Art. 12. No citizen of the U. S. ſhall be obliged to redeem any 
ſlave againſt his will, even ſhould he be his brother; neither ſhall 
the owner of a ſlave be forced to ſell him againſt his will: bur 
all ſuch agreements muſt be made by conſent of parties. Should 
any American citizen be taken on board an enemy-ſtip, by the 
cruiſers of this Regency having a regular paſlport, ſpecifying 
they are citizens of the U. S. they ſhall be immediately ſet at li- 
berty. On the contrary, they having no paſſport, they and their 
property ſhall be conſidered law ful prize ; as this Regency know 
their friends by their paſſports. 

Art. 13. Should any of the citizens of the U, S. die within the 
limits of this Regency, the Dey and his ſubjects ſhall not inter- 
fere with the property of the deceaſed ; but it ſhall be under the 
immediate direction of the conſul : unleſs otherwiſe diſpoſed of by 
will, Should there be no conſul the effects ſhall be 8 in 
the hands of ſome perſon worthy of truſt, until the party ſhall ap- 
pear who has a right to demand them ; when they ſhall render 
an account of the property. Neither ſhall the Dey or Divan give 
hindrance in the execution of any will that may appear. 

Art. 14. No citizen of the U. S. ſhall be obliged to purchaſe any 
goods againſt his will; but, on the contrary, ſhall be allowed to 
purchale whatever it pleaſeth him. The conſul of the U. S. or 
any other citizen, ſhajl not be amenable for debts contracted by 
any one of their own nation; ualeſs previouſly they have given a 
written obligation ſo to do. Should the Dey waut to freight any 
American veſle] that may be in the Regency, or Turkey, fac 
veſſel not being engaged, in conſequence of the friendſhip ſub ſiſt- 
ing between the two nations, he expects to have the preference 
given him, on his paying the ſame freight offered by any other 
nation. 

Art. 15. Any diſputes or ſuits at law, that may take place be- 
tween the ſabjects of the Regency and the citizens of the U.S, 


ſhall be decided by the Dey in perſon, and no othtr, Any diſputes * 


that may ariſe between the citizens of the U.S. ſhall be decided 
by the conſul; as they are in ſuch caſes not ſubject to the laws of 
this Regency. 

Art. 10. Should any citizen of the U. S. kill, wound, or ſtrike 
a ſubject of this Regency, he ſhall be puniſhed in the ſame manner 
as a Turk, and not with more ſeverity, Should any citizen ol 
the U. S. in the above predicament, eſcape priſon, the conſnl ſhall 
not become anſwerable for him. 
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Art. 17. The conſul of the U. S. ſhall have every perſonal ſe- 
curity given him and his houſhold : he ſhall have liberty to exer - 
ciſe his religion in his own houſe: all ſlaves of the ſame religion 
ſhall not be impeded in going to ſaid conſul's houſe, at hours 
of prayer. The conſul ſhall have liberty and perſonal ſecurity 
given him to travel whenever he pleaſes, within the Regency : he 
hall have free licence to go on board any veſſel lying in our roads, 
whenever he ſhall think fit. The conſul ſhall have leave to ap- 
point his own drogaman and broker. 

Art, 18. Should a war break out between the two nations, the 
conſul of the U. S. and all citizens of ſaid ſtates, ſhall have leave 
to embark themſelves and property unmoleſted, on board of what 
veſſel or veflzls they ſhall think proper. | 

Art. 19. Should the cruiſers of Algiers capture any veſſel, hav- 
ing citizens of the U. S. on board, they having papers to prove 
they are really fo, they and their property ſhall be immediately 
diſcharged. And ſhould the veſſels of the U. S. capture any veſſels 
of nations at war with them, having ſubjects of this Regency on 
board, they ſhall be treated in like manner. 

Art, 20. On a veſſel of war belonging to the U. S. anchoring 
in our ports, the conſul is to inform the Dey of her arrival ; and 
ſhe ſhall be ſaluted with 21 guns, which ſhe is to return in the 
fame quantity or number. And the Dey will fend freſh proviſi- 
ons on board, as is cuſtomary, gratis. 

Art. 21. The conſul of the U. S. fhall not be required to pa 
duty for any thing he brings from a foreign country for the aſs 
of his houſe and family. | 

Art. 22. Should any diſturbance take place between the citi- 
zens of the U. S. and the ſubjects of this regency, or break any 
article of this treaty, war ſhall not be declared immediately, 
but every thing ſhall be ſearched into regularly: the party in- 
jured ſhall be made reparation. 

On the 21ſt of the Luna of Safer, 2210, correſponding with 
the 5th of September, 1795, Toſepk Donaldſon, jun. on the part 
of the U. S. agreed with Haffan Baſhaw, Dey of Algiers, to 
keep the articles contained in this treaty ſacred and inviolable ; 
which we the Dey and Divan promiſe to obſerve, on conſideration 
of the U. S. paying annually the value of 12,000 Algerine ſe- 
quins in maritime ſtores. Should the U. S. forward a larger 
quantity, the overplus ſhall be paid for in money, by the Dey 
and Regency. Any veſſel that may be captured from the date of 
his treary of peace and amity, ſhall immediately be delivered 
up on her arrival in Algiers. Concluded the $th Sept. 1795. 

For the purpoſe of defraying the expences of carrying into ef- 
fect the treaty made between the U. S. and the Dey and Re- 
gency of Algiers, the monies ariſing under the revenue laws of 
the U. S. which have been heretofore paſſed, not already appro- 
priated to anv other purpoſe, or ſo much thereof as may be ne- 
ceſſary, to the amount of 24,000 dollars per annum, are hereby 
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ledged and appropriated for the payment of the annuity ſtipu- 
late in the BY treaty, to be paid to the ſaid Dey and Regenc 
of Algiers: and to continue fo pledged and appropringee 0 
long as the ſaid treaty ſhall be in force. May 6, 1796, C. 19.

The United States: are of right treed and exonerated from the 
ſtipulations of the treaties, and of the conſular convention, 
heretofore eoncluded between the U. S. and France; and the 
ſame ſhall not henceforth be regarded as legally obligatory on 
the government or citizens of the U. S. July 7, 4 8. 77. 


Treaty of Peace with GREAT-BRITAIN. 

Art. 1. His Britannic anajeity acknowledges the U. S. viz. New- 
Hampſhire, Maflachuſetts-Bay, Rhode. land and Providence 
Plancations, Connecticut, New-York, New- ſerſey, Pennlylva- 
nia, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North-Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia, to be free, ſovereign and independent 
fates ; that he treats with them as ſuch ; and for himſelf, his 


, heirs and ſucceflors, relinquiſhes all claims to the government, 


propriety and territorial rights of the ſame, and every part 
thereof. T | | 
Art. 2. And that all diſputes which might ariſe in future, on 
the ſubje& of the boundaries of the ſaid U. S. may be prevent- 
ed, it is hereby agreed and declared, that the foilowing are, 
and fhall be their boundaries, viz. From the north-weſt angle of 
Nova-Scotia, viz. that angle which is formed by a line, drawn 
due north from the ſonrce of Saint Croix river to the Highlands; 
along the ſaid Highlands which divide thoſe rivers, that empty 
themſelves into tne river St, Lawrence, from thoſe which fall 
into the Arlantic Ocean, to the northweſternmoſt head of Con- 
necticut river, thence down along the middle of that river, to 
the forty-fifth degree of uorii latitude; from thence, by a line 
due weſt on ſaid latitude, until it ſtrikes the river Iroquis or Ca- 
taraquy; thence along the middle of faid river into Lake Onta- 
rio, through the middle of ſaid lake until it ſtrikes the commu- 
nication by water between that Jake and Lake Erie; thence 
along the middle of ſaid communication into Lake Erie, through 
the middle of ſaid lake until it arrives at the water-communica- 
tion between that lake and Lake Huron; thence along the mid- 
dle of ſaid water communication into the Lake Huron; thence 
through the middle of ſaid lake to the water communication be- 
tween that lake and Lake Superior ; thence through Lake Supe- 
rior northward of the ifles Roval and Philipeaux, to the Long 
Lake; thence through the middle of ſaid Long Lake, and the 


water communication between it and the Lake of the Woods, to 


the ſaid Lake of the Woods; thence through the ſaid Lake to 
the moſt north-weſtern point thereof, and from thence on a due 
welt courſe to the river Miſſiſippi; thence by a line to be drawn 
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alang tho middle of the ſaid river Miſſiſippi until it ſhall interſect 
the northernmolt part of the thirty firſt degree of north latitude. 
South by a line to be drawn due eaſt from the determination of 
tie line laſt mentioned, in the latitude of thirty-one degrees 
north of the Equator, to the middle of the river Apalachicola or 
Catahouche ; thence. along the middle thereof to its junction 
with the Flint river; thence ſtraight to the. head of St.

Mary's river to the Atlantic ocean. Eaſt by a line to be drawn 
along the middle of the river St. Croix, from its month in the 
Bay of Fundy to its ſource, and from its ſource directly north to 
the aforeſaid Highlands which divide the rivers that fall into the 
Atlantic ocean, from thoſe which fall into the river St. Lawrence : 
comprehending all iſlands within twenty leagues of any part of 
the ares of the U. S. and lying between lines to be drawn due 
eaſt from the points where the aforeſaid boundaries between No- 
ra- Scotia on the one part, and Eaſt-Florida on the other, ſhall 
reſpectively touch the Bay, of Fundy and the Atlantic ocean; 
excepting {uch iſlands as now are, or heretofore have been within 
che limits of the ſaid province of Nova- Scotia. 

Art, 3. It is agreed that the people of the U. S. ſhall continue 
to enjoy unmoleſted the right to rake fiſh of every kind on the 
Grand Bank, and on all the other banks of Newfoundland ; al- 
ſo inthe gulph of St. Lawrence, and at all other places inthe ſea, 
where the inhabitants of both countries uſed at any time here- 
tokore to fiſh ; and alſo that the inhabitants of the U. S. ſhall 
have liberty to take fiſh of every kind on ſuch part of the coalt 
of Newfoundland as Britiſh fiſhermen. ſhall uſe (but not to dry 
or cure the ſame on that Ifland ;) and alſo on rhe coalts, bays 
and creeks of all other of his Britanuic Majeſty's dominions in A- 
merica : and that the American fiermen ſhall have liberty to 
dry and cure fiſhi in any of the unſettled bays, harbonrs and creeks 
of Nova-Scotia, Magdalen iſlands, and Labrador, ſo long as the

of them ſhall be ſettled, it ſhall not be lawful for the ſaid fiſh- 
ermen to dry or cure fiſh at ſuch ſettlement, without a previous a- 
greement for that purpoſe with the inhabirants, proprietors or 
poſlefſors of the ground.

Treaty of Amity, Commerce and Navigation with 
GREAT-BRIYAIN.

A-t, 1. There fie de a hem, inviolable and univerſal peace, 
and a true and ſincere friendſnip between his Britannic Majeſty, bis 
heirs and ſuccefiors and the U. S. and between their reſpective 
countries, territories, cities, towns and people of every degree, 
without exception of perſnns or places. | 

Art, 2. His Majeſty will withdraw all his troops and garriſons 
from ail poſts and places within the boundary lines aſſigned by 
the treaty of peace to the C. S. This evacuation ſhall take 
piace on or before the iſt June 1796, and all the proper meaſures

Whereas it is alleged by divers Britiſh merchants and 
others his Majeity's ſubjects, that debts, to a conſiderable amount 
which were bona fide contracted betore the peace, ſtill remain 
owing to them by citizens or inhabitants of the U.S, and that by 
the operation of various lawful impediments ſince the peace, not 
only the full recovery of the ſaid debts has been delayed, bur alſo 
the value and ſecurity thereof have been, in ſeveral inſtances, im- 
paired and leflened, ſo that by the ordinary courſe of judicial 
proceedings, the Britiſh creditors cannot now obtain, and actu— 
ally have and receive full and adequate compenſation for the loſſes 
and damages which they haye thereby ſuſtained, It is agreed, 
that in all ſuch caſes, where full compenſation tor ſuch lofles and 
damages cannot, for whatever reaſon, be actually obtained, had 
and received by the ſaid creditors in the ordinary courſe of jultice 
the U. S. will make full and complete compenſation for the ſame

Three of the ſaid commiſſioners ſhail conſtitute a board, and 
ſhall have power to do any act appertaining to the ſaid commil- 
lion, provided that i of the commiſſioners named on each ſide, 
and the fifth commiſſioner ſha]l be preſent, and all deciſions ſhall 
be made by the majority of the voices of the commiſſioners thea 
preſent, 13 months from the day on which the faid commiſſioners 
ſhall form a board, and be ready to proceed'to buſineſs, are aſſign- 
ed for receiving complaints and applications; but they are never- 
the le ſs authorized. in any particular caſes in which it ſhall appear 
to them to be reaſonable and jult, to extend the ſaid term of 18 
months, for any term not exceeding 6 months, after the expira- 
tion thereof. The faid commiſſioners ſhall firſt meet at Philadel- 
phia, bur they ſhall have power to adjourn from place to place as 
they ſhall ſee cauſe. 

The faid commiſſioners in examining the complaints and appli- 
cations ſo preferred to them, are empowered and required, in 
purſuance of the true intent and meaning of this article, to take 
into their conſideration all claims, whether of principal or inter- 
eſt, or balances of principal and intereſt, and ro determine the 
ſame reſpectively, according ro the merits of the ſeveral caſes, 
due regard being had to all the circumſtances thereof, and as equi- 
ty and juſtice ſhall appear to them to require. And the ſaid commiſ- 
ſioners ſhall have power to examine all ſuch perſons as ſhall come 
before them on oath or affirmation, touching the premiſes; and 
allo to receive in evidence, according as they may think molt con- 
ſiſtent with equity and juſtice, all written depoſitions, or books, 
or papers, or copies, or extracts thereof; every ſuch depoſition, 
book, or paper. or copy, or extract, being duly authennicated, 
either according to the legal forms now reſpectively exiſting in 
the 2 countries, or in ſuch other manner as the ſaid commiſſioners 
ſhall ſee cauſe to requie or allow. 

The award of the ſaid commiſſioners, or of any 3 of them as 
aforeſaid, ſhall in caſes be final and concluſive, both as to the 
Juſtice of the claim, and to the amount of the ſum to be paid to 
the creditor or claimant : And the U. S. undertake to cauſe the 
ſum ſo awarded to be paid in ſpecie to fuch creditor or claimant 
without deduction ; and at ſuch time or times, and at ſuch place 
or places, as ſhall be awarded by the ſaid commiſſioners ; and on 
condition of ſuch releaſes or aſſignments to be given by the credi- 
tor or claimant, as by the faid commiſſioners may be directed : 
Provided always, that no ſuch payment (tall be fixed by the ſaid 
commiſſioners to take place ſooner than 12 months from the day 
of the exchange of the ratifications of this treaty. 

Art. 7. Whereas complaints have been made by divers mer. 
chants and others, citizens of the U. S. that during the conrſe of 
the war in which his majeſty is now engaged, they have ſuſtained 
conſiderable loſſes and damage, by reaſon of irregular or illegal 
captures, or condemnation of their veſlels and other proper- 
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ty, under color of authority or commiſſions f rom his msjeſty, 
and that from various circumltances belonging to the ſaid 
.caſes, adequate compenſation for the Jlofics and damages 40 ſuſtain- 
ed cannot now be actually obtained, nad and received by the or- 
dinary courſe of judicial proceedings : it is agreed, that in all 
ſuch caſes, where adequate compenſation canuot, for whateyer 
reaſon, be now actualiy obtained, bad and rec *1Ved by the ſaid 
merchants and others, ip the ordinary courle of Juſtice. full and 
complete compenſation for the ſame Will be mag by the Britiſh 
government to the ſaid complainants. But it is diſtinctly under- 

ood, that this proviſion is not to extend to ſuch loſſes or damages 
as have been occaſioned by the maniteſt delay or neghgence, or 
wilful omiſſion of the claimant. 

Thar for the purpoſe of aſcertaining the amount of any ſuch 
Jofles and damages, 5 commiſiioners ſhall be appointed and autho- 
rized to act in London, exactly in the manner directed with re- 
ſpect to theſe mentioned in the preceding article, and after hav- 
ing raken the fame oath or atarmation (mutatis mutandis) the 
ſame term of 13 months is alſo aſligned for the reception of claims, 
and they are in like manner authoriſed to extend the ſame in par- 
ticular caſes. They ſhall receive teſtimony, books, papers and 
evidence in the {ime latitude, and exerciſe the like diſcretion and 
powers reſpecting that ſubject ; and ſhall decide the claims ij: 
queſtion according to the merits of the ſeveral caſes, and to Juſ. 
xice, equity, and the laws of nations. The award of the ſaid 
commiſſioners, or any ſuch 3 of them as afore;uid, {null in all 
caſes be final and concluſive, both as to the juliice of the claim, 
and the amount of the ſum to be paid to the claimant ;- and his 
Britannic majeſty undertakes to cauſe the (: me to be paid to ſuch 
claimant in ſpecie, without any deduction, at ſuch place or places 
and at ſach time er times, as ſhall be awarded bs the faid com- 
millioners, and on condition of ſuch releaſes or aſſignments to be

that not only the now-exiſting caſes of both deſcriptions, but allo 
all ſach as ſhall exiſt at the time of exchanging the ratifications ot 
this treaty, ſhall be conſidered as being within the proviſions, in- 
tent, and meaning, of this article. | 7 

Art. 8. It is further agreed, that the commiſſioners mention- 
ed in this & in the 2 preceding articles ſhall be reſpectively paid 
in ſuch manner as ſhall be agreed between the 2 parties, ſuch a- 
greement being to be ſettled at the time of the exchange of the 
ratifications of this treaty. And all other expences attending 
the ſaid commiſſions ſhall be defrayed jointly by the two parties, 
the ſame being previoully aſcertained & allowed by the majority 
ot the commiſſioners. And in the caſe of death, ſickneſs or neceflary 
ablence, the place of every ſuch commiſſioner reſpectively ſhall 
be ſupplied in the ſame manner as ſuch commiſhoner was tirſt ap- 
pointed, and the new commillioners ſhall take the ſame oath or 
affirmation and do the ſame duties, 

Art. 9. It is agreed that Britiſh ſubjects who now hold lands in 
the territories of the U. S. and American citizens who now hold 
lands in the Dominions of his Majeſty, ſhall continue to hold them 
according to the nature and tenure of their reſpective eſtates and 
titles therein; and may grant, ſell, or deviſe the ſame to whom 
they pleaſe, in like manner as if they were natives ; and that 
neither they nor their heirs, or aſſigns ſhall ſo far as may reſpect 
the ſaid lands and the legal remedies incident thereto, be regard- 
ed as aliens. 

Art. 10. Neither the debts due ſrom individuals of the one na- 
tion to individuals of the other, nor ſhares, ner monics which 
they may have in the public funds, or in the public or private 
banks, ſhall ever in any event of war or rational differences be 
ſequeſtered or confiſcated, it being unjuſt and impolitic that debts 
and engagements contracted and made by individuals, having 
confidence in each other and in their reſpective governments, 
ſhould ever be deſtroyed or impaired by national authority on ac- 
count of national differences ana diſcontents. 

Art, 11. It is agreed between his Majeſty and the U.S. that 
there ſhall be a reciprocal and entirely perfect liberty of naviga- 
tion and commerce between their reſpective people, in the man- 
ner, under the limitations and on the conditions ſpecified in the 
following articles: 

Art. 12. His Majeſty conſents that it ſhall and may be lawful 
during the time herein, after limited, for the citizens of the 
U.S. to carry to any of his Majeſty's iſlands and ports in-the 
Weſt-Indies from the U. S. in their own veſſels, not being above 
the burthen of 70 tons, any goods or merchandizes, being of rhe 

growth, manufacture or produce of the ſaid ſtates, which it is or 
may be lawful to carry to the ſaid iſlands or ports from the ſaid 
* N nn 
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ſtates in Britiſh veſſels and that the ſaid American veſſels ſhall be 
ſubject there to no other or higher tonnage duties or- charges 
than ſhall be payable by Britiſh veſſels in the ports of the U. S. 
and that the cargoes of the ſaid American vefſtels ſhall be ſubject 
there to no other or higher duties or charges, than ſball be paya- 
ble on the like articles if imported there from the ſaid ſtates in 
Britiſh veſſels. Fs | 

And his Majeſty alſo conſents, that it ſhall be lawful for the 
faid American citizens to purchafe, load, and carry away in their 
faid veſſels to the U. S. from the ſaid iflands and ports, all ſuch 
articles, being of the growth, manufacture or produce of the {aid 
Hands, as may now by law be carried from thence to the ſaid 
ſtates in Britiſh veſlels, & ſabje&t only to the fame duties & charges 
on exportation, to which Britiſh veilels & their cargoes are or ſhall 
be ſubje& in ſimilar circumſtances. 
Provided always, that the faid American veſſels do carry and 
land their cargoes in the U. S. only, it being expreſsly agreed 
and declared, that during the continuance ot this article, rhe U. 
S. will prohibit and reſtrain the earrying any molatles, ſugar, 
coffee, cocoa or cotton in American vellels, either from his Ma. 
jeſty's iſlands, or from the U. S. to any part of the world except 
the U. S. reaſonable fea-ſtores excepted; Provided allo, that it 
ſhall and may be lawful, during the fame period, for Britiſh vel- 
ſels to import from the ſaid iſlands into the U. S. and to export 
from the U. S. to the ſaid iſlands, all articles whatever, being of 
the growth, produce or manufacture of the ſaid iftands, or of the 


U. S. reſpectively, which now may, by the laws of the ſaid ſtates, - 


be ſo imported and exported. And that the eargoes of the {aid 
Britiſh veſſels ſhall be ſubject to no other or higher duties or 
charges, than ſhall be payable on the ſame article if ſo imported 
or exported in American veliels, 

It is agreed that this article and every matter and thing there- 
in contained, ſhall continue to be in force during the continuance 
of the war in which his Majeſty is now engaged ; and allo for 2 
years from and after the day of the ſignature of the preliminary 
or other articles of peace, by which the ſame may be terminated, 

And it is further agreed, that at the expiration of the ſaid term, 
the two contracting parties will endeavour further to regulate 
their commerce in this reſpect, according to the ſituation in which 
his Majeſty may then find himſelf with refpect to the Welt- Indies, 
and with a view to ſuch arrangements as may belt conduce to 
the mutual advantage and extenſion of commerce. And the 
ſaid parties will then alſo renew their diſcuſſions, and endeavour 
to agree, whether in any and what caſes, neutral veflels fl 
protect enemy's property; and in what caſes proviſions and o- 
ther articles, not generally contraband, may become ſuch, But 
in the mean time, their conduct towards each other in theſe re- 
ſpects, ſhall be regulated by the articles herein- after inſerted on 
thoſe ſubjects. 
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Att. 13. His Majeſty conſents that the veſiels belonging to the 
citizens of the U. S. ſhall be admitted & holpitably received, in all 
the ſea- ports and harbours of the Britiſh territories in the Eaſt- 
Indies. And that rhe citizens of the ſaid U. S. may freely carry 
on a trade between the ſaid territories and the ſaid U. S. in all ar- 
ticles of which the importation or exportation reſpectively, to or 
from the ſaid territories, ſhall not be entirely prohibited. Pro- 
vided only, that it ſhall not be lawful for them in any time of 
war between the Britiſh, government and any other power or ſtate 
whatever, to export from the ſaid territories, without the ſpeci- 
al permiſſion of the Britiſh government there, any 1 
ſtores, or naval ſtores, or rice. The citizens of zhe U. S. ſhall 
pay for their veſſels when admitted into the ſaid ports no other 
or higher tonnage- duty than ſhall be payable on Britiſh veſſels when 


admitted into the ports of the U. S. And they ſhall pay no other ep 


higher duties or charges, on the importation or exportation of 
the cargoes of the ſaid veſſels, than ſhall be payable on the ſame 
articles when imported or exported in Britiſh veſſels. But it is 
expreisly agreed, that the veſlels of the U. S. ſhall not carry a- 
ny of the articles exported by them from the ſaid Britiſh territo- 
ries, to any port or place, except to ſome port or place in Ame- 
rica, where the ſame ſhall be unladen, and ſuch regulations ſhall 
be adopted by both parties, as ſhall from time to time be found 
neceſſary to enforce the due and faithful cbſervance of this ſti- 
pulation, It is alſo underſtood that the permiſſion granted by 
this article, is not to extend to allow the veflels of the U. S. to 
carry on any part of the coaſting- trade of the ſaid Britiſh territo- 
ries; but veſſels going with their original cargoes, or part 
thereof, from one port of diſcharge ro another, are not to be 
conſidered as carrying on the coalting-trade, Neither is this ar- 
ticle to be conſtrued to allow the citizens of the ſaid ſtates to ſet- 
tle or reſide within the ſaid territories. or to go into the interi- 
or parts thereof, without the permiſſion of the Britiſh govern- 
ment eſtabliſhed there; and if any tranſgreſhon ſhould be at- 
tempted againit the regulations of the, Britiſh government in 
this reſpect, the obſervance of the ſame ſhall and may be enforced 
againſt the citizens of America in the ſame manner as againſt Bri- 
tiſh ſubjects or others tranſgreſüng the ſame rule. And the ci- 
tizens ofthe U. S. whenever they arrive in any port or harbour 
in the ſaid territories, or if they ſhould be permitted in manner 
aforeſaid, to po to any other place therein, ſhall always be ſub- 
jet to the laws, government and juriſdiction of what nature e- 
ſtabliſhed in ſuch harbour, pert or place, according as the ſame 
may be. The citizens of the U. S. mav alſo touch for refreſh- 
ment at the iſland of St. Helena, but ſubject in all reſpects io 
ſuch regulations as the Britiſh government may from time to time 
eſtabliſh there. | 
Art. 14. There ſhall be between all the dominions of his Ma- 
jeſty in Europe and the territories of the U. S. a z eciprocal and 
perfect liberty of commerce and navigation. The people and 
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inhabitants of the 2 countries reſpectively, ſhall have liberty ſree- 
ly and ſecurely, and without hindrance and moleſtation, to come 
with their ſhips and cargoes to the lands, countries, cities, ports, 
places and rivers, within the dominions and territories aloretaid, 
to enter into the ſame, to reſort there, and to remain and relide 
there, without any limitation of time, Alſo to hire and poffeſs 
houſes and ware-houſes for the purpoſes of their commerce, and 
generally the | merchants and traders on each fide, ſhall enjoy 
the moſt complete protection and ſecurity for their commerce; 
but ſabje& always as to what reſpects this article, to the Jaws 
and ſtatutes of the 2 countries reſpectively. 

Art, 15. It is agreed that no other or higher duties ſhall be 
Paid by the ſhips or merchandize of the one party in the ports 
of the other, than ſuch as are paid by the like veſſels or merchan- 
dize of all other nations. Nor ſhall any other or higher duty be 
impoſed in one country on the importation of auy articles the 
growth, produce or manufacture of the other, than are or fhall 
be payable on the importation of the like articles being of the 
growth, produce or manufacture of any other foreign country, 
Nor ſhall any prohibition be impoſed on the exportation or im- 
Portation of any articles to or from the territories of the two 
parties reſpectively, which ſhall not equally extend 10 all other 
Nations, 

But the Britiſh government reſerves to itſelf the right of impo- 
ſing on American veſſels entering into the Britiſh ports in Europe, 
a tonnage duty equal to that which ſhall be payable by Britiſh 
veſlels in the ports of America: And alſo ſuch duty as may be 
adequate to countervail the difference of duty now payable on the 
importation of European and Aſiatic goods, when imported into 
the U. S. in Britiſh or in American vellels, 

The two parties agree to treat for the more exact equalization 
of the duties on the reſpective navigation of their ſubjects and 
people, in ſuch manner as may be molt beneficial to the two coun- 
tries, The arrangements for this purpoſe ſhall be made art the 
ſame time, with thoſe mentioned at the concluſion of the tweltth 
article of this treaty, and are to be conſidered as a part thereof. 
In the interval it is agreed, that the U. S. will not impoſe any 
new or additional tonnage duties on Britiſh veſſels, nor increaſe 
the now ſubſiſting difference between the duties payable on the 
importatinn of any articles in Britiſh or in American veſſels, 

Art. 16. It ſhall be free for the two contracting parties, reſpec- 
tively to appoint conſuls for the protection of trade, to reſide in 
the dominions and territories aforeſaid; and the ſaid conſuls ſhall 
enjoy thoſe liberties and rights which belong to them by reaſon 
of their ſunction. But before any conſul ſhall act as ſuch, he ſhall 
be in the uſual forms approved and admitted by the party to whom 
he is ſent; and it is hereby declared to be lawful and proper, that 


in caſe of illegal er improper conduct towards the Jaws or ge, 


vernment, a conſul may either be puniſhed according to law, 1

Art. 17. It is agreed, that in all caſes where veſſels ſhall be 
captured or detained on juſt ſuſpicion of having on board enemy's 
property, or of carrying to the enemy any of the articles which 
are contraband of war; the ſaid veſſel. ſhall be brought to the 
neareſt or moſt convenient port; and if any property of an enemy 
ſhould be found on board tuch veſlel, thar part only which belongs 
to the enemy ſhall be made prize, and the veflel ſhall be at liber- 

| ty to proceed with the remainder without any impediment. And 
it is agreed, that all proper meaſures ſhall be taken to prevent

It is likewiſe agreed, that the ſubjects and citizens of 
the 2 nations, ſhall not do any acts of hoſtility or violence againlt 
each other, nor accept commiſhons or inſtructions ſo to act irom 
any foreign prince or ſtate, enemies to the other party; nor ſha]! 
the enemies, of one of the parties be permitted to invite, or endea- 
vour to inliſt in their military fervice, any of the ſubje&s or cit» 
zens of the other party ; and the laws againlt all ſuch offences and 
aggreſſions hall be punctually executed. And if any ſubject or 
citizen of the ſaid parties reſpectively, ſhall accept any foreign 
commiſſion, or letters of marque, for arming any veflel to act as a 
privateer againſt the other party, and be taken by the other par- 
ty, it is hereby declared to be lawful for the ſaid party, to treat 
and puniſh the ſaid ſubje& or citizen, having ſuch commiſſion or 
letters of marque, as a pirate. 


Art. 22. It is expreſsly ſtipulated, that neither of the ſaid con- 


tracting parties will order or authorize any acts of reprilal a- 
gainſt the other, on complaints of injuries or damages, until the 
{aid party ſhall firit have preſented to the other a ſtatement there- 
of, verified by competent proof and evidence, and demanded juſ- 
tice and ſatisfaction, and the ſame ſhall either have been refuled 
or unreaſonably delayed. 

Art. 23. The ſhips of war of each of the contracting parties 
ſhall, at all times, be hoſpitably received in the ports of the 
other, their ofſicers and crews paying due reſpect to the laws and 
government of the country. The ofiicers ſhall be treated with 
that reſpect which is due to the commiſſions which they bear, and 


if any inſult ſhould be offered to them by any of the inhabitants, 


all offenders in this reſpect ſhall be puniſhed as diſturbers of the 
peace and amity between the 2 countries. And his majeſty con- 
lents, that in caſe an American veſſel ſhould, by ſtreſs of weather, 
danger from enemies or other misfortune, be reduced to the ne- 
ceflity of ſeeking ſhelter in any of his majeſty's ports, into which 
ſuch veflel could not in ordinary caſes claim to be admitted, ſhe 
ſhall, on manifeſting that neceſſity to the ſatisfaction of the go- 
vernment of the place, be hoſpitably received and be permitted 
to refit, and to purchaſe at the market price, ſuch neceflaries as 
ſhe may ſtand in need of, conformably to ſuch orders and regula- 
tions as the government of the place, having reſpect to the eir- 
cumſtances of each caſe, ſhall preſcribe. She ſhall not be allow« 
ed to break bulk or unload her cargo, unleſs the ſame ſhall be 
bona fide neceflary to her being refitted. Nor ſhall be per- 
mitred to ſell any part of her cargo, unleſs ſo much only as may 
be neceflary to defray her expenſes, and then not without the 
expreſs permiſſion of the government of the place. Nor ſhall ſhe 
be obliged to pay any duties whatever, except only on ſuch arti. 
cles as the may be permitted to (ell for the purpoſe aforeſaid,

483 Treaties. 


Art. 24. It fhall not be lawful for any foreign privateers (not 
being ſubjects or citizens of either of the ſaid parties) who have 
commiſſions from any other prince or ſtate in enmity with either 
nation, to arm their ſhips in the ports of either of the ſaid par- 
ties, nor to ſell what they have taken, nor in any other manner 
to exchange the ſame ; nor ſhall they be allowed to purchaſe 
more proviſions, than ſhall be neceſſary for their going to the 
neareſt port of that prince or ſtate from whom they ebtained 
their commiſſions, 

Art. 25. It ſhall be lawful for the ſhips of war and privateers 
belonging to the ſaid parties reſpectively, to carry whitherſoeyer 
they pleaſe, the ſhips and goods taken from their enemies, With» 
out veingobliged to pay any fee to the officers of the admiralty, 
or to any judges whatever ; nor ſhall the ſaid prizes when they ar- 
rive at, and enter the ports of the ſaid parties, be detained or 
ſeized, neither ſhall the ſearchers or other officers of thoſe places 
vilit ſuch prizes, (except for the purpoſe of preventing the car- 
rying of any part of the cargo thereof on ſhore in any manner 
contrary to rhe eſtabliſhed laws of revenue, navigation or com- 
merce) nor ſhall ſuch officers take cognizance of the validity of 
ſach prizes; but they ſhall be at liberty to hoilt ſail, and depart as 
ſpeedily as may be, and carry their ſaid prizes to the place men- 
tioned in their commiſſions or patents, which the commanders of 
the ſaid ſhips of war or privateers ſhall be obliged to ſhew. No 
ſhelter or refuge ſhall be given in their ports te ſuch as have 
made a prize upon the ſubjects or citizens of either of the ſaid par- 

ties, but if forced by ſtreſs of weather, or the dangers of the fea, 
to enter therein, particular care ſhall be taken to haſten their de- 
arture, and to cauſe them to retire as ſoon as poſſible, Nothing 
in this treaty contained ſhall, however, be conſtrued or operate 
eontrary to former and exilting public treaties with other ſove- 
reigns or ſtates, But the 2 parties agree, that while they con- 
rinue in amity, neither of them will in future make any treaty 
that ſhall be inconſiſtent with this or the preceding article. 
Neither of the ſaid parties ſhall permit the ſhips or goods be- 
Jonging to the ſubjects or citizens of the other, to be taken with- 
in cannon ſhot of the coaſt, nor in any of the bays, ports, or rivers 
of their territories, by ſhips of war, or others having commiſſion 
from any prince, republic, or (tate whatever, But iv caſe it ſhould 
ſo happen, the party whoſe territorial rights ſhall thus have been 
violated; ſhall uſe his utmoſt endeavours to obtain from the offend- 
ing party, full and ample ſatisfaction for the veflel or veſſels fo 
taken, whether the ſame be veſſels of war or merchant veſflels. 
Art. 26. If at any time a rupture ſhould take place, (which 
God forbid) between his Majeſty and the U. S. the merchants 


and others of each ot the 2 nations, reſiding in the dominions of 


the other, ſhall have the privilege of remaining, and continuing 
their trade. ſo long as they behave peaceably, and commit no ot- 
tence againſt the laws; and in caſe their conduct ſhould render 
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them ſuſpected, and the reſpective governments ſhould think pro- 


per to order them to remove, the term of 12 months from the pub- 
lication of the order fha]l be allowed them for that purpoſe, to 


remove with their families, effects and property; but this fa: 


your ſhall not be extended to thoſe who ſhall act contrary to the 
eltabliſhed laws ; and for greater certainty, 1t 18 declared, that 
ſuch rupture ſhall not be deemed to exiſt, while negociations for 
accommodating differences ſhall be depending, nor until the re- 
ſpective ambaſſadors or miniſters, if ſuch there ſhall be, ſhall be 
recalled, or ſeut home on account of ſuch differences, and not on 
account of perſonal miſconduct, according to the nature and de- 
grees of which both parties retain their rights, either to requeſt 
the recal, or immediately to ſend home the ambaſſador or mini- 
{ter of the other; and that without prejudice to their mutual 
friendſhip and good underſtanding. | : 
Art. 27. It is farther agreed, that his Majeſty and the U. S. on 
mutual requiſitions, by them reſpectively, or by their reſpective 
miniſters or officers authorized to make the fame, will deliver u 
to juſtice all perſons, who being charged with murder or for- 
gery, committed within the juriſdiction of either, ſhall ſeek an 
alylum within any of the countries of the other, provided that this 
ſhall only be done on ſuch evidence of criminality, as, according 
to the laws of the place, where the fugitive or perſon ſo charged 


| ſhall be found, would juſtify his apprehenſion and commitment 


for trial, if the offence had there been committed, The expenſe 
of ſuch apprehenſion and delivery ſhall be borne and defrayed, 
by thoſe who make the requiſition and receive the fugitive. 


Art, 23, It is agreed, that the firſt 10 articles of this rreaty 


ſhall be permanent, and that the ſubſequent arricles, except the 
12th, ſhall be limited in their duration to 12 vears, to be com- 
puted from the day on which the ratifications of this treaty ſhall 
be exchanged, but ſubje& to this condition, Thar whereas the 
ſaid 12th article will expire by the limitation therein contained, 
at the end of 2 years from the ſigning of the preliminary or other 
articles of peace, which ſhall terminate the preſent war in which 
his Majeſty is engaged, it is agreed, that proper meaſures ſhall 
by concert be taken, for bringing the ſubject of that article into 
amicable treaty and diſcuſſion, ſo early before the expirati- 
on of the ſaid term, as that new arrangements on that head, may, 
by that time, be perfected, and ready to take place. But if it 
Mould unfortunately happen, that his Majeſty and the U. S. 
ſiould not be able to agree on ſuch new arrangements, in that 
caſe, all the articles of this treaty, except the firit 10, ſhall then 
ceaſe and expire together,

I AM honored with yonrs of Auguſt, zoth. Mine af the 7th 
nN . br f . 
of that month aſſured you that meaſures were taken for excluding 
from all further aſy lum in our ports, veſſels armed in them to cruize 
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on nations with which we are at peace, and for the reſtoration 
of the prizes the Lovely Laſs, Prince William Henry, and the 
Jane of Dublin; and that ſhould the meaſures for reſtitution 

ail in their effect, the Preſident conſidered it as incumbent on the 
United States to make compenſation for the veſſels. 

We are bound by our treaties with three of the belligerent na- 
tions, by all the means in our power, to protect and defend their 
veſlels and effects in our ports, or waters, or on the ſeas near our 
ſhores, and ro recover and reſtore the ſame to the right owners 
when taken from them. If all the means in our power are uſed, 
and fail in their effect, we are not bound by our treaties with 
thoſe nations to make compenſation. 

Though we have no ſimilar treaty with Great-Brimin, it was 
the opinion of the Preſident, that we ſhould ute towards that na- 
tion the ſame rule, which under this article, was to govern us 
with the other nations ; and even to extend it to captures made 
on the high teas, and brought into our ports: if done by veſſels 
which had been armed within them. | 

Having, for particular reaſons, forbore to uſe all the means in 
our power for the reſtitution of the three veſſels mentioned in my 
letter of Auguſt 7th, the Preſident thought it incumbent on the 
United States to make compenſation for them. And though no- 
thing was ſaid in that letter of other veſſels taken under like cir» 
camitances and brought in after the 5th of June, and before the 
date of that letter, yet when the fame forbearance had taken 
place, it wasand is his opinion, that compenſation would be 
equally due. 

As to prizes made under the ſame circumſtances, and brought in 
after the date of that letter, the Preſident determined, that all 
the means in our power ſhould be uſed for their reſtitution. If 
theſe fail, as we ſhould not be bound by our treaties to make 
compenſation to the other powers inthe analogous caſe, he did 
not mean to give an opinion that it ought to be done to Great- 

Britain. But ſtill if any caſes ſhall ariſe ſubſequent to that date, 
the circumftances of which ſhall place them on ſimilar ground 
with thoſe before it, the Preſident would think compenſation e- 
qually incumbent on the U. S. 

luſtructions are given to the governors of the different ſtates, 

to uſe all the means in their power for reſtoring prizes of this 
laſt deſcription found within their ports. Though they will of 
courſe take meaſures to be informed of them, and the general go- 
vernment has given them the aid of the cuſtom houſe officers for 
this purpoſe, yet you will be ſenſible of the importance of multi- 
plying the channels of their information as far as ſhall depend on 
yourſelf, or any perſon under your direction, in order that the 
governors may uſe the means in their power for making reſtita- 
ti0n, 

Without knowledge of the capture they cannot reſtore it. it 
will always be belt to give the notice to them directly: but any 
information which you ſha!l be pleaſed to fend to me, allo, '3t 
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ermit. 
g Hence you will perceive, Sir, that the Preſident contemplates 
reſtitution or compenſation in the caſe before the 7th Auguſt, and 
after that date, reſtitution if it can be effected by any means in 
our power, And that it will be important that you ſhould ſub- 
ſtantiate the fact, that ſuch prizes are in our ports or waters. 

Your liſt of the privateers illicitly armed in our ports is, I be- 
lieve, correct. , 

With reſpect to loſſes by detention, wafte, ſpoliation ſuſtained 
by veſſels taken as beforementioned, between the dates of June 
Sth and Auguſt 7th, it is propoſed as a proviſional meaſure, that 
the collector of the cuſtoms of the diſtrict, and the Britiſh conſul], 
or any other perſon you pleaſe, ſha]] appoint perſons to eſtabliſh 
the value of the veſſel and cargo, at the time of her capture and 
of her arrival in the port into which ſhe is brought, according to 
their value in that port. If this ſhall be agreeable to you, and 
you will be pleaſed to ſignify it to me, with the names of the 
prizes underitood to be of this deſcription, inſtructions will be 
given accordingly, to the collector of the cuſtoms where the re- 
ſpective veſlels are.

ADDITIONAL Art. It is further agreed between the ſaid 
contracting parties, that the operation of ſo much of the 12th arr.

EXPLANATORY Art. «Whereas by the 3d art. of the treaty 
of amity, commerce and navigation, concluded at London, on the 
19th day of Nov. 1794, between his Britannic Majeſty and the U, 
S. it was agreed that it ſhould at all times be free to his Maſeſty's 
ſubjects and to the citizens of the U. S. and alſo to the Indians 
dwelling on either ſide of the boundary line, ig 6 by the 
treaty of peace to the U. S. freely to paſs and repaſs by land or 
inland navigation, into the reſpective territories and countries 
of the 2 contracting parties, on the continent of America, (the 
country within the limits of the Hudſon's Bay company only ex- 
cepted) and to navigate all the lakes, rivers and waters thereof, 


and freely to carry on trade and commerce with each other, ſub- 


je& to the proviſions and limitations contained in the ſaid article. 
And whereas by the 8th art. of the treaty of peace and friend- 
ſhip concluded at Greenville, on the 3d Auguſt, 1795, between the 
U.S. and the nations or tribes of Indians, called the Wyandots, 
Delawares, Shawanoes, Ottawas, Chippewas, Putawatimies, Mi- 
amis, Eel-River, Weeas, Kickapoos, Piankaſhaws and Kaſkaſkias, 
it was ſtipulated that no perſon ſhould be permitted to reſide at 
any of the towns or hunting camps of the ſaid Indian tribes, as a 
trader, who is not furniſhed with alicenſe for that purpoſe, under 
the authority of the U. S. Which latter ſtipulation has excited 
doubts, whether in its operation it may not iterfere with the 


any time ſhall be ſorwarded to them as quickly as diſtance will 
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due execution of the ſaid 3d art. of the treaty of amity, commerce 
and navigation: And it being the ſincere deſire of his Eritannic 
Majeſty and of the U. S. that this point ſhould be ſo explained, as 
to remove all doubts, and promote mutual ſatisfaction and friend— 
ſkip. And for this purpole, his Britannic Majeſty having named 
for his commiſſioner, Phineas Bond, Efquire, his Majeſty's Conſul 
General for the middle and ſouthern ſtates of America, (and now 


his Majeſty's Charged 'Afaires to the U. S.) andthe Preſident of 


the U. S. having named for their commiſſioner, Timothy Picker- 
ing, Eſquire, Secretary of State of the U. S. to whom, agreeably 
to the laws of the U. S. he has intruſted this negociation ; They, 
the ſaid commiſſioners, having communicated to each other their 
full powers, have, in virtue of the ſame, and conformably to the 


ſpiric of the laſt article of the ſaid treaty of amity, commerce 


and navigation, entered into this explanatory article, and de by 
theſe preſents explicitly agree and declare, That no ſtipula tions iu 
any treaty ſubſequently concluded by either of the contracting 
parties with any other {tate or nation, or with any Indian tribe, 
can be underſtood to derogate in any manner from the rights of 
free intercourſe and commerce, ſecured by the aforeſaid 3d art. 
of the treaty of amitv, commerce and navigation, to the ſuhjects 
of his Majeſty and to the citizens of the U. S. and tq the Indians 
dwelling on either fide of the boundary line aforeſaid ; but that

The commiſſioners appointed under the 5th Article of the Trea- 
ty of amity commerce and navigation with his Britannie 
Majeſty, ſhall nor be obliged to particularize, in their deſcripti— 
on, the latitude and Jongitude of the ſource of the river, which 
may be found to be the one truly intended in the aforeſaid Trea- 
ty of peace, under the name of the river St. Croix, but they 
ſhall be at liberty to deſcribe the ſaid river, in ſuch other man-

And to 
the end that no uncertainty may nereafter exiſt on this ſubject, 
it is further agreed, That as ſoon as may be after the deciſion of 
the ſaid commiſſioners, meaſures ſhall be concerted between the 
government of the U. S. and his Britannic Majeſty's governors 
or Lieutenant Govenors in America, in order to erect and keep

This Explanatory Article, when the ſame ſhall have been

Treaty of peace and friendſhip with MOROCCO. 

Art.1. We declare that both parties have agreed that this 
treaty, conſiſting of 25 artiei-s {hail be inſerted in this book, and 
delivered to the Honorable Thomas Parclay, the agent of the U. 
S. now at our court, with whoſe approbation it has been made, 
and who is duly authorized on their part to treat with us con- 
cerning all the matters contained therein. Ar:. 2. If either of 
the parties {hall be at war with any nation whatever, the other 
party ſhall not take a commiſſion from the enemy, nor fight un- 
der their colors. Art. 3. If either of the parties ſhall be at war 
with any nation whatever, and rake a prize belonging to that na- 
tion, and there ſhall be found on board {ſubjects or effects belong- 
ing to either of the parties, the ſubjects ſhall be ſer at liberty, 
and the effects returned to the owners, And if any goods belong- 
ing to any nation, with whom either of the parties ſhall be at 
war, ſhall be loaded on veſie}s belonging to the other party, they 
ſhall paſs free and uamoleſted, without any attempt being made 
to take or detain them, Art. 4. A fignal or paſs ſhall be given 
to all veſlels belonging to both parties, by which they are to be 
known when they meet at ſea; and if the commander of a ſhip 
of war of either party ſhall have other {hips under his convoy, 
the declaration of the commander ſhall alone be ſufficient to ex- 
empt any of them from examination. . 5. It either of the 
parties (hall be at war, and ſhall meet a veſſel at fea belonging to 
the other, it is agreed, that if an examination is to be made, it 
ſhall be done by ſending a boat with 2 or 2 men only; and if any 


gun ſhall be fired, and injury done without reaſon, the offending. 


party ſhall make good all damages. Art. 6. If any Moor ſhall 
bring citizens of the U. S. or their effects, to his majeſty, the ci. 
zens ſhall immediately be ſer at liberty, and tlie effects reſtored; 
and in like manner, if any Moor, not a ſubject of theſe domini- 
ons, ſhall make prize of any of the citizens of America, or their 
effects, and bring them into any of the ports of his majeſty, 
they ſhall be immediately releaſed, as they will then be conſider- 
ed as under his majeſty's protection. At. 7. If any veſie] of ei- 
ther party ſhall put into a port of the other, and have occaſion 
for proviſions or other ſupplies, they ſhall be furniſhed without 
any interruption or moleſtation, At. 8. HF any veſtel of the U.S, 
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ſhall meet with a diſaſter at ſea, and put into one of our ports tg 
repair, ſhe ſhall be at liberty to land and re-load her cargo, with- 
out paying any duty whatever. Art. 9. If any veſſel} of the U. 
S. ſhall be caſt on ſhore on any part of our coaſts, ſhe ſhall remain 
at the diſpoſition of the owners, and no one ſhall attempt going 
near her without their approbation, as ſhe is then conſidered 
particularly under our protection; and if any veſlel of the U. S. 
ſhall be forced to put into our ports by ſtreſs of weather, or other- 
wiſe, ſhe ſhall not be compelled to land her cargo, but ſhall re- 
main in tranquility until the commander ſhall think proper to 
proceed on his voyage. Art. 10. If any veſlel of either of the 
parties ſhall have an engagement with a veſſel belonging to any 
of the Chriſtian powers within gun ſhot of the forts of the other, 
the veſſel ſo engaged ſhall be defended and protected as much as 
poſſible until ſhe is in ſafety ; and if any American veſlel ſhall be 
calt on ſhore on the coaſt of Wadnoon, or any coaſt thereabour, 
the people belonging to her ſhall be protected and aſſiſted, until, 
by the help of Cod, they ſhall be ſent to their country. Art. 11. 
It we ſhall be at war with any Chriſtian power, and any of our 
veſſels ſail from the ports of the U. S. no veſlel belonging to the 
enemy ſhall follow until 24 hours after the departure of our veſ- 
ſels ; and the ſame regulation ſhall be obſerved towards the A- 
merican veflels ſailing from our ports, be their enemies Moors or 
Chriſtians. Art. 12. If any ſhip of war belonging to the U. 8. 
ſhall put into any of our ports, ſhe ſhall not be examined on any 
pretence whatever, even though ſhe ſhould have fugitive ſlaves on 
board, nor ſhall the governor or commander of the place compel 
them to be brought on ſhore, on any pretext, nor require any 
payment ſor them. Art. 13. If a ſhip of war of either party 
mall put into a port of the other and ſalute, it ſhall be returned 
from the fort with an equal number of guns, not with more or leſs, 
Art. 14. The commerce with the U. S. ſhall be on the ſame foot- 
ing as is the commerec with Spain, or as that with the moſt fa- 
vored nation for the time being, and their citizens ſhall be reſ- 
pected and efteemed, and have full liberty to paſs and repaſs our 
eountry and ſeaports whenever they pleaſe, without interruption, 
Art. 15. Merchants of both countries ſhall employ only ſuch in- 
terpreters, and ſuch other perſons to aſſiſt them in their buſineſs, 
as they ſhz1l think proper. No commander of a veſſel ſhall tran- 
ſport his cargo on board another veſſel; he ſhall not be detained 
in port longer than he may think proper; and all perſons employ- 
ed in loading or unloading goods, or in any other labor whatever, 
ſhall be paid at the cuſtomary rates, not more and not leſs. Art, 
16. In caſe of a war between the parties, the priſoners are not 
to be made ſlaves, but to be exchanged 1 for another, captain for 
captain, officer for officer, and 1 private man for another; and 
if there ſhall prove a deficiency on either ſide, it ſhall be made up 
by the payment of 100 Mexican dollars for each perſon wanting, 
And it is agreed that all priſoners ſhall be exchanged in 12 months 
from the time of their being taken, and that this exchange may 
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he effected by a merchant or any other perſon anthoriſed by either of 
the parties. Art. 17. Merchants fhall not be compelled to buy or ſell 
any kinds of goods but ſuch as they thall think proper ; & may buy 
and fell all forts of merchandize but ſuch as are prohibited 10 
the other Chriſtian nations. Art. 18. All goods ſhall be weighed 
and examined before they are ſent on board, and to avoid all de- 
tention of veſſels, no examination ſhall afterwards be made, un- 
leſs it ſhall firſt be proved that contraband goods have been ſent 
on board, in which caſe, the perſons who took the contraband 
goods on board, ſhall be puniſhed according to the uſage and cuſ- 
tom of the country, and no other perſon whatever ſhall be injur- 
ed, nor ſhall the ſhip or cargo incur any penalty or damage 
whatever, Art. 19.

Art. 21. If a citizen of the U. S. ſhould kill or wound a Moor,

If an American 
citizen ſhall die in our country, and no will ſhall appear, the 
conſul ſhall rake poſſeſſion of his effects; and if there ſhall be no 
conſul, the effects ſhall be depoſited in the hands of ſome perſon 
worthy of truſt, until the party ff. all appear who has a right to 
demand them; but if the heir ts the perſon deceaſed be preſem, 
the property ſhall be delivered to him without interruption ; and 
if a will ſhall appear, the property ſhall deſcend agreeable to that 
will, as ſoon as the conſul (hall declare the validity thereof. 
Art. 23. The conſuls of the U. S. ſhall reſide in any ſea- port of 
our dominions that they ſhall think proper ; and they ſhall be 
reſpected, and enjoy all the privileges which the conſuls of any o- 
ther nation enjoy; and if any of the citizens of the U. S. ſhall 
contract any debts or engagements, the conſul ſhall not be in any 
manner accountable for them, unleſs he ſhall have given a pro- 
miſe in writing for the payment or fulfilling thereof, withour 
which promiſe in writing, no application to him for any redreſs 
ſhall be made, Art. 24. If any differences ſhall ariſe by either 
party infringing on any of the arricles of this treaty, peace and 
harmony ſhall remain notwithſtanding, in the fulleſt force, until 
a friendly application ſhall be made for an arrangement, and until 
that application ſhall be rejected, no appeal fhall be made to 
arms. And if a war ſhall break out between the parties, 9 months

veſſels to any parts of the dominions of the other, where it ſhall 
be lawful for all the ſubjects or citizens of that other freely to 
purchaſe them; and thence to take the produce, Amen 
and merchandize of the other, which all the ſaid citizens or ſu 5 
jects mall in like manner be ſree to ſell them, pay ing in both cat- 
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es, ſuch duties, charges aud fees only, as are or ſhall be paid by 
the moſt favoured nation. Nevertheleſs the King of Pruflia and 
the U. S. and each of them, reſerve to themſelves the right, 
where any nation reſtraius the tranſportation of merchandize to 
th2 veſſels of the country of which it is the growth or manufac- 
ture, to eſtabliſh againſt ſuch nation retaliating regulations; and 
alſo the right to prohibit, in their reſpective countries, the impor- 
tation and exportation of all merchandize whatſoever, when rea- 
ſons of {tate Hall require it. In this caſe, the ſubjects, or citizens 
of either of the contracting parries ſhall not import or export the 
merchandize prohibited by the other; but if one of the contract- 
ing parties permits any other nation to import or export the 
{ame merchandize, the citizens or ſubjects of the other ſhall im- 
mediately enjoy the fame liberty. Art. 5. The merchants, com- 
manders of vetlels, or other ſubjects or citizens of either party, 
mall not, within the ports or juriſdiction of the other, be forced 
to unload any ſort of merchandize into any other veſlels, nor to 
receive them into their own, nor to wait for their being loaded 
longer than they pleaſe. Art. 6. That the veſlels of either par- 
ty loading within the ports or juriſdiction of the other, may not 
be aleleſsly haraſſed or detained, it is agreed, that all examinati- 
ons of goods required by the laws, ſhall be made betore they are 
laden on board the veſſel, and that there ſhall be no examination 
after; nor ſhall the veſſel be ſearched ar any time, unleſs ar- 
ticles ſhall have been laden therein clandeſtinely and illegally, in 
which caſe the perſon by whoſe order they were carried on board, 
or who carried them without order, ſhall be liable to the laws of 
the land in which he is; but no other perſon ſhall be moleſted, nor 
mall any other goods, nor the veſſel be ſeized or detained for 
that cauſe. Art. 7. Each party ſhall endeavour, by all the means 
in their power, to protect and defend all veſiels and other 
effects belonging to the citizens or ſubjects of the other, which 
{hall be within the extent of their juriſdiction, oy fea or by land ; 
and ſhall uſe all their efforts to recover, and cauſe to be reſtered 
to the right owners, their veſſels and effects which ſhall be taken 
from them within the extent of their {aid juriſdiction. Art. 8. The 
vellels of the ſubjects or eitizens of either party, coming on any 
coalt belonging to the other, but nor willing to enter into port, 
or being entered into port, and not wy to unload their car- 
poes or break bulk, ſhall have liberty to depart and to purſue 
their voyage, without moleſtation, and withour being obliged to 
render account of their cargo, or to pay any duties, charges or 
tees whatſaever, except thole eſtabliſhed for veſſels entered into 
port, and appropriated to the maintenance of the port itſelf, or 
of other eſtabliſhments for the ſafety and convenience of naviga- 
tors, which duties, charges and fees ſhall be the ſame, and ſhall 
be paid on the ſame footing as in the caſe of ſubjects or citizens 
of the country where they are eſtabliſhed: Art. 9. When any 
veflel of either party ſhall be wrecked, foundered or other wife 
damaged on the coalts, or within the dominion of the other, their 
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reſpective ſubjects or citizens ſhall receive, as well for themſelves 
as for their veſſels and eftects, tbe lame aſſiſtance which would be 
due to the inhabitants of the country where the damage happens, 
and ſhall pay the ſame charges and dues only as the faid inhabi- 
rants would be ſubject to pay in a like cate ; and if the operations 
of repair ſhall require thar rhe whole or any part of their cargo 
be unladed, they ſhall pay no duties, charges or fees on the part 
which they ſhall relade and carry away. The ancient and bar- 
barous right 10 wrecks of the ſea ſhall be entirely aboliſhed, with 
reſpe& to the ſubjects or citizens of the two contracting parties. 
Art. 10. The citizens or ſubjects of each party ſhall have power 
to diſpoſe of their perſonal goods within the juriſdiction of the 
other, by teſtament, donation or otherwiſe ; and their repreſen- 
ratives, being ſubjects or citizens of the other party, ſhall ſucceed 
to their ſaid perſonal goods, whether by teſtament or 4% inteſiato, 
and may take pollefſion thereof either by themſelves or by others 
acting for them, and diſpoſe of the ſame at their will, paying ſuch 
dues only as che inhabitants of the country wherein the ſaid goods 
are, ſhall be ſubje& to pay in like caſes. And in caſe of the ab- 
ſence of the repreſentative, ſuch care ſhall be taken of the ſaid 
goods, and for fo long a time as would be taken of the goods ofa 
native in like caſe, until the lawful owner may take meaſures for 
receiving them, And if queition ſhall arife among ſeveral claim- 
ants to which of them the ſaid goods belong, the fame ſhall be 
decided finally by the laws and judges of the land wherein the 
ſaid goods are. And where, on the death of any perſon holding 
real eſtate within the territories of the one party, ſuch real eſtat 
would by the laws of the land deſcend on a citizen or ſubject of 
the other, were he not diſqualified by altenage, fuch ſubject ſhall 
be allowed a reaſonable time to ſell the ſame, and to withdraw the 
proceeds without moleſtation, and exempt from all rights of de- 
traction on the part of the government of the reſpective ſtates, 
But this article ſhall not derogate in any manner from the force 
of the laws alreadv publiſhed or hereafter to be publiſhed 
by his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia to prevent the emigration 
of his ſubjects. Art. 11. The moſt perfect freedom of con- 
ſcience and of worſhip, is granted to the citizens or ſub- 
jets of either party, within the juriſdi&ion of the other, 
without being liable to moleſtation in that reſpect, tor a- 
ny cauſe other chan an inſult on the religion of others. Moreo- 
ver, when the ſabjects or citizens of the one party, ſhall die with- 
in the juriſdiction of the other, their bodies ſhall be burried in 
the uſual burying grounds, or other decent and ſuitable places, 
and ſhall be protected from violation or diſturbance. Art. 12. 
one of the contracting parties ſhould be engaged in war with & 
ny other power, the free intercourſe and commerce of the ſubject 
or citizens of the party remaining neutral with the belligerent 
owers, Mall not be interrupted. On the contrary, in that caſe 
as in full peace, the veſſels of the neutral party may navigate 
freely to and from the ports and on the eoalts of the beJligeren 
parties, free veflels making free goods, inſomuch, that all thing 
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ſnall be adjudged free which ſhall be on board any veſſel belong- 
ing to the neutral party, although ſuch things belong to an ene- 
my of the other; and the ſame freedom ſhal] be extended to per- 
ſous who ſhall be on board a free veſlel, although they ſhould be 
enemies to the other party, unleſs they be ſoldiers in actual ſer- 
vice of ſuch enemy. Art. 13. And in the fame caſe of one of the 
coutracting parties being engaged | in war with any other pow- 
er, to pre vont all the difficulties and miſunderſtandings that uſu- 
ally ariſe reſpecting the merchandize heretofore called contra- 
band, ſuch as arms, ammunition & military ſtores of every kind, 
no ſuch articles carried in the veſſels, or by the ſubjects or citizens 
ol one of the parties to the enemies of the other, ſhall be deemed 
contraband, fo as to induce confiſcation or condemnation and a 
lois of property to individuals, Nevertheleſs, it ſhall be lawſul 
to ſtop ſuch vellels and articles, and to detain them for ſuch length 
of time as the captors may think neceſlarv to prevent the incon- 
venience or damage that might enſue from their proceeding, pay- 
ing however a rec: xſonable compenſation for the loſs ſuch arreſt 
ſhall occaſian to the pro; prietors: And it ſhall further be al- 
lowed to uſe in the ſervice of the captors, the whole or any part 
of the military ſtores ſo detained, paying the owners the full 
value of the ſame, to be aſcertained by the current price at the 
place of its deſtination, But in the cate ſuppoſed, of a veſſel ſtop- 
ped for articles hereto We deemed contraband, if the maſter 
of the vegel {topped will deliver out the 
contraband nature, he ſhall be admitted to do it, and the vefie] 
ſnall not in that caſe be carried into any port, nor further detain- 
ed, bat ſhall be allowed to proceed on her Voyage, Art. 14. And 
in tie ſame caſe where one ofthe parties is engaged in war with 
another power, that rhe veſlals of the neutral party may be rea- 
diy and certainly known, it is agreed, that they ſhall be provid- 
en with ſea- letters, or paſth: "ts, which ſhall expreſs the name,

And 
to prevent entir rely all diſorder and violence in ſuch caſes, it is 
ſtipulated, that when the veſſels of the neutral party, ſailing with- 
out convoy, ſhall be met by any veſſel of war, public or private, 
or the ather party, fuch vellel of war ſhall not approach within 
cannon ſhot of the ſaid neutral veſſel, nor ſend more than 2 or 3 
men in their boat on board the fame, to examine her ſea letters 
or paliports. And all perſons belonging to any vellelggt war, 
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public or private, who ſhall moleſt or injure, in any manner whar. 
ever, the people, veflels or effects of the other party, ſhall be re. 
ſponſible in their perſons and property for damages and intereſt, 
{ufficient ſecurity for which ſhall be given by all commanders of 
private armed veſſels before they are commiſſioned. 

Art. 16. It is agreed that the ſubjects or citizens of each of the 
eontracting parties, their veſſels and effects, ſhall not be liable 
to any embargo or detention on the part of the other, for any mi- 
litary expedition, or other public or private purpoſe whatſoever, 
And in all caſes of ſeizure, detention or arreſt, for debts contracted 
or offences committed by any citizen or ſubject of the one parry, 
within the juriſdiction of the other, the ſame ſhall be made and 
proſecuted by order and authority of law only, and according to 
the regular courſe of proceedings in ſuch caſes. Art. 17. It any 
veſſel or effects of the neutral power be taken by an enemy ot the 
other, or by a pirate, and retaken by that other, they ſhall be 
brought into ſome port of one of the parties, and delivered into 
the cuitody of the officers of that port, in order to be reſtored 
entire to the true proprietor, as ſoon as due proof ſhall be made 
concerning the property thereof, Art. 18. If the citizens or lub- 
jects of either party, in danger from tempelts, pirates, enemies 
or other accident, ſhall take refuge with their veſſels or effects 
within the harbors or juriſdiction of the other, they ſhall be re- 
ceived, protected and treated with humanity and kindne is, and 
ſhall be permitted to furniſh themſelves, at reaſonable prices, 
with al! refreſhments, proviſiens, and other things neceſlary for 
their ſuſtenance, health & accommodation, & for the repair of their 
veſlels. Art. 19. The,veſlels of war, public & private, of both parties, 
ſhall carry freely whereſoever they pleaſe, the veſſels & effects taken 
from their enemies, without being obliged to pay any duties, 
charges or fees, to officers of admiralty, of the cuſtoms, or any 
others, nor ſhall ſuch prizes be arreſted, ſearched or put under 
legal proceſs, when they come to and enter the ports of the other 
party, but may freely be carried out again at any time by their 
captors, to the places exprefled in their commiſſions, which the 
commanding officer of ſuch veſiel ſhall be obliged to ſnew. Put 
no veſſel which [hall have made prizes on the ſubjects of his moſt 
Chriſtian majeſty the king ef France, ſhall have a right of aſy lum 
in the ports or havens of the ſaid U.S. and if any ſuch be forced 
therein by tempeſt, or dangers of the ſea, they ſhall be obliged 
to de part as ſoon as poſſible, according to the tenor of the treaties 
exiſting between his ſaid moſt Chriſtian majeſty & the ſaid U. 8. 
Art. a0. No citizen or ſubject ofeither of the contracting parties ſhall 
take from any power with which the other may be at war, any 
commiſſion or letter of marque for arming any veſtel to act as 4 
privateer againſt the other, on pain of being puniſhed as a pirate; 
vor ſhall either party hire, lend or give any part of their nav 
or military force to the enemy of the other, to aid them offenſively 
or defenſively againſt that other. Art. 21. If the two contracting par. 
tics Would be engaged in war againſt a common enemy, the follow: 
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ſhall be paid for at a reaſonable price. 
trading veſle]s employed in exchanging the products of different 
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ing points ſhall be obſerved between them: 1ſt. If a veſſel of one 
of the parties, retaken by a privatecr of the other, thall not have 


been in poſleſſion of the enemy more than 24 hours, ſhe ſhall be 


reſtored to the firſt owner for one-third of the value ot the veſlel 
and cargo; but if ſhe ſhall have been more than twenty-four 
hours in poſleflion of the enemy, ſhe ſhall belong wholly to the 
recaptor. 2d, If in the {ame caſe the recapture were by a public 
veſſel of war of the one party, reititution ſhall be made to the 
owner for one-thirtieth part of the value of the veflel and cargo, 
if ſhe ſhall not bave been in poſſeſſion of the enemy more than 
24 hours, and one-tenth of the ſaid value where the ſhall have 
been longer, which ſums ſhall be diſtributed in gratuities to the 
recaptors. 3d. The reſtitution in the caſes aforeſaid, ſhall be af- 
ter due proof of property, and ſurety given for the part to which 
the recaptors are entitled, 4th. The veflels of war, public and 
private, of the two parties, ſhall be reciprocally admitted with 
their prizes into the reſpective ports of each; but the ſaid prizes 
ſhall not be diſcharged nor ſold there, until their legality ſhall 
have been decided, according to the Jaws and regulations of the 
{tates to which the captor belongs, but by the judicatures of the 
place into which the prize ſhall have been conducted. 5th. Ir 
ſhall be free ro each party to make ſuch regulations as they ſhall 
judge neceflary for the coboduct of their reſpective veſſels of war, 
public and private, relative to the veſſels which they ſhall take 
and carry into the ports of the two parties. Art. 22. Where the 
parties ſhall have a common enemy, or ſhall both be neutral, the 
veſſels of war of each ſhall, upon all occaſions, take under their 
protection the veſſels of the other going the ſame courſe, & ſhall 
defend ſuch veſſels as long as they hold the ſame courſe, againſt 
all force and violence, in the ſame manner as they ought to pro- 
rect and defend veſlels belonging to the party of which they are. 
Art. 23. It war ſhould ariſe between the two contracting parties, 
the merchants of either country, then reliding in the other, ſhall 
be allowed to remain 9 months to collect their debts and ſettle 
their affairs, and may depart freely, carrying off all their eflects, 
without moleſtation or hindrance : And ail women and children, 
{cholars of every faculty, cultivators of the earth, artizans, ma- 
nufacturers and fiſhermen unarmed, and inhabiting unfortified 
towns, villages or places, and in general all others whoſe occu- 
pations are for the comniop ſubſiſtence and benefit of mankind, 
ſhall be allowed to continue their reſpective employ ments, and 
ſhall not be moleſted in their perſons, nor ſhall their houſes or 
goods be burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, nor their fields waited by 
the armed force of the enemy, into whoſe power, by the evems 
of war, they may happen to fall; bur if any thing is neceflary 
to be taken from them for the uſe of ſuch armed force, the ſame 
And all merchant and 


places, and thereby rendering the neceflaries, conveniencies and 
cemforts of human life more eaſy to be obtained, and mere gene- 
ral, ſhall be allowed to paſs free and unmoleſted; and neither of 
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the contracting powers ſhall grant or iſſue any commiſſion to any 
rivate armed veſſel, empowering them to take or deltroy, ſuch 
trading veſſels, or interrupt ſuch commerce, 

Art. 24. And to prevent the deltruction of priſoners of war, 
by ſending them into diſtant and inclement countries, or by 
crouding them into cloſe and noxious places, the two contracting 
parties ſolemnly pledge themſelves to each other, and to the 
world, that they will not adopt any ſuch practice; that neither 
will ſend the priſoners whom they way take from the other into 
the Eaſt · Indies, or any other parts of Aſia or Africa, but that 
they ſhall be placed in ſome part of their dominions in Europe 
or America, in wholeſome ſituntions; that they ſhall not be con- 
fined in dungeons, prifon-ſhips, nor priſons, nor be put into 
Irons, nor bound, nor otherwiſe reſtrained in the uf? of their 
limbs; that the oſflicers ſhall be enlarged on their paroles within 
convenient diſtricts, and have comfortable quarters, and the com- 
mon men be diſpoſed in cantonments open and extenſive enough 
for air and exerciſe, and lodged in barracks as roomy and good 
as are provided by the party in whoſe power they are for their 
own troops; that the oſlicers ſhall alſo be daily farmihed by rhe 
party in whoſe power they are, with as many rations, and of the 
ſame articles aud quality as are allowed by them, either in kind 
or by commutation, to officers of equal rank in their own army; 
and all others ſhall be daily furnifhed by them with ſuch ration 
as they allow to a common ſoldier in their own ſervice; the 
value whereof ſhall be paid by the other party on a mutual ad- 
juſtment of accounts for the ſubſiſtence of priſoners at the clote 
of the war: and the {aid accounts ſhall not be mingled with, or 
ſet off againſt any others, nor the balances due on them, be 
withheld as a ſatisfaction or reprifal for any other article, or 
for any other cauſe, real or pretended, whatever; that each 
party ſhall be allowed ro keep 2 commiflary of priſoners of their 
own appointment, with every ſeparate cantonment of priſoners 
in pofſcHion of the other, which commifſary ſhall ſee the priſon- 
ers as often as he pleaſes, ſhall be allowed to receive and diſ— 
tribute whatever comiorts may be ſent to them by their friends, 
and {hall be free ton ke his reports in open letters to thoſe 
who employ him; but if any otlicer ſhall break his parole, or 
any other priſoner ſhall eſcape from the limits of his canton- 
ment, after they ſhall have been defipnared to him, ſuch individu— 
e officer or other priſoner, ſhal} forfeit ſo much of the benefit of 
this article as provides for his enjargement on parole or canton- 
ment. And it is declared, that neither the pretence that war 
diflolves all treaties, nor any other whatever, ſnall be confider- 
ed as annulling or ſuſpending this & the next preceding art. but, 
on the contrary, that the ſtate of war is preciſely that for which 
they are provided, and daring which they are to be as facredly 
obſerved as the moſt acknowledged articles in the law of nature 
or nations. Art. 25, The two contracting parties grant to each 


other, the*liberty of having each in the ports of the other, con- 
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ſals, vice-conſals, agents and commiſſaries of their own appoint- 
ment, whoſe functions ſhall be regulated by particular agree- 
mens whenever either party ſhall chuſe to make ſuch appoint- 
ment; bur if any ſuch conſuls ſhall exercile commerce, they 
ſhall be ſubmitted to the ſame laws and uſages to which the 
private individuals of their nation are ſubmitted in the fame 
plage. Art. 26, If either party ſhall hereafter grant to any 
other nation, any particular favor in navigation or commerce, 
it ſhall immediately become common to the other party, freely, 
where it is freely granted, to ſuch other nation, or on yielding 
the compenſation where fuch nation does the fame. Art. 27. 
His Majeſty the King of Pruilia, and the U. S. agree, that this 
treaty thall be in force during the term of 10 years from the ex- 
change of rarifications; and if the expiration of that term 
ſhould happen during the courſe of a war between them, then 
the articles before provided for the regulation of their conduct 
during ſuch a war, ſhall continue in force until the concluſion of 
the treaty which {hall re-eſtabliſh peace; and that this rreaty 
ſhall be ratified on both ſides, and the ratifications exchanged 
within 1 year from the day of its ſignature, Concluded Sep. 1785. 


Treaty of Friendship, Limits & Navigation with SPAIN. 

Art. I. There ſhall ve a firm and inviolable peace and ſincere 
iriendſiip between his Catholic Majeſty, his ſucceſſors and ſub- 
jects, aud the U. S. and their citizens, without exception of perſons 
or places, Al. 2. To prevent all diſputes on the ſubject of the 
boundaries which {eparate the territories of the two high con- 
tracting parties, it is hereby declared aud agreed as follows, to 
wit. "the ſouthern boundary of the U. S. which divides their 
territory from, che Spaniſh colonies of Eaſt and Weſt Florida, 
ſhall be deſignated by a line beginning on the river Miffiſippi, at 
the northernmoſt parc of the thirty-hrit degree of latitude north 
of the equator, which {rom thence ſhall be drawn due saſt to the 
middle of the river Apalachicola, or Catahouche, thence along 
the middle thereof to its junction with the Flint: thence ſtrait to 
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the head of St. Mary's river, and thence down the middle 1 
thereof to the Atlantic ocean. And it is agreed, that if there 1 5

tae territory of the other, according to the abov mentioned boun— 
daries, they hall be withdrawn from the {aid territory within the 
term of 0 mouths after the ratilication of this treaty, or ſooner if 
it be poſſible ; and that they ſhall be permitted to take with them 
all the goods and effects which they poſleſs. 5 

Art, 3. In order to carry the preceding art. into effect, com- 
miſſioner and 1 ſurveyor (hall be appointed by each of the con- 
tracting parties, who fail meet at the Natchez, on the left tide 
of the river Miſſiſippi, before the expiration of 6 months from 
the ratification of this convention, and they ſhall proceed to run 
«nd mark this boundary according to the (tipulations of the laid 
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article. They ſhall make plats and keep journals of their pro- 
ceedings, which ſhall be conſidered as part of this convention, and 
ſhall have the ſame force as it they were inſerted therein. And 
if on any account it ſhould be found neceſſary that the ſaid com- 
miſſioners and ſurveyors ſhould be accompanied by guards, they 
ſhall be furnithed in equal proportions by the commanding officer 
of his majelty's troops in the two Floridas, and the commanding 
officer of the troops of the U. S. in their ſouthweſtern territory, 
who ſhall act by common conſent, and amicably, as well with 
reſpect to this point as to the furniſhing of proviſions and inſtro- 
ments, and making every other arrangement which may be neceſ- 
ſary or uſeful for the execution of this article, Art. 4. It is hke- 
wile agreed that the weltern boundary of the U. S. which ſepa- 
rates them from the Spaniſh colony of Louiſiana, is in the middle 
of the channel or bed of the river Miſſiſippi, from the northern 
boundary of the (aid ſtates to the completion of the 31ſt degree of 
latitude north of the equator. And his Catholic majeſty has like- 
wile agreed that the navigation.of the ſaid river, in its whole 
breadth from its ſource to the ocean, ſhall be free only to his 
ſubjects and the citizens of the U. S. unleſs he ſhould extend 
this privilege to the ſubjects of other powers by ſpecial con- 
vention. A. 5. The two high contracting parties ſhall, by 
all the means in their power, maintain peace and harmony a- 
mong the ſeveral Indian nations who iuhabit the country adja- 
cent to the lines and rivers, Which, by the preceding articles, 
form the boundaries of the two Floridas. And the better to 
obtain this effect, both parties oblige themſelves expreſs] y to re- 
ſtrain by force all hoſtilities on the part of the Indian nations 
living within their boundary: ſo that Spain will not ſuffer her 
indians to attack the citizens of the U. S. nor the Indians inhabit- 
ing their territory ; nor will the U. S. permit theſe laſt menti- 
oned Indians to commence hoſtilities againſt the ſubjects, of his 
Catholic Majeſty or his Indians, in any manner whatever. And 
whereas ſeveral treaties of friendſhip exiſt between the two con- 
tractiag parties and the ſaid nations of Indians, it is hereby 
agreed that in future no treaty of alliance or other whatever (ex- 
(except treaties of peace) ſhall be made by either party 
with the Indians living within the boundary of the other, 
but both parties wiil endeayour to make the advantages 
of the Indian trade common and mutually beneficial to their re- 
ſpe dive ſubjects and citizens, obſerving in all things the moſt 
complete reciprocity, fo that both parties may obtain the ad van- 
tages ariſing from a good underſtanding with the {aid nations, 
withour being ſubject to the expenſe which they have hitherto oc- 
ealioned. Art. 6. Each party ſhall endeavour, by all means in 
rheir power, to protect and defend all veſlels and other effects 
belonging to the citizens or ſubjects of the other, which ſhall be 
within the extent of their juriſdiction by ſea or by land, and ſhall 
uſe all their efforts to recover and cauſe to be reſtored to the 
right owners, their veſlels and effects which may have been ta- 
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ken from them within the extent of their ſaid juriſdiction, whe- 
ther they are at war or not with the power whole ſubjects have 


taken poſſeſſion of the ſaid effects. Art. 7. And it is agreed that 


the ſubjects or citizens of each of the contracting parties, their 
veilels or eſſects, ſhall not be liable to any embargo or detention 
on the part of the other, for any military expedition or other pub» 
lic or private purpoſe whatever : And in all caſes of ſeizure, de- 
tention, or arreſt for debts eontracxed, or offences committed by 
any citizen or ſubject of the 1 party within the juriſdiction, of the 
other, the ſame ſhall be made and proſecuted by order and av- 
thority cf law only, and according to the regular courſe of 
proceedings uſual in ſueh caſes, The citizens and ſubjects of both 
parties ſhall be allowed to employ ſuch advocates, ſolicitors, 
notaries, agents and faQors, as they may judge proper, in all 
their affairs, and in all their trials at law, in which they may 
be concerned, before the tribunals of the other party ; and ſuch 
agents ſhall have free acceſs to be preſent at the proceedings in 
ſuch cauſes, and at the taking of all examinations and evidence 
which may be exhibited in the ſaid trials. Art. 8. In caſe the 
ſubjects and inhabitants of either party, with their ſhipping, 
whether public and of war, or private and of merchants, be fore- 
ed, through ſtreſs of weather, purſuit of pirates or enemies, or 
any other urgent neceſſity, for ſeeking of ſhelter and harbour, 
to retreat and enter into any of the rivers, bays, roads or ports 
belonging to the other party, they ſhall be received and treated 
with all humanity, and enjoy all favor, protection and help, and 
they ſhall be permitted to refreſh and provide themſelves, at 
reaſonable rates, with victuals and all things needful for the ſuſ- 
tenance of their perſons, or reparation of their ſhips and proſe- 
cution of their voyage; and they ſhall no ways he hindered 
from returning ont of the ſaid ports or roads, but may remove 
and depart when and whither they pleaſe, without any let or 
hindrance. Art. 9. All ſhips and merchandize, of what nature 
ſoever, which ſhall be reſcued out of the hands of any pirates 
or robbers on the high ſeas, ſhall be breught into ſome port of ei- 
ther (tate, and ſhall be delivered to the cuſtody of the officers of 
that port, in order to be taken care of, and reſtored entire to the 
trae proprietor, as ſoon as due and ſufficient proof ſhall be made 
concerning the N thereof. Art. 10. When any veſlel of 
either party ſhall be wrecked, foundered, or otherwiſe damaged, 
on the coalts or within the dominion of the other, their reſpec- 
tive ſubje&s or citizens ſhall receive, as well for themſelves as for 
their veſſels and effects, the ſame aſſiſtance which would be due 
to the inhabitants of the country where the damage happens, and 
mall pay the ſame charges and dues only as the ſaid inhabitants 
would be ſubject to pay in à like cafe : And if the operations of 
repair ſhould require that the whole or any part of the cargo be 
unladen, they ſhall pay no duties, charges or fees on the part 
which they ſhall relade and carry away. Art. 11. The citizens 
and ſubjects of each party ſhall have power to diſpoſe of their 
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perſonal goods, within the juriſdiction of the other, by teſtament, 
donation or otherwiſe, and their repreſcntatives being ſubjects or 
citizens of the other party, ſhall ſucceed to their faid perſonal 
goods, whether by teſtament or ab inteſtato, and they may take 
poſleſfion thereof, either by themſelves or others acting for them, 
and dipoſe of the ſame at their will, paying ſuch dues on- 
ly as the inhabitants of the country wherein the ſaid goods are, 
ſhall be ſubje& to pav in like caſes. And in caſe of the 
abſence of the repreſentative, ſuch care ſhall be taken of the ſaid 
goods, as would be taken of the goods of a native in like caſe, 
until the lawful owner may take meaſures for receiving them. 
And if queſtions ſhall ariſe among ſeveral claimants to which of 
them the ſaid goods belong, the ſame ſhall be decided finally by 
the laws and judges of the land wherein the ſaid goods are, 
And where on the death of any perſon holding real eſtate within 
the territories of the 1 party, ſuch real eſtate would by the laws 
of the land deſcend on a citizen or ſubject of the other, were he 
not diſqualified by being an alien, ſuch ſubject ſhall be alloweda 
reaſonable time to fell the ſame, and to withdraw the proceeds 
without moleſtation, and exempr from all rights of detraction 
on the part of the government of the refpective ſtates. Art. 12. 
The merchant-ſhips of either of the parties which ſhall be mak- 
ing into a port belonging to the enemy of the other party, and 
concerning whoſe voyage, and the ſpecies of geods on board her, 
there ſhall be juſt grounds of ſuſpicion, ſhall be obliged to exhi- 
bit as well upon the high ſeas as in the ports and havens, not 
only her paſſports but likewiſe certificates, expreſsly ſhewing 
that her goods are not of the number of thoſe which have been 
prohibited as contraband. 47r:. 13. For the better promoting of 
commerce on both ſides, it is agreed, that if a war ſhall break out 
between the ſaid two nations, one year after the proclamation 
of war ſhall be allowed to the merchants, in the cities and towns 
where they ſhall live, for collecting and tranſporting their goods 
and merchandizes : And if any thing be taken from them or a- 
ny injary be done them within that term, by either party, or 
the people or ſubjects of either, full ſatisfaction ſhall be made for 
the ſame by the government. Art. 14. No ſubject of his Catho- 
lic Majeſty ſhall apply for, or take any commiſſion or letters of 
marque, for arming any ſhip or ſhips to act as privateers a- 
gainſt the ſaid U. S. or againſt the citizens, people or inhabitants 
of the ſaid U. S. or againſt the property of any of the inhabitants 
of any of them, from any prince or (tate with which the ſaid C. 
S. ſhall beat war. Nor ſhall any citizen, ſubject or inhabitant 
of the ſaid U. S. apply for or take any commiſſion or letters of 
marque for arming any ſhip or ſhips to act as privateers againſt 
the ſuhjects of his Catholic Majelty, or the property of any ol 
them, from any prince or (tate with which the ſaid king ſhall be 
at War. And if any perſon of either nation ſhall rake fuch com- 
miſions or letters of marque, he ſhall be puniſhed as a pirate. 


Art 15. It ſhall be lawful for all & ſingular the ſubjects of his 
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Catholic Majeſty, and the citizens, people and inhabitants of the 
ſaid U. S. to fail with their ſhips, with all manner of liberty and 
ſecurity, no diſtinction being made who are the proprietors of the 
merchandizes laden thereon, trom any port to the places of thoſe 
who now are, or hereafter ſhall be at enmity with his Catnolic 
Majeſty or the C. S. It ſhall be likewiſe lawful for the ſubjects 
and inhabitants aforeſaid, to fail with the ſhips and merchandiz- 
es aforementioned, and to trade with the fame liberty and ſecu- 
rity from the places, ports and havens of thoſe who are enemies 
of both or either party, without any oppoſition or diſturbance 
whatſoever, not only directly from the places of the enemy a- 
foremenrioned, to neutral places, but alſo from 1 place belonging 
ro an enemy, to another place belonging to an enemy, whether 
they be under the juri{diction of the fame prince or under ſeveral ; 
and it is hereby itipulared, that free ſhips ſhall alſo give freedom 
to goods, and that every thing ſhall be deemed free and exempt 
which ſhall be found on board the ſhips belonging to the ſubjects 
of either of the contracting parties, although the whole lading, 
or any part thereof, ſhould appertain to the enemies of either: Con- 
traband goods being always excepted. It is alſo agreed, that the 
ſame liberty be extended to perſons who are on board a free ſhip, 
ſo that although they be enemies to either party they ſhall not 
he made priſoners or taken out of that free ſhip, unleſs they are 
ſoldiers and in actual ſervice of the enemies. 

Art. 16. This liberty of-navigation and commerce ſhall ex- 
tend to all kinds of merchandizes, excepting thoſe only, which 
are diſtinguiſhed by the name of contraband : And under this 
name of contraband or prohibited goods, ſhall be comprehended 
arms, great guns, bombs, with the fuſees, and the other things 
belonging to them, cannon-ball, gunpowder, match, pikes, 
ſwords, lances, ſpears, halberds, mortars, petards, grenades, 
ſaltpetre, muſquets, musquet-ball, bucklers, helmets, breaſt- 
plates, coats of mail, and the like kinds of arms, proper for 
arming ſoldiers, muſquet-reſts, belts, horſes with their furni- 
ture, and all other warlike inſtruments whatever. Theſe mer- 
chandizes which follow, ſhall not be reckoned among contra- 
band or prohibited goods; that is to ſay, al! ſorts of eloths, and 
all other manufactures woven of any wool, flax, ſilk, cotton, 
or any other materials whatever ; all kinds of wearing apparel, 
together with all ſpecies whereof they are uſed to be made ; gold 
& ſilver, as well coined as uncoined, tin, iron, latten, copper, 
hraſs, coals ; as alſo wheat, barley and oats, and any other 
kind of corn and pulſe ; tobacco, and likewiſe all manner of 
ſpices, ſalted and ſmoked fleſh, ſalted fiſh, cheeſe and butter, 
heer, oils, wines, ſugars, and all forts of faits: And in general, 
all proviſions which ſerve for the ſuſtenance of life : Further- 
more, all kinds of cotton, hemp, flax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, 
fails, ſail-cloths, anchors, and any parts of anchors, alſo ſhips 
malts, planks and wood of all kind, and all other things proper 
either for building or repairing ſhips, and all other goods what- 
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ever, which have not been worked into the form of any inftre- 
ment prepared for war, by land or by ſea, ſhall not be reputed 
contraband, much leſs, ſuch as have been already wrought and 
made up for any other uſe ; all which ſhall be wholly reckoned 
among free goods: As likewiſe all other merchandizes and 
things which are not comprehended and particularly mentioned 
in tbe foregoing enumeration of contraband goods; So that they 
may be tranſported and carried in the freeſt manner by the ſub- 
jects of both parties, even to places belonging to an enemy, 
tuch towns or places being only excepted, as are at that time 
beſieged, blocked up, or inveſted. And except the caſes in 
which any ſhip of war, or ſquadron fhall, in conſequence of 
ſtorms or other accidents at ſea, be under the neceſſity of taking 
the cargo of any trading veſlel or veſſels, in which caſe they 
may ſtop the ſaid veſſel or veſſels, and furniſh themſelves with 
neceſlaries, giving a receipt, in order that the power to whom 
the ſaid ſhip of war belongs, may pay for the articles ſo taken, 
according to the price thereof, at the port to which they may ap- 
pear to have been deſtined by the ſhip's papers : & the two con- 
tracting parties engage, that the veſlels ſhall not be detained 
longer than may be abſolutely neceflary for their ſaid hips to 
ſupply themſelves with neceſlaries: That they will immediate- 
ly pay the value of the receipts, and indemmty the proprietor 
for all lofles which he may have ſuſtained in conſequence of ſuch 
transaction. Art. 17. To the end that all manner of diſientions 
and quarrels may be avoided and prevented on one fide and the 
other, it is agreed, that in caſe either of the parties hereto, 
mould be engaged in a war, the ſhips & veſſels belonging to the 
ſubjects or people of the other party mult be furniſhed with ſea- 
letters or paſiports, expreſſing the name, property and bulk of 
the ſuip, as alſo the name and place of habitation of the malter 
cr commander of the ſaid ſhip, that it may appear thereby, that 
the ſhip really and truly belongs to the ſubjects of one of the 
parties, which paſſport ſhall be made out and granted according 
to the form annexed to this treaty. They ſhall likewiſe be re- 
called every year, that 1s, if the ſhip happens to return home 
within the ſpace of a year, It is likewiſe agreed, that ſuch ſhips 
being laden, are to be provided not only with paſſports as above- 
mentioned, but alſo with certificates, containing the ſeveral 
particulars of the cargo, the place whence the ſhip failed, that 
ſo it may be known whether any forbidden or contraband goods 
be on board the fame : which certifitates ſhall be made out by 
the officers of the place whence the flip ſailed in the accuſtomed 
form: And if any one ſhall think it fit or adviſable to expreſs 
in the ſaid certificates, the perſon to whom the goods on board 
belong, he may freely do ſo : Without which requiſites they may 
be ſent to one of the ports of the other contracting party, and 
adjudged by the competent tribunal, according to what is above 
ſet forth, that all the circumſtances of this omiſſion having been 
well examined, they ſhall be adjud ged to be legal prizes, un- 
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leſs they ſhall give legal ſatisfaction of their property by teſti- 
mony entirely equivalent, Art. 18. If the ſhips of the ſaid ſub- 
jects, people or inhabitants, of either of the parties, ſhall be 
met with, either ſailing along the coaſts or on the high ſeas, 
by any ſhip of war of the otYer, or by any privateer, the faid 
ſhip of war or privateer, for the avoiding of any diſorder, ſhall 
remain out of cannon ſhot, and may ſend their boats aboard the 
merchant ſhip, which they ſhall ſo meet with, and may enter 
her to number of 2 or 2 men only, to whom the maſter or com- 
mander of ſuch ſhip or veflel mall exhibit his paſſports, concern- 
ing the property of the ſhip, made out according to the form in- 
ſerted in this preſent treaty, and the ſhip when ſhe ſhall have 
ſhewed ſuch pallport, ſhall be free & at liberty to purſue her voy- 
a ge, ſo as it ſhall not be lawful to moleſt or give her chace in any 
manner; or force her to quit her intended courſe, Art. 19. Con- 
ſuls ſhall be reciprocally eſtabliſhed, with the privileges and 
powers which thoſe of the moſt favored nations enjoy, in the 
ports where their conſuls reſide or are permitted to be. Art. 20. 
It is alſo agreed that the inhabitants of the territories of each party 
ſhall reſpectively have free acceſs to the courts of juſtice of the 
other, and they ſhall be permitted to proſecute ſuits for the re- 
covery of their properties, the payment of their debts, and for 
obtaining ſatisſaction for the damages which they may have ſus- 
tained, whether the perſons whom they may ſue be ſubjects or 
citizens of the country in which they may be found, or any other 
perſons whatſoever, who may have taken reſuge therein; and 
the proceedings and ſentences of the ſaid courts thall be the ſame 
as if the contending parties had been ſubjects or citizens of the 
ſaid country. . 21. In order to terminate all differences on ac- 
count of the loſſes ſuſtained by the citizens of the U. S. in conſe- 
quence of their veflels and cargoes having been taken by the ſub. 
jects of his Catholic Majeſty, during the late war between Spain 
and France, it is agreed that all ſuch caſes ſhall be referred to the 
final deciſion of commiſſioners to be appointed in the following 
manner. His Catholic Majeſty ſhall name one commiſhoner, an 

the Preſident of the U. S. by and with the advice and conſent of 
their Senate, ſhall appoint another, and the ſaid 2 commiſſioners 
ſhall agree on the choice of a 3rd, or if they cannot agree ſo, the 

ſhall each propoſe 1 perſon, and of the 2 names fo propoſed, 1 
ſhall be drawn by lot in the preſence of the 2 original commiſit- 
oners, and the perſon whoſe name ſhall be fo drawn, ſhall be 
the 2rd commiſſioner : and the 3 commiſſioners fo appointed, 
ſhall be ſworn impartially to examine and decide the claims in 
queſtion, according to the merits of the ſeveral caſes, and to juſ- 
rice, equity, and the laws of nations. The ſaid commiſhoners 
ſhall meer & fir at Philadelphia : & in the caſe of the death, fick- 
neſs, or neceflary abſence of any ſach commiſſioner, his place 
ſhall be ſupplied in the ſame manner as he was firlt appointed, 
and the new commiſſioner ſhall take the ſame oaths, and do 
the ſame duties, They ſhall receive all complaints and appli. 
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cations anthorized by this article, during eighteen months 

from the day on which they ſhall afſemble. They fhall have 

power to examine all ſuch perſons as come before them on oath 

or affirmation, touching the complaints in queſtion, and alſo to 
receive in evidence tall written teſtimony, authenticated in ſuch 
manner as they ſhall think proper to require or admit. The a- 
ward of. the {aid commiſſioners, or any 2 of them, ſhall be final 
and concluſive, both as to the juſtice of the claim and the amount 
of the ſum to be paid to the claimants ; and his Catholic Majeſty 
undertakes to cauſe the ſame to be paid in ſpecie, without de- 
duction, at ſuch times and places, and under juch conditions as 
ſhall be awarded by the ſaid commiſſioners. 

Art, 22. The two high contracting parties, hoping that the 
good correſpondence and friendſhip which happily reigns between 
them, will be further increaſed by this treaty, and that it will 
contribate to augment their proſperity & opulence, will in tuture 
give to their mutual commerce all the extenſion and favor 
which the advantages of both countries may require, And in 
conſequence of the ſtipulations contained in the 4th art, his Ca- 
tholic majeſty will permit the citizens of the U. S. for the ſpace 
of 3 years from this time, to depoſit their merchandiſes and effects 
in the port of New Orleans, and to export them from thence 
without paying any other duty than a fair price for the hire of 
the ſtores, and his majeſty promiſes either to continue this permiſ- 
ſion, if he finds during that time that it is not 8 the 
intereſts of Spain, or if he ſhould not agree to continue it there, 
he will aſſign to them, on another part of the banks of the Miſ- 
fiſippi, an equivalent eſtabliſhment. Art. 23. The preſent treaty 
ſhall not be in force until ratified by the contracting parties, and 
the ratifications ſhall be exchanged in 6 months from this time, or 
ſooner if poſſible. Done at San Lorenzo el Real, this 27th day 
of Oct. 1795. 


Treaty of Amity & Commerce with SWEDEN. 


Art. 1. There ſhall be a firm, inviolable and univerfal peace, 
and a true and ſincere friendſhip between the king of Sweden, 
his heirs and ſacceſſors, and the U. S. and the ſubjects of his ma- 
jeſty, and thoſe of the ſaid ſtates, and between the countries, 
ilands, cities and towns, ſituated under the juriſdiction of the 
king, and of the ſaid U. S. without any exception of perſons or 
places; and the conditions agreed to in this preſent treaty, ſhall 
be perpetual and permanent between the king, his heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, and the ſaid U. S. Art. 2. The king and the U.S. engage 
mutually, not to grant hereafter any particular favor to other na- 
tions in reſpect to commerce and navigation, which fhall not im- 
mediately become common to the other party, who ſhall enjoy 
the ſame favor freely, if the conceſſion was freely made, or on 
allowing the ſame compenſation, if the conceſſion was condition- 


al. Art, 3. The ſubjects of the king of Sweden ſhall not pay in 
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the ports, havens, roads, countries, iſlands, cities and towns of 
the U. S. or in eicher of them, avy other nor greater duties or im- 
poſts of what nature ſoever they may be, than thoſe which the 
molt favored nations are or ſhall be obliged to pay, and they 
ſhall enjoy all the rights, liberties, privileges, immunities and 
exemptions in trade, navigation and commerce which rhe faid 
nations do or ſhall enjoy, whether in paſſing from one port to ano- 
ther of the U. S. or iu going to or from the ſame, from or to any 
part of the world whatever. Art. 4. The ſubjects and inhabi- 
rants of the ſaid U. S. ſhall not pay in the ports, havens, roads, 
iſlands, cities and rowns under the dominion of the king of Swe- 
den any other or greater duties or impoſts of what nature ſoever 
they may be, or by what name ſoever called, than thoſe which 
the mott favored nations are or ſhall be obliged to pay; and they 
ſhall enjoy all the rights, liberries, privileges, immunities and ex- 
emptions in trade, navigation and commerce which the ſaid nati- 


There ſhall be granted a full, perfect and entire liberty of con- 
ſcience to the inhabitants and ſubjects of each party, and no per- 
ſon ſhall be moleſted on account of his worſhip, provided he ſub- 4 f 
wits as far as regards the public demonſtration of it ro the Jaws P 
of the country, Moreover, liberty ſhall be granted, when any 
of the ſubjects or inhabitants of either party die in the territory 
of the other, to bury them in convenient and decent places, which 
ſhall be aſſigned for the purpoſe, And the 2 contracting parties 
will provide each in its juriſdiction, that the ſubjects and inhabi- 
tants reſpectively may obtain certificates of the death, in caſe the 
delivery of them is required. Art, 6. The ſubjects of the con- 
tracting parties in the reſpective ſtates, may freely diſpoſe of their 
oods and effects either by teſtament, donation or otherwiſe, in 
favor of ſuch perſons as they think proper, and their heirs in 
whatever place they ſhall reſide, ſhall receive the ſucceſſion even 
ob inteſtato, either in perſon or by their attorney, without hay- 
ing occaſion to take out letters of naturalization. Theſe inberi- 
tances, as well as the capitals and effects, which the ſubjects of 
the two parties, in changing their abode, ſhall be deſirous of re- 
moving from the place of their abode, ſhall be exempted from 
all duty called“ dit de detradlion, onthe part of the govern- 
ment of the two ſtates reſpectively. But it is at the ſame time 
agreed, that nothing contained in this article ſhall in any man- 
ner derogate from the ordinances publiſhed in Sweden againſt emi. 
grations, or which may hereafter be publiſhed, which ſhall re- 
main in full force and vigor. The U.S. on their part, or any of 
them, ſhall] be at liberty to make reſpecting this matter, ſuch laws 
as they think proper. Art. 7. All and every the ſubjects and in- 
habitants of the kingdom of Sweden, as well as thoſe of the U. 
S. ſhall be permitted to navigate with their veſſels in all ſafety 
and freedom, and without apy regard to thoſe to whom the mer. 


ons do or ſhall enjoy, whether in paſſing from one port to ano- | i 
ther of the dominion of his ſaid majeſty, or in going to or from 1 
the ſame, from or to any part of the world whatever. Art. 5. 
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ehandizes and cargoes may belong, from any port wiatever ; and 
the ſubjects and inhabitants of the 2 ſtates, ſhall likewiſe be per- 
mit ted to ſail and trade with their veflels, and with the ſame li- 
berty and ſafety to frequent the places, ports and havens of pow- 
ers, enemies to both or either of the contracting parties, with- 
out being in any wiſe moleſted or troubled, and to carry on a com- 
merce not only directly from the ports of an enemy to a neutral 
port, but even from I port of an enemy to another port of an ene- 
my, whether it be under the juriſdiction of the ſame or of differ- 
ent princes. And as it is, acknowledged by this treaty, with 
reſpect to ſhips and merchandiſes, that free ſhips ſhall make the 
merchandiſes free, and that every thing which ſhall be on board 
of ſhips. belonging to ſubjects of the x or the other of the con- 
tracting parties, thall be conſidered as free, even though the car- 
go or a part of it ſhould belong to the enemies of one or both; 
it is nevertheleſs provided, that contrabagd goods ſhall always 
be excepted ; which being intercepted, ſhall be proceeded a- 
gainſt according to the ſpirit of the following articles. It is 
Iikewiſe agreed, that the ſame liberty be extended to perſons who 
may be on board a free ſhip, with this effect, that although they 
be enemies to both or either of the parties, they ſhall not be ta- 
ken out of the free ſhip, unleſs they are ſoldiers in the actual ſer- 
vice of the ſaid enemies. 

Art. 8. This liberty of navigation and commerce ſhall extend 
to all kinds of merchandizes, except thoſe only which are expreſl- 
ed in the following article, and are diſtinguiſhed by the name ot 
contraband goods. Art. 9. Under the name of contraband or 
prohibited goods, ſhall be comprehended arms, great guns, can- 
non balls, arquebuſes, muſkets, mortars, bombs, petards, gra- 
nadoes, ſauciiles, pitch balls, carriages for ordnance, muſket reſts, 
bandoleers, cannon powder, matches, ſalr-petre, ſulphur, bullets, 
pikes, ſabres, ſwords, morions, helmets, cuiraſſes, halberds, javel- 
ins, piſtols and their holſters, belts, bayonets, horſes with their 
harneſs, and all other like kinds of arms and inſtruments of war 
for the uſe of troops. Art. 10. Theſe which follow ſhall not be 
reckoned in the number of prohibited goods; that is to ſay: 
All forts of cloths, & all other manufactures of wool, flax, ſilk, cot- 
ton or any other materials, all kinds of wearing apparel, toge- 
ther with the things of which they are commonly mage, gold, 
{ilver coined or uncoined, braſs, iron, lead, copper, latten, coals, 
wheat, barley, aud all ſorts of corn or pulſe, tobacco, all kinds 
of ſpices, ſalred and ſmoked fleſh, ſalted hſh, cheeſe, butter, beer, 
oil, wines, ſugar, all forts of ſalt and proviſions which ſerve for 
the nouriſhment and ſuſtenance of man, all kinds of cotton, hemp, 
flax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, fails, ſail-cloth, anchors, and any 

paris of anchors, ſhip maſts, planks, boards, beams, and all forts 
ol trees and other things proper for building or repairing ſhips ; 
nor ſhall any goods be conſidered as contraband, which have 
not been worked into the form of any inſtrument or thing for the 
purpoſe of war by land or by ſea, much leſs ſuch as have been 
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prepared or wrought up for any other uſe: all which ſhall be rec- 
koned free goods, as likewiſe all others which are not compre- 
hended and particularly mentioned in the foregoing article ; ſo 
that they ſhall not by any pretended interpretation be comprehend- 
ed among prohibited or contraband goods; an the contrary, 
they may be freely tranſported by the ſubjects of the King and 
of the U. S. even to places belonging to an enemy, ſuch places 
only excepted as are delloged, blocked or inveſted, and thoſe places 
only ſhall be confdered as ſuch, which are nearly ſurrounded by 
7 of the belligerent powers. Art. 11. In order to avoid and pre- 
vent on both ſides all diſputes and diſcord, it is agreed, that in 
caſe 1 of the parties mall be engaged in a war, the fhips and 
veſſels belonging to the ſubjects or inhabitants of the other ſhall 
be furniſhed with ſea-letters or paſſports, expreſſing the name, 
property and port of the veſſel, and alſo the name and place of 
abode of the maſter or commander of the ſaid vefſe], in order 
that it may thereby appear that the ſaid veſſel really and truly be- 
longs to the ſubjects of the one or the other party. Theſe paſ[- 
ports, which ſhall be drawn up in good and due form, ſhall be 
renewed every time the veſſel returns home in the courſe of a 
year, It 18 alfo agreed, that the ſaid veſſels when loaded ſhall 
de provided not only with ſea- letters, but alſo with certificates 
containing a particular account of the cargo, the place from 
which the veſſel failed, & that of her deſtination, in order that it 
may be known whether they carry any of the prohibited or con- 
traband merchandizes, mentioned in the gth art. of the preſent 
treaty ; which certificates ſhall be made out by the officers of 
the place from which the veflel ſhall depart. Art. 12. Although 
the veſlels of the i and of the other party may navigate freely and 
with all ſafety, as is explained in the 7th art. they ſhall never- 
theleſs be bound at all times when required, to exhibit as well 
on the high ſea, as in port, their paſſports and certificates above- 
mentioud, And not having contraband merchandize on board for 
an enemy's port, they may freely and without hindrance purſue 
their voyage to the place of their diſtination. Nevertheleſs, the 
exhibition of papers ſhall not be demanded of merchanryhips 
under the convey of veſſels of war, but credit fhall be given to 
the word of the officer commanding the convoy. Art. 13. If on 
producing the ſaid certificates, it be diſcovered that the veſſel car- 
ries ſome of the goods which are declared to be prohibited or 
contraband, and which are conſigned'to an enemy's port, it ſhall 
not however be lawful to break up the batches of ſuch ſhips, nor 
to open any chelt, coſters, packs, caſks or veſſels, nor to remove 
or diſplace the ſmalleſt part of the merchandizes, until the cargo 
has been landed in the preſence of offices appointed for the pur- 
poſe, and until an inventory thereof has been raken ; nor ſhall it 
be lawſul to fell, exchange or alienate the cargo or any part 
thereof, until legal proceſs ſhall have been had againſt the prohi- 
biteg merchandizes, and ſentence ſhall have pafled declaring them 
liable to confiſcation, ſaving nevertheleſs as well tbe ſhips them- 
Rrr 
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ſelves, as the other merchandizes which ſhall have been found 
therein, which by virtue of this preſent treaty are to be eſteem- 
ed free, and which are not to be detained on pretence of their 
having been loaded with prohibited merchandize, and much lets 
confiſcated as lawful prize. And in caſe the contraband mer- 
chandize be only a part of the cargo, and the maſter of the ve. 
ſel agrees, conſents and offers to deliver them ro the veſſel that 
has diſcovered them, in that caſe the Jatter, after receiving rhe 
merchandizes which are good prize, ſhall immediately let the 
vellel go, and ſhall not by any means hinder her from purſuing 
her voyage to the place of her deſtination. When a veſſel is 
taken and brought into any of the ports of the contracting par- 
ties, if upon examination ſhe be found to be loaded only with 
merchandizes declared to be free, the owner or he who has made 
the prize, ſhall be bound to pay all colts and damages to the 
maſter of the veſſel unjuſtly detained. Art. 14. It is hkewiſe a- 
greed that whatever ſhall be found to be laden by the ſubjects of 
either of the two contracting parties, on a ſhip belonging to the 
enemies of the other party, the whole effects, although not of 
the number ef thoſe declared cantraband, ſhalLbe confiſcated as 
if they belong to the enemy, excepting nevertheleſs ſuch goods 
and merchandizes as were put on board before the declaration of 
war, and even 6 months after the declaration, after which term 
none ſhall be preſumed to be ignorant of it, which merchandizes 
ſhall not in any manner be ſubje& to confiſcation, but ſhall be 
faithfully & ſpecifically delivered to the owners, who ſhall claim 
or cauſe them to be claimed before confiſcation and fale, as alſo 
their proceeds, if the claim be made within eight months, and 
could not be made ſooner after the ſale, which is to be public: 
n nevertheleſs, that if the ſaid merchandizes be contra- 

and, it ſhall not be in any wiſe lawful to carry them afterwards 
to a port belonging to the enemy. Art. 15, And that more effec- 


tual care may be taken for the ſecurity of the 2 contra ting par- 


ties, that they ſuſfer no prejudice by the men of war of the other 
party or by privateers, all captains and commanders of ſlips 
of his Swediſh Majeſty and of the U.S. and all their ſubjects, 
ſha]l be forbidden to do any injury or damage to thoſe of the o- 
ther party, & if they act to the contrary, having been found guilty 
on examination by their proper judges, they ſhall be;bound to 
make ſatisfaRion for all damages and the intereſt thereof, and to 
make them good under pain and obligation of their perſons and 
goods. Art. 16. For this cauſe every individual who is deſirous 
of fitting out a privateer, ſhall before he receives letters patent, 
or ſpecial commiſſion, be obliged to give bond with ſufficient ſu- 
reties, before a competent judge, for a ſuflicient ſum, to anſwer 
all damages and wrongs which the owner of rhe privateer, his 
officers or others in his employ may commit during the cruiſe, 
contrary to the tenor of this treaty, and contrary to the edits 
publiſhed by either party, whether by the King of Sweden or by 
the U. S. in virtue of this ſame treaty, and alſo under the penalty 
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of having the ſaid letters patent and ſpecial commiſſion revoked 


and made void, Art. 17. One of the — parties being 


at war and the other remaining neuter, if it ſhould happen that a 
merchant ſhip of the neutral power be taken by the enemy of 
the other party, and be afterwards retaken by a ſhip of war or 
privateer of the powef at war, alſo ſhips and merchandizes of 
what nature ſoever they may be, when recovered from a pirate 
or fea rover, ſhall be brought into a port of of the 2 powers, 
and ſhall be committed to the cultody of the officers of the ſaid 
port, that they may bereſtored entire to the true proprietor as 
ſoon as he ſhall have produced full proof of the property. Mer. 
chants, maſters and owners of ſhips, ſeamen, people of all ſorts, 
ſhips and veſſels, and in general, all merchandizes and effects of 
x of the allies or their ſubjects, ſhall not be ſubject to any embar- 
go, nor detained in any of the countries, territories, iſlands, ci- 
ties, towns, ports, rivers or domains whatever, of the other ally, 
on account; of any military expedition, or any public or private 
purpoſe whatever, by leizure, by force, or by any ſuch manner; 
much leſs ſhall it be lawful for the ſubjects of r of the parties to 
ſeize or take any thing by force, from the ſubjects of the other 
party, without the conſent of the owner. This however is not 
to be underſtood to comprehend ſeizures, detentions and arreſts, 
made by order and by the authority of juſtice, and according to 
the ordinary courſe for debts or faults of the ſubject, for which 
proceſs ſhall be had in the way of right according to the forms 
of juſtice, At. 18. If it ſhould happen that the two contracting par- 
ties ſhould be engaged in a war at the ſame time with a commen 
enemy, the following points ſhall be obſerved on both ſides, rf, 
If the ſhips of i of the 2 nations, re-taken by the privateers of 
rhe other, have not been in the power of the enemy more. than 
24 hours, they ſhall be reſtored to the original owner, on payment 
of one-third of the value of the ſhip & cargo. If, on the contra- 
ry, the veſſel retaken has been more than 24 hours in the power 
of the enemy, it ſhall belong wholly ro him who has retaken it. 
2d. In caſe, during the interval of 24 hours, a veſle] be retaken 
by a man of war of either of the 2 parties, it ſhall be reſtored to 
the original owner, on payment of a thirtieth part of the value 
of the veſſe] and cargo, and a tenth part if it has been retaken 
after the 24 hours, which ſums ſhall be diſtributed as a gratifica- 
tion among the crew of the men of war that ſhall have made the 
recapture. 3rd. The prizes made in manner above mentioned, 
ſhall be reſtored to the owners, after proof made of the proper - 
ty, upon giving ſecurity for the part coming to him who has re- 
covered the veſſel] from the hands of the enemy. 4th. The men 
of war and privateers of the two nations ſhall reciprocally be 
admitted with their prizes into each other's ports; but the prizes 
ſhall not be unloaded or ſold there until the legality of a prize 
made by Swediſh ſhips ſhall have been determined according to 
the laws and regulations eſtabliſhed in Sweden, as alſo that of the 
prizes made by American veſſels ſhall have been determined ac- 
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cording. to the laws & regulations eſtabliſhed by the U. S. 5th, 
Moreover, the King of Sweden and the U. S. ſhall be at liberty 
to make ſuch regulations as they ſhall judge neceſſary reſpecting 
the conduct which their men of war and privateers reſpectively 
mall be bound to obſerve, with regard to veſſels which they ſhall 
take & carry into the ports of the two powers. Art. 19. The 
Mips of war of his Swediſh Majeſty and thoſe of the U. S. and alſo 
thoſe which their ſubjects ſhall have armed for war, may, with 
all freedom, conduct the prizes which they ſhall have made from 
their enemies into the ports whichare open in time of war to o- 
ther friendly nations ; and the ſaid prizes, upon entering the ſaid 
ports, ſhall not be ſubject to arreſt er ſeizure, nor ſhall the offi- 
cers of the places take cognizance of the validity of the ſaid prizes, 
which may depart and be conducted freely and with all I;berty 
to the places pointed out in their commiſſions, which the captains 
of the ſaid — * ſhall be obliged to ſhew. 1. 20. In caſe any 
veſſel belonging to either of the two States, or to their ſubjects, 
ſhall be ſtranded, ſhipwrecked, or ſuffer any other damage on the 
coaſts or under the dominion of either of the parties, all aid 2nd 
aſſiſtance ſhall be given to the perſons ſhipwrecked, or who may 
be in danger thereof, and paſtports ſhall be ganted to them to ſe- 
cure their return to their en country, The ſhips and merchan- 
dizes wrecked, or their proceeds, it the effects have been ſold, be- 
ing claimed in a year anda day, by the owners or their attorney, 
ſhall be reſtored, on their paying the coſts of ſalvage, conſorma- 
ble to the laws and cuſtoms of the two nations. 

Art. 21. When the {ubjeRs and inhabitants of the two parties, 
with their veſſels, whether they be public and equipped for war, 
or private or employed in commerce, ſhall be forced by tempeſt, 
by purſuit of privateers and of enemies, or by any other urgent 
neceſſity, roretire and enter any of the rivers, bays, roads or 

orts of either of the 2 parties, they ſhall be received and treat- 
ed with.all humanity and politeneſs, and they ſhall enjoy all 
friepdſhip, protection and aſſiſtance, and they ſhall be at liberty 
to ſupply themſelves with refreſhments, proviſions & every thing, 
neceſſary for their ſuſtenance, for the repair of their veſlels, and 
for continuing their voyage ; provided always that they pay a 
reaſonable price: and they ſhall not in any manner be detained 
or hindered from ſailing out of the ſaid ports or roads; but they 
may retire and depart when and as they pleaſe, without any ob- 
ſtacle or hindrance. Art. 22. In order to favor ecommerce on 
both ſides as mach as poſſible, it is agreed, that in caſe a war 
mould break out between the ſaid two nations, whieh God forbid, 
the term of 9 months after the declaration of war, ſhall be al- 
lowed to the merchants and ſubjects reſpectively on f fide and the 
other, in order that they may withdraw with their effects and 
moveables, which they ſhall be at liberty to carry off or to ſell 
where they pleaſe, without the leaſt obſtacle ; nor ſhall any ſeize 
their effects, and much leſs their perſons, during the ſaid 9 


months; but on the contrary, paſſports which ſhall be valid for a 
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time neceſſary for their return, ſhall be given them for their veſ- 
ſels, and the effects which they ſhall] be willing to carry with 
them. And if any thing is taken from them, or if any injury 
is done to them by ons of the parties, their people and ſubjects, 
during the term above preſcribed, full and entire ſatisfaction ſhall 
be made to them on that account, The above mentioned paſſports 
iaall alſo ſerve as a ſafe conduct againlt all inſults or prizes which 
privateers may attempt againſt their perſons and effects. Art. 
23. No ſubject of the king of Sweden ſhall rake a commiſſion or 
letters of marque for arming any. veſſel to act as a privateer againſt 
the U. S. or any ot them, or againſt the ſubjects, people or inha- 
bitants of the {aid U.S. or any of them, or againſt the property 
of the inhabitants of the faid ſtates, from any prince or ſtate what- 
ever, with whom the ſaid U. 8. ſtall be at war. Nor ſhall any 
citizen, ſubject or inhabitant of the ſaid U. S. or any of them, ap- 
ply for or take any eommiiſton or letters of marque for arming 
any veſlal to cruiſe againit the ſubjects of his Swediſh majeſty, or 
any of them, or their property, from any prince or ſtate whatever 
with whom his {aid majeſty {hall be at war. Any it any perſon 
of either nation ſhall take ſuch commiſſions or letters of marque, 
he ſhall be punithed as a pirate. Art. 24. The vellels of the ſub- 
jects of either of the parties coming upon any of the coaſts belong- 
ing to the other, but not willing to enter into port, or being en- 
tered into port, and not willing to unload their cargoes or to 
break bulk, ſhall not be obliged to do it, but on the contrary, 
ſhall enjoy all the franchiſes and exemptions which are granted by 
the rules ſubſiſting with reſpect to that object. Art. 25. When a

his juriſdiction. Art. 2. In like manner, the U. S. ſhall protect 

and defend the veſſels and effects belonging to the ſubjects of his 

Swediſh majeſty, which ſhall be in the ports, havens or roads, or 

on the ſeas near to the countries, iſlands, cities and towns of the 

ſaid ſtates, and ſhall uſe their utmoſt efforts to recover and reſtore 

to the right owners, all ſuch veſſels and effects which ſhall be tak- 

en from them within their juriſdiction. Art. 3. If in any ſuture 
war at ſea, the contracting powers reſolve to remain neuter, and 

as ſuch, to obſerve the ſtricteſt neutrality, then it is agreed, that 
if the merchant ſhips of either party ſhould happen to be in a part 
of the ſea where the ſhips of war of the ſame nation are not ſta- 
tioned, or if they are met on the high ſea, without being able 
to have recourſe to their own convoys, in that caſe the command- 
er of the ſhips of war of the other party, if required, ſhall in 
goo! faith and ſincerity give them all neceflary aſſiſtance; and 
in ſuch caſe, rhe ſhips of war and frigates of either of the powers 
ſhall protect and ſupport the merchant-ſhips of the other; pro- 
vided nevertheleſs, that the ſhips claiming aſſiſtance are not en- 
gaged in any illicit commerce, contrary to the principles of the neu- 
trality. Art. 4. It is agreed & concluded that all merchants, captains 
of merchant-ſhips or other ſubjects of his Swediſh Majeſty, ſhall 
have full liberty in all places under the dominion or juriſdiction 
of the U.S. to manage their own affairs, and to employ in the 
management of them whomſoever they pleaſe ; and they ſhall 
not be obliged to make uſe ef any interpreter or broker, nor to 
pay them any reward unleſs they make uſe of them, Moreover, 
the malters of ſhips ſhall not be obliged, in loading or unloading 
their vellels, ta emplay labourers appointed by public authority 
for that purpoſe ; vat they ſhall be at full liberty, themſelves, 
to load or unload their veſſels, or to employ in loading or un- 
loading them whomſoever they think proper, without paying re— 
ward under the title of falary to any other perſon whatever; 
and they ſhall not be obliged to turn ever any kind of merchan- 
dizes to other veſſels, nor to receive them on board their own, 
nor 10 wait for their lading longer than they pleaſe ; and all and 
every of the citizens, people and inhabitants of the U. S. ſhall 
reciprocally have and enjoy the ſame privileges and liberties Jn 
all places, under the juriſdiction of the ſaid realm, Art. 5. It 
is agreed that when merchandizes ſhall have been put on 
board the ſhips or veſſels of either of the contracting parties, 
they ſhall not be ſubje&ed to any examination; but all exami- 
nation and ſearch muſt be before lading, and the prohibited mer- 
ehandizes muſt be ſtopped on the ſpot before they are embarked, 
wnleſs there is full evidence er proof of fraudulent practice on 
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the part of the owner of the ſhip, or of him who has the com- 
mand of her ; in which caſe, only he ſhall be reſponſible and ſub- 


ject to the laws of the country in which he may be. In all other 


caſes, neither the ſubjects of either of the contracting parties, who 
ſhall be with their veſlels in the ports.of the other, nor their 
merchandizes, ſhall be ſeized or moleſted on account of contra- 
band goods, which they ſhall have wanted to take on board, nor 
ſhall any kind of embargo be laid on their ſhips, ſubjects or citi- 
zens of the ſtate whoſe merchandizes are declared contraband, or 
the exportation of which is forbidden; thoſe only who ſhall have 
ſold or iutended to fell or alienate ſuch merchandize, being lia- 
ble to puniſhment for ſuch contravention. 
Done at Paris, the zd day of April 1783. 


Treaty of amity and commerce with the 


UNITED NETHERLANDS. 


Art, I. There ſhall be a firm, inviolable and univerſal peace & 
fincere friendſhip, between their High Mightineſſes, the Lords 
the States General of the United Netherlands, and the U. S. and 
between the ſubjects and inhabitants of the ſaid parties, and be- 
tween the countries, iflands, cities and places, ſituate under th 
juriſdiction of the ſaid United Netherlands, and the ſaid U. S. 
their ſubjects and inhabitants, of every degree, without exception 
of perſons or places. Art. 2. The ſubjects of the ſaid States Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands, ſhall pay in the ports, havens, 
roads, countries, iſlands, cities or places, of the U. S. or any of 
them, no other nor greater duties or impoſts, of whatever nature 
or denomination they may be, than thoſe which the nations the 
moſt favoured, are or ſhall be obliged to pay; and they ſhall 
enjoy all the rights, liberties, privileges, immunities, and ex- 
emptions in trade, navigation and commerce, which the ſaid nati- 
tions do or ſhall enjoy, whether in paſſing from one port to a- 
nother, in the ſaid ſtates, or in going from any of thoſe ports to 
any foreign port of the world, or from any foreign port of the 
world to any of thoſe ports. Art. 3. The ſubjects and inhabitants 
of the ſaid U. S. ſhall pay in the ports, havens, roads, countries 
illands, cities or places of rhe ſaid United Netherlands, or any of 
them, no other nor greater duties or impoſts of whatever nature 
or denomination they may be, than thoſe which the nations the 
moſt favoured, are or ſhall be obliged to pay: And rhey ſhall 
enjoy all the rights, liberties, privileges, immunities and exemp- 
tions in trade, navigation and commerce, which the ſaid nations 
do or ſhall enjoy, whether in paſling from one port to another 
in the ſaid ſtates, or from any one towards any one of thoſe ports 
from or to any foreign port of the world. And the U. S. with 
their ſubjects and inhabitants, ſhall leave to thoſe of their High 
Mightineſſes, the peaceable enjoyment of their rights, in the 
countries, iflands and ſeas, in the Faſt and Weſlt-Indies, without 
any hindrance er moleſtation. Art. 4. There ſhall be an entire 
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and perfect liberty of conſcience allowed to the ſubjects _—_— 
bitants of each party, and to their families, and no one f all be 
moleſted in regard to his worſhip, provided he ſubmits as te the 
ablic demoa{tration of ir, to the laws of the country : There 
mall be given moreover, liberty, when any ſubjects or nat 
rants of either party ſhall die in the territory of 1 er, to 
bury them, in the uſual burying places, or in decent an 2 
ent grounds to be appointed Aar that purpole, as wm _ a 
require; and the dead bodies of thoſe whe are buried, ſha "_ 
in any wiſe be moleſted.

Provided nevertheleſs, that this diſpoſition cannot take place, 
bat in caſes where the teſtator ſhall not have nemed guardians, 
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tutors, curators, by teſtament, codicil, or other legal inſtrument. 
Art, J. It ſhall be lawful and free for the ſubjects of each party, 
to employ ſuch advocates, attornies, notaries, ſolicitors, or fac- 


tors, as they ſhall judge proper. Art. 8. Merchants, maſters and 


owners ot ſhips, mariners, men of all kinds, ſhips and veſſels, and 
all merchandizes and goods in general, and effects of one of the 
confederates, or of the ſubjects thereof, ſhall not be ſeized, or de- 
tained in any of the countries, lands, iſlands, cities, places, ports, 
ſhores, or dominions whatſoever of the other confederate, for any 
military expedition, public or private uſe of any one, by arreſts, 
violence, or any colour thereof; much leſs ſhall it be permitted 
to the ſubjects of either party, to take or extert by foree, any 
thing from the ſubjects of the other party, without the conſent 
of the owner; which, however, is not to be underſtood of ſei- 
zures, detentions and arreſts, which ſhall be made by the com- 
mand and authority of juſtice, and by the ordinary methods, on 
account of debts or crimes, in reſpect whereof, the proceedings 
mult be by way of law, according to the forms of juſtice. Art. 9. 
It is further agreed and concluded, that it ſhall be wholly free for 
all merchants, commanders of ſhips, and other ſubjects and in- 
habitants of the contracting parties, in every place, ſubject to the 
juriſdiction of the two powers reſpectively, to manage themſelves 
their own buſineſs ; and moreover as to the uſe of interpreters or 
brokers, as alſo in relation to the loading or unloading of their

vellels, and every thing which has relation thereto, they ſhall be, 


on one ſide and on the other, conſidered and treated upon the 
tooting of natural fubjects, or, ar leaſt, upon an equality with the 
molt favoured nation. Art. 10. The merchant ſhips, of either of 
the parties, coming from the port of an enemy, or from their own, 
ar aneutral port, may navigate freely towards any port of an 
enemy, of the other ally : they ſhall be, nevertheleſs, held when- 
ever it ſhall be required, to exhibit, as well upon the high-ſeas, 
as in the ports, their ſea letters, and other 9 deicribed 
in the 25th art. ſtating expreſsly that their effects are not of the 
number of thoſe, which are prohibited, as contraband ; and not 
havingany contraband goods for an enemy's port, they may freely 
and without hindrance, purſue their voyage towards the port of 
an enemy, Nevertheleſs, it ſhail not be required to examine the 
papers of veſſels convoyed by veflels of war, but credence ſhall 
be given to the word of the officer, who ſhall conduct the convoy. 
Art, 11. If by exhibiting the ſea-letters, and other documents, 
deſcribed more particularly in the 25th art. of this treaty, the o- 
ther party ſhall diſcover there are any of thoſe ſorts of goods, 
witch are declared prohibited. & contraband, & that they ave con- 
ſigned for a port under the obedience of his enemy, it ſhall nor 
be lawſul to break up the hatches of ſuch ſhip, nor to open any 
cheſt, coffer, packs, cafſks, cr other veſſels found therein, or ro 
remove the ſmalleſt parcel of her goods, whether the ſaid veſſel 
belongs to the ſubjects of their High Mightineſſes, the States Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands, or to the ſubjects or inhabitants 
vt s 
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of the ſaid U. S unleſs the lading be brought on ſhore, in pre- 
ſence of the officers of the court of admiralty. and an inventory 
thereof made; but there ſhall be no allowance te fel], exchange, 
or alienate the ſame, until after that due and lawful proceſs ſhal 
have been had againſt {ach prohibited goods of contraband, and 
the court of admiralty, by a ſentence pronounced, ſhall kave con- 
fiſcated the ſame, ſaving always as well rhe ſhip itſelf, as any o- 
ther goods found therein, which are to be eſteemed free, & may 
not be detained on pretence of their being infected by the prohi- 
bited goods, much leſs ſhall they be confiſcated as lawful prize: 
but on the contrary , when by the viſitation at land, it ſhall be 
found that there are no contraband goods in the veſlel, and it 
ſhall nor appepr by the papers thar he who has taken and car- 
rie4 in the veſlel has been able to diſcover any there, he ought 
to be condemned in all the charges, damages and intereſts of 
them, which he ſhall have cauſed, both to tne owners of the veſ- 
ſels, and to the owners & freighters of cargoes with which they 
ſhall be loaded, by his temerity in taking and carrying them in; 
declaring moſt expreſsly the free veſſels ſhall aſſure the liberty 
of the effects with which they ſhall be loaded, and that this liber- 
ty ſhall extend itſelf equally to the perſons who ſhall be found in 
a free veſlel, who may not be taken out of her, unleſs they are 
military men actually in the ſervice of an enemy. Art. 12. 
On the contrary, it is agreed, that whatever ſha}] be {curd 
to be laden by the ſubjects and inhabitants of either party, 
on any ſhip belonging to the enemies of the other, or to their ſub- 
jects, although it be not comprehended under the fort of prohibit- 
ed goods, the whole may be confiſcated in the ſame manner as if 
it belonged to the enemy; except nevertheleſs ſuch effects and 
merchandizes as were put on board ſuch veſſel before the declara- 
tion of war, or in the fpace of 6 months after it, which effects 
ſhall not be, in any manner, ſubje& to confiscation, but ſhall be 
faithfully and without delay reſtored in nature to the owners who 
thall claim them, or cauſe them to be claimed, before the conhica- 
tion and ſale, as alſo their proceeds, if the claim could not be 
made but in the ſpace of eight months after the ſale, which ought 
to be publie : Provided nevertheleſs, that if the ſaid merchandi- 
zes are contraband, it ſhall by no means be lawful to tranſport 
them afterwards to any port belonging to enemies- Art. 13. And 
that more effectual care may be taken fur the ſecurity of ſubjects 
and people of either party, that they do not ſuffer moleſtation 
from the veſſels of war or privateers of the other party, it ſhall 
be forbidden to all commanders of veſſels of war and other arm- 
ed veſſels of the ſaid States General of the United Netherlands, 
and the faid U. S. as well as to all their officers, ſubjects and peo- 
ple, to give any offence or do anv damage to thoſe of the other 
arty ; and if they act to the contrary, they ſhall be, upon the 
firſt complaint Which ſtall be wade of it, being found guilty after 
a juſt examination, punithed by their proper judges, and moreo- 
yer obliged to make ſatisfaction for all damages and intereſts 
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thereof, by reparation, under pain and obligation of their perſons 
and goods. Art. 14. For further determining of what has been 
laid, all captains of privateers, or fitters- out of veſlels armed for 
war, under commiſſion and on account of private perſons, ſhall be 
held, before their departure, to give ſufficient caution, before 
competent judges, either to be entirely reſpoaſible for the malver- 
ſations which they may commit in their cruizers or voyages, 
as well as for the contraventions of their captains and officers a- 
gainft the preſent treaty, and againſt the ordinances and edicts 
which ſhall be publiſhed in conſequence of and corformity to it, 
under pain of forteiture and nullity of the ſaid commiſſions. Art. 
15. All veflels and merchandizes of whatſoever nature, which 
ſhall be reſcued out ef the hands of any pirates or robbers, navi- 
gating the high ſeas without requilite commiſſions, ſhall be 
brought into ſome port of one of the two ſtatcs, and depoſited in 
the hands of the officers of that port in order to be reſtored en- 
tire to the true proprietor, as ſoon as due and ſufficient proofs 
ſhall be made concerning the property thereof. Art. 16. If an 
ſhips or veſſels, belonging to either of the parties, their ſubjects 
or people, ſhall, within the coaſts or dominions of the other, ſtick 
upon the ſands, or be wrecked or ſuffer any other ſea- damage, 
all friendly aſſiſtance and relief ſhall be given to the perſons ſhip- 
wrecked, or ſuch as ſhall be in danger thereof, and the veſlels, ef- 
fe&s and merchandizes, or the part of them which ſhall have been 
ſaved, or the proceeds of them, if, being periſhable, they ſhall 
have been ſold, being claimed withina year and a day by the maſ- 
ters er owners, or their agents or attornies, ſhall be reſtored, 
paying only the reaſonable charges, and that which mult be paid, 
in the ſame caſe, for the ſalvage, by the proper ſubjects of the 
country : there ſhall alfo be delivered them, fate conducts or paſt- 
ports, for their free and fafe paſſage from thence, and to return, 
each one to his own country. Art. 17. In caſe the ſubje&s or 
people of either party, with their ſhipping, whether public and 
of war, or private and of merchants, be forced through ſtrefs of 
weather, purſuit of pirates or enemies, or any other urgent ne- 
ceſſity for ſeeking of ſhelter and harbour, to retra& and enter in- 
to any of the rivers, creeks, bays, ports, roads or ſhores, be- 
longing to the other party, they ſhall be received with all hu- 
manity and kindneſs, and enjoy all friendly protection and help, 
and they ſhall be permitted ro refreſh and provide themſelves, at 
reaſonable rates, with victuals, and all things needful for the ſuf. 
tenance of their perſons, or reparation of their ſhips ; ard they 
ſhall no ways be detained or hindred from returning out of the {aid 
ports or roads, but may remove and depart when and whither 
they pleaſe without any let or hindrance. Art, 18. For the het- 
ter promoting of commerce, on both ſides it is agreed, that if a 
war ſhould break out, between their High Mightineſles the 
States General of the United Netherlands, and the U. S. there 

mall alwavs be granted to the ſubjects on each ſide, the term of 9 
months after the date of the rupture, or the proclamation of war, 
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to the end that they may retire, with, their effects and tranſport 
them where they pleaſe, which it ſhall be lawful for them to do, 
as well as to ſell or tranſport their effects and goods, in all 
freedom and without any hindrance, and without being able to 
proceed, during the ſaid term of nine months, to any arreſt of 
their effects, much leſs of their perſons ; on the contrary, there 
ſhall be given them, for their veſlels and their effects, which they 
would carry away, paſſports and ſafe conducts for the neareſt 


ports of their reſpective countries, and for tbe time neceſſary 


for the voyage. And no prize made at fea, ſhall be adjudged 
Jawful, at Jeaſt, if the declaration of war was not or could not be 
known, in the laſt port, which the veſſel taken, bas quitted, but 
for whatever may have been taken from the ſubjects and inhalj. 
rants of either party, and for the offences which may have been 
given them, in the interval of the ſaid terms, a complete ſatisfac- 
tion ſhall be given them. Art. 19. No ſubject of their high Migh. 
t ineſſos the States General of the United Netherlands, ſhall apply 
or take any commiſſion or letters of marque, for arming any 
ſhip or ſhips to act as privateers againſt the jaid U. S. or any of 
wem, or the ſubjects and inhabitants of the ſaid U. S. or any of 
them, or againft the property of the inhabitants of any of them, 
irom any prince or ſtate with which the ſaid U. S. may happen to 
be at war ; nor ſhall any ſubje& or inhabitant of the ſaid U.S. 
or any of them, apply for or take any commiſſion or letters of 
marque for arming any ſhip or ſhips to act as privateers againſt 
the High and Mighty Lords the States General of the United Ne- 
therlands, or againſt the ſubjects of their High Mightineſſes, or 
any of them, or againſt the property of any one of them, from a- 
ny prince or ſtate with which their High Mightineſſes, may be at 
war: And if any perſon of either nation ſhall rake ſuch commil. 
ſion or letters of marque, he ſhall be puniſhed as a pirate. Art. 
20. If the veflels of the ſubjects or inhabitants of one of the par- 
ties come upon any coaſt belonging to cither of the ſaid allies, but 
not willing to enter into port, or being entered into port and 
not willing to unload their cargoes or break bulk, or take in any 
cargo, they ſhall not be obliged to pay, neither for the veſlels 
nor the cargoes, any duties of entry in or out, or to render any 
account of their cargoes, at leaſt if there is not juſt cauſe to pre- 
ſume that they carry to an enemy merchandizes of contraband, 

Art. 21. The two contracting parties grant ro each other mu— 
tnally, the liberty of having each in the ports of the other, conſuls, 
vice-conſuls, agents and commillaries of their own appointing, 
whoſe functions ſhall be regulated by particular agreement, when- 
ever either party chuſes, tio make ſuch appointments. Art. 22. 


This art. related to France & is conſequently obſolete, the treaties with 
that country being repealed. Art. 23. If at any time the U, S. fhall 
judge neceſſary to commence negociations with the King or Em- 
pe ror of Morocco and Fez, and with the regencies of Algiers, Tu- 
nisor Tripoli, or with any of them, to obtain paſſports for the 
ſecurity of their navigation in the Mediterranean ſea, their High

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Mightineſſes promiſe that upon the requifition which the U. S, 
ſhall make of it, they will ſecond ſuch nagocia tions in the molt favo- 
rable manner, by means of their conſuls, reſiding near the ſaid King, 
Emperor & Regencies, Art, 24. The liberty of navigation & com- 


merce ſhall extend to al) ſorts of merchandizes excepting only thoſe - 


which are diſtinguiſhed under the name of contraband, or merchan- 
dizes prohibited: & under this denomination of contraband & mer- 
chandizes prohibited, ſhall be comprehended only war- like ſtores & 
arms, as mortars, artillery, with their artifices and appurtenances, 
fuſils, piſtols, bombs, grenades, gun powder, ſaltpetre, ſulpher, 
match, bullets and balls, pikes, ſabres, lances, halberts, caf ues, 
cuiraſſes and other ſorts of arms; as alſo ſoldiers, horſes, ſaddles, 
and furniture for horſes ; all other effects and merchandizes, not 
before ſpecified expreſsly, and even all forts of naval matters, 
however proper they may be for the conſtruction and equipment 
of veſſels of war, or for the manufacture of one or another ſort of 
machines of war by land or ſea, ſhall not be judged contraband, 
neither by the letter, nor according to any pretended interpreta- 
tion whatever, ought they, or can they be comprehended under 
the notion of effects prohibited or contraband, So that all effects 
and merchandizes, which are not expreſsly before named, may, 
without any exception, and in perfect liberty, be tranſported b 

the ſubjects and inhabitants of both allies, from and to places be- 
longing, to the enemy ; excepting only the places which at the 
{ame time ſhall be beſieged, blocked or inveſted ; and thoſe places 
only ſhall be held for ſuch, which are ſurrounded nearly by ſome 
of the belligerent powers. Art. 25, To the end that all diſſenti- 
on and quarrel may be avoided and prevented, it has been agreed, 
that in cafe that one of the two parties happens to be at war, the 
veſſels belonging to the ſubjects or inhabitants of the other ally, 
ſhall be provided with ſea- letters or paſſports, expreſſing the name, 
the property and the burthen of the veſſel, as alſo the name ard 
the place of abode of the maſter, or commander of the ſaid veſſel, 
to the end, that thereby it may appear, that the veſſel really and 
truly belongs to ſubjects or inhabitants of one of the parties; which 
paſſports ſhall be drawn and diſtributed, according to the form 
annexed to this treaty, each time that the veſſel ſhall return, ſhe 
ſhould haye ſach her paſſport renewed, or ar leaſt, they ought not 
to be of more ancient date than 2 years, before the veſſel has been 
returned to her own country. it has been allo agreed, that ſuch 
veſſels, being loaded, ought to be provided not only with the ſaid 
paſſports or ſea letters, but alſo with a general paſſport, or with 
particular paſſports or manifeſts, or other public documents, 
which are ordinarily givento vellels outward bound in the ports 
{rom whence the veſſels have ſet fail in the laſt place, containing 
a ſpecification of the cargo, of the place from whence the veſſel 
departed, and of that of her deſtination ; or, inſtead of all theſe, 
with certificates from the magiſtrates or governors of cities, 
places and colonies, from whence the veſfte] came, given in the 
uſual form, to the end that it may be known, whether there are 
any ellects prohibited or contraband, on board the veſlels, and 
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whether they are deſtined to be carried to an enemy's country or 

not ; and in caſe any one judges proper to expreſs in the ſaid do- 

cuments, the perſons to whom the effects on board belong, he 

may do it freely, without, however, being bound to do it; and 

the omiſſion of ſuch expreſſion cannot and ought not to cauſe a con- 

fiſcation. Art. 26. If rhe veſſels of the ſaid ſubjects or inhabitants 

of either of the parties, ailing along the coaſts or on the high ſeas, 

are met by a veſle} of war, or privateer, or other armed veſſel of 
the other party, the ſaid veſſels of war, privateers, or arm- 
ed veſlſels for avoiding all diſorder, ſhall remain withont the 
reach of cannon, but may ſend their boats on board the merchant 
veſſel, which they ſhall meet in this manner, upon which they 
may not paſs more than two or three men, to whom the maſter or 
commander ſhall exhibit his paſiport, containing the property of 
the veſſel, according to the form annexed to this treaty : And 
the veflel, atter having exhibited ſuch a paſſport, ſea- letter and o- 
ther documents, ſhall be free to continue her voyage, ſo that it 
ſhall not be lawful te moleſt her, or ſearch her in any manner, 
nor to give her chace nor to force her toalter her courſe. Art. 
27. It thall be lawful for merchants, captains and commanders 
of veſſels, whether public and of war, or private and of merchants, 
belonging to the ſaid U. S. or any of them, or to their ſubjects 
and inhabitants, te take freely into their ſervice, and receive on 
beard of their veflels, in any port or place in the juriidiction of their 
High Mightinefſes aforeſaid, ſeamen or others, natives or inha— 
bitants et any of the ſaid ſtates, upon ſuch conditions as they ſhall 
agree on, without being ſubje& for this, to any tine, penalty, pu- 
niſhment, proceſs or reprehenſion whatſoever. And reciprocally, 


all merchants, captains and commanders, belonging to the ſaid 


United Netherlands, ſhall enjoy, in all the ports and places un- 
der the obedience of the ſaid U. S. the fame privilege of engag- 
ing and receiving ſeamen or others, natives or inhabitants of any 
country of the denomination of the ſaid States General : provid- 
ed, that neither on one ſide nor the other, they may not take in- 
to their ſervice ſuch of their countrymen who have already en- 
caged in the ſervice of the other party contracting, whether in 
war or trade, and whether they meet them by land or fea ; at 
Feaſt if the captains or maſters under the command of whom ſuch 
perſons may be found, will not of his own conſent diſcharge them 
from their ſervice ; upon pain of being otherwiſe treated and pu- 
niſhed as deſerters. Art. 23. The affair of the refraction ſhall be re- 
gulated in all equity and juſtice, by the magiſtrates of cities reſpect- 
ively, where it ſhall be judged that there is any room to com- 
plain in this reſpect. Ari. 29. The preſent treaty ſhall be ratifi- 
ed and approved by their High Mightineſſes the States General of 
the United Netherlands, and by the U. S. and the acts of ratifica- 
tion ſhall be delivered, in good and due form, on one fide and on 
the other, in the pace of 6 months or ſooner if poſſible, to be com- 
puted from the d>y cf the £onature, 
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Convention, concerning Veſſels re-captured. 

Art. 1. The veſlels of either of the 2 contracting nations recaptured 
by the privateers of the other, ſhall be reſtored to the firſt proprie- 
tor, if ſuch vefſels have not been 24 hours in the power of the enemy 
provided the owner of the veſſel re- captured, pay therefor one 
third of the value of the veſſel, as alio of that of the cargo, the 
cannons & apparel, which third ſhall be valued by agreement, be- 
tween, the parties intereſted : or, if they cannot agree thereon 
among theinſelves, they ſhall addreſs themſelves to the officers 
of the admiralty, of the place where the privateer who has re- 
taken the veſſel ſhall have conducted her. I 

Art. 2. If the veſſel re- captured has been more than 24 hours 
in the power of the enemy, ſhe ſhall belong entirely to the pri- 
vateer who has re-taken her. Art. 3. In caſe a veſſel ſhall have 
been re- captured by a veſlel of war, belonging to the States-Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands, or to the U.S. of America, ſhe 
{hall be reſtored to the firſt owner, he paying a thirtieth part of 
the value of the ſhip, her cargo, cannons and apparel, if the has 
been re captured in the interval of 24 hours, and the tenth part 
if ſhe has been re-captured after the 24 hours, which ſums ſhall 
be diſtributed in form of gratitications to the crews of the veſ- 
ſels which ſhall have re-taken her. The valuation of the ſaid 
thirtieth parts and tenth parts, ſhall be regulated according to 
the tenor of the firſt art. of the preſent convention. Art. 4. The 
reſtitution of prizes, whether they may have been retaken by 
veſſels of war or by privateers, in the mean time and until "_ 
lite and ſufficient proofs can be given of the property ot veſſels 
re-captured, ſhall be admitted in a reaſonable time, under fuflici- 
ent ſureties for the obſervation of the aforefaid articles. Art. 5. 
The veſlels of war and privateers, of one and of the other of the 
two nations, ſhall be reciprocally, both in Europe and in the o- 
ther parts of the world, admitted in the reſpective ports of each, 
with their prizes, which may be unloaded and ſold according to 
the formalities uſed in the ſtare where the prize ſhall have been 
conducted, as far as may be conſiſtent with the 22nd art. of the 
treaty of commerce ; Provided always, That the legality of pri- 
zes by the veſſels of the Low Countries, ſhall be decided confor- 
mably to the laws and regulations eſtabliſhed in the Vnited Ne- 
therlands; as likewiſe, that of prizes made by American veſſels, 
ſhall be jadged according to the laws and regulations determined 
by the U. S. Art. 6. Moreover, it ſhall be free for the States 
General of the United Netherlands, as well as for the United 
States of America, to make ſuch regulations as they ſhall judge 
neceſlary, relative to the conduct which their reſpective veſſels & 
privateers ought to hold in relation to the veſlels which they 
mall have taken and conducted into the ports of the two powers.
